HILST the theatre of the Barrish Wars in Hin- 

poosTan was limited to a particular province of 
it, little curiofity was excited towards the general Geo- 
graphy of the country: but now that we are engaged ei- 
ther in wars, alliances, or negociations, with all the prin- 
cipal powers of the Empire, and have difplayed the Brt- 
Tish Sranparps from one extreme of it to the other; 
A Mar or Hinpoosran, fuch as will explain the local 
cireumftances of our political conne@tions, and the 
marches of our Armics, cannot but be highly interefting 
to every perfon whofe imagination has been ftruck by the 
fplendor of our victories, or whofe attention is rouzed by 
the prefent critical ftate of our affairs, in that quarter of 
the globe, 


That, which I now offer to the public, is intended to 
anfwer the above purpofes; all fach minutie as tend ra- 
ther to introduce confufion, than to illuftrate the general 

“fyftem, being omitted: and the particular Geography of 
“each province left to be hereafi 


r explained in feparate 

maps, on more diftinét feales; in the fame manner as Ben- 

gal, Oude, &c, are already done. 1 am aware that I thall 

A2 incur 
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incur fome cenfure for ufing fo fmall a feale, on the pre- 
fent oceafion ; as many people who perufe maps, without 
reflecting on the nature and intent of their conftruétion, 
are too apt to expect a large extent of country, and all 
the minute particulars of it, in the fame map. 


If it be admitted that this map contains a fufficient 
number of fituations and particulars to anfwer the purpofe 
intended, the fmallnefs of the fcale will be rather an ad- 
vantage than otherwile; as the ideas of conneétion and 
relative pofition are bef preferved, when the matter lies 
within a moderate compafs. And the principal objection 
that lies againft {mall maps (viz.) the difficulty of finding 
out the names, fromr the fmallnefs of the character in 
which they are written, is here obviated, by means of 
an Index, 


The Mar is contained in two large theets, which 
may either be joined together for the purpofe of bringing 
the whole into one view, or bound up feparately in an 
Atlas; as may fuit the fancy or convenience of the pur- 


chafer, The feale is one inch to an equatorial degree 5 
and as the whole map is a {quare of more than 30 fuch 
degrees, its furface will be found to contain a {pace larger 
than all Europe : although the quantity of land bears no 
proportion to it, 


The whole conftru@ion is entirely new, as will appear 
atonce by comparing it with any of the former maps; 
s the 
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the moft accurate of which makes the breadth of the Aither 
India (or that’ included between the mouths of the Ganges 
and Indus) near two degrees and a quarter of longitude 
narrower than it appears in my map; at the fame time 
that it makes the lower part of the peninfula three quar- 
ters of a degree wider than mine does, I have been 
enabled by means of obfervations of longitude taken at 
Bombay, Cochin, Madras, Calcutta, Agra, &c. together 
with meafured lines and furveys extended from the above 
places, to frame a very good ground work for my map: 
and, I flatter myfelf, that the general outline, and prin- 
cipal members of it, are determined with as much preci~ 
fion, as thofe of moft European countries. The fea 
coafts in particular, are as correét as can be expected in 
amap of this {cale, 


In the divifion of Hinpoosran into foubahs, &c, I 
have followed the mode adopted by the Emperor Aczar, 
as it appears to me to be the moft permanent one: for 
the ideas of the boundaries are not only impreffed on the 
minds of the natives by tradition, but are alfo afcertained 
in the Avenen Aczareg; a regifter of the higheft au- 
thority. But for the lower parts of the Deccan, and 
the peninfula in general, this ftandard being wanting, I 
had recourfe to the beft information I could get, which 
was not, indeed, of the moft perfect kind: and therefore 

Tdi. 
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I directed my attention principally to the ftate of the 
modern divifions in thofe quarters, the impreffing a clear 
idea of which, is one principal aim of the work. 


Tt muft be obferved, that fince the empire has been 
difmembered, a new divifion of its provinces has alfo taken 
place ; by which means fome foubahs now form a part 
of the dominions of three or more Princes; and very few 
are preferved entire. Thefe modern divifions are not 
only diftinguithed in the map by the names of the pre- 
fent poflefiors; but the colouring alfo is entirely em- 
ployed in facilitating the diftingtions between them. So 
that the modern divifions appear, as it were, in the fore 
groind ; and the ancient ones in the ack ground ; one 
illuftrating and explaining the other, 


Confidering the vaft extent of India, and how little 
its interior parts have been vifited by Europeans, till the 
latter part of the laf century, it ought rather to furprize 
us that fo much Geographical matter fhould be colleéted 
during fo fhort a period ; efpecially where fo little has 
been contributed towards it by the natives themfelves, as 
in the prefent cafe, Indeed, we muft not go much far- 
ther back than thirty years, for the matter that forms the 
bafis of thismap. And it muft not be forgotten, that 
the Eaft India Company have caufed a mathematical far- 
yey to be made, at their own expence, of a traét equal 

in 
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in extent to France and England taken together ; befides 
tracing the outline of near 2000 miles of {ea coaft, and a 
chain of iflands in extent 500 miles more. 


Perhaps I cannot find a better mode of befpeaking 
.from the public a favorable opinion of the map, than by 
particularizing the helps that have been afforded me dur- 
ing the conftruétion of it. Mr. Dalrymple flands fore- 
moft on this lift. With a liberality, not always to be 
found amongft men who poffefs the means of informa- 
tion, he has furnifhed me from his’ valuable collection, 
with every material in it that could contribute towards 
perfeéting my plan. And accordingly, the moft valuable 
of all the new matter that refpeéts the fea coafts (the fur- 
veys made by the direétion of the Bengal Prefidency ex- 
cepted) is taken from his colleétion ; and alfo a very con- 
fiderable portion of what refpets the inland parts of the 
peninfula, and the northern circars. It was by the help 
of one of his MSS. that I dete@ed an error of about half 
a degree of longitude in the pofition of Cape Comorin, 
Thefe materials, which I have thus been permitted to lay 
before the publick, as it were in the abftrad, will afford 
the moft extenfive information, when publiflied in detail 
under the direction of fo able a mafter ; and IJ heartily 
congratulate the public on the profpect of it, 


‘The next Gentleman to whom I am principally indebted, 
is Mr, Boughton Roufe, who obligingly tranflated for me 


from 
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from the Aventn Aczareg, an account of the bounda- 
ries and divifions of the weftern foubahs, together with a 
variety of other Geographical matter, much of which is 
fo blended with other fubjedts, as to require a tedious, and 
a patient inveftigation, This affiflance has enabled me 
not only to enrich the map gencrally with places, whofe 
fituations have hitherto been undefcribed, but to new mo~ 
dc! al! the weflern part. My obligations to this Gentle- 
man are the greater, in that the affiftance afforded me, | 
was at the expence of that fmall portion of Jeifure, which 
his public bufinefs left him, 


T owe my thanks toMr. Davy fora tranflation of the 
names in the Perfian map of the Panyas country, which 
he undertook at the requeft of Sir Robert Barker, to whom 
the Perfian map belongs, and to whom Iconfider myfelf as 
equally indebted. This valuable MS. furnifhes us with a 
clear idea of the names and courfes of the five rivers, as 
well as the general Geography of a country that has hi- 
therto been lefs known to us than any of the Indian 
provinces, 


To Colonel Camac I am indebted for the Itinerary of 
Golam Mohamed, a Sepoy officer, whom he fent in 1774.to 
explore the roads and country between Bengal and the 
Deccan. I flatter myfelf with the hopes of receiving yet 
more information from him; as the opportunities which 
have lately offered, have been too favorable to his fpirit of 
enterprize and’enquiry to be negleéted, 

Talfo 
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I alfo acknowledge my obligations to Governor Verelft, 
General Caillaud, General Jofeph Smith, and to Meffieurs 
Farmer, Ramfay, Cotsford, Price, and Townfend, for MS. 
maps, fketches, and various articles of information, 


To the Reverend Mr. Smith’s ingenuity and perfeverance 
I ftand indebted for a complete route from the banks of the 
Jumna river, through the centre of Hindooftan, to Bom- 
bay. This route, by croffing a traét of country hitherto 
little known, and, of courfe, very imperfeétly and errone- 
oufly defcribed, contains much ufeful matter. Tt happened 
unluckily, that nothing more than a MS. Journal of General 
Goddard’s march came to my hands, till the map was near- 
ly compleated: but as Mr. Smith’s obfervations had pre- 
vioufly fixed the principal points in it, this is a matter 
not to be fo much regretted ; and efpecially as I have 
fince correGted moft of the intermediate fituations by a 
map of the General’s route. 


I have borrowed largely from M. D’Apres’ New Mep- 
tune Orientale, for the fea coafts and iflands: and alfo, 
though in a {maller degree, from M. D’Anville’s maps of 
Afia and India publifhed in 1751 and 1752. When it is 
confidered that this excellent Geographer had fearcely any 
materials to work on for the inland parts of India, but 
fome yague Itineraries, and books of travels, one is really 
aftonifhed to find them fo well defcribed as they are. It 
is with regret that I find myfelf obliged to differ in opinion 
from 
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from him concerning fome pofitions in ancient Geography : 
I mean, that of Palibothra, in particular; and fome few 
others. I have generally avoided all difquifitions of this 
kind, from a conviion of the general obfcurity of the 
fubje@; and which even an intimate knowledge of the 
Indian languages would not enable me to clear up: for 
the fimilitude between ancient and modern names is very 
fallacious, unlefs flrongly corroborated by fituation, But 
we cannot well refufe our affent to the opinion that Ptole- 
my meant the Swétu/wz, or Setleze by the Zaradrus ; the 
Rauwee by the Rhuadis, or Adaris; and the Fenaub, or 
Chunaub by the Sandabalis: becaufe not only the names, 
but the pofitions have an affinity to. cach other. And yet 
this is a part of Ptolemy, which M, D’Anville difcredits 
the moft: but the reafon was, that he was not himfelf ac. 
quainted with the true names of the rivers. 


M. Bufly’s marches in the Deccan afford data for fixing 
the pofitions of ‘many capital places there; particularly 
Hydrabad, Aurungabad, Bifnagur, and Sanore, But ‘till 
there are plans of fome of his marches wanting, which, 
could they be procured, would throw much light on the 
Geography of the peninfula, and the Deccan: fuch as 
that from Pondicherry to Cuddapah, Adoni, and Hydra- 
bad; that from Aurungabad to Nagpour ; and the cam- 
paign towards Poonah. "There are alfo exifting, Itineraries 


kept by very intelligent people, who have travelled from 
Pon- 
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Pondicherry, dire& to Delhi; and from Calcutta to Nag- 
pour: but I know not how to fet about procuring them. 
‘The public records at Goa, I am informed, contain a vaft 
fund of Geographical knowledge ; and yet we are more 
in the dark, concerning the country on that fide of the 
peninfula, than we are with refpeét to the centre of the 
Deccan. 


Could the whole mafs of Geographical matter that re- 
{pects India (much of which, is probably in the hands of 
people who are ignorant of its value) be collected, I make 
no doubt but that very complete maps of the feveral pro- 
vinces of it, might be conftruéted, on feales large enough 


for any ordinary. purpofe. 


It is intended by thefe theets fo particularize the feveral 
authorities from whence the pofitions in the map are drawn 
together with the manner of comparing them, in cafes 
where they difagreed: as alfo, the manner of combining 
them, when more than one circumftance was required to 
eftablith a pofition, By this means, the authority for each 
particular, may be known to thofe who have curiofity e- 
nough to enquire after it: and the defeétive parts being, 
thus pointed out, fome future Geographer may be ftimu- 
lated to feck for better materials. It may alfo tempt thofe 
who are already in poffeflion of fuch materials, when 
they are apprized of their ufe, to contribute them to the 
public ftock. Any communications of the kind will 
be thankfully received ; and a proper ufe made of them,

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The Reader may have obferved, that in the former part 
of the Preface, I have alluded to An InpEx ro THE Map. 
‘There will accordingly be found, at the end of the work, 
two diftinét Indexes ; the one referring to the matter of 
the Memoir, the other to the names of countries and places 
in the map. ‘The. great wafte of time occafioned by 
fearching after particular fituations, in maps of any extent, 
makes me wonder that an Index fhould not be deemed as 
neceffary an appendage toa large map, as to a large book. 
For an Index will in the firft inflance inform the Reader 
whether the place fought after be in the map, or not, If 
inthe map, he is direéted to it with as much facility, as 
to a paflage in a book from an ordinary Index. And if it 
be not there, although he may, indeed, blame the map 
for its deficiency, he muft allow that it does not rob him 
of his time by encouraging fruitlefs refearches,

INTRO- 
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GEOGRAPHICAL DEFINITION 


HINDOOSTAN; 


With its general Divifion into Provinces or Srares. 


Y Hinpoosran, Europeans in general haye underftood 

the tract lying between the rivers Ganges and Indus, on the 
ea{t and weft ; the Thibetian and Tartarian mountains on the north ; 
and the fea on the fouth. But, ftridtly “fpeaking, the extent of 
Hindooftan proper is much more circum{cribed than thefe limits con- 
vey an idea of. For, although it has indeed the Indus, and the 
mountains of Thibet and Tartary for its weftern and northern 
boundaries; yet, on the fouth, according to the Indian geogra- 
phers, it is bounded by the countries'of the Deccan; fo that the 
whole penipfula * tothe fouth of a line drawn nearly from Balafore 


this the pennfls in eonforaity to the general patie; fr, properly 
erm anno more be applied to it, sa to Turky in Europe, 


to 
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to Broach, is not reckoned Hindooftan, On the other hand, the 
Ganges was improperly applied as an caftern boundary, as it inter 
feéts, in its general courle, fome-of the: richeft:-provinees. of the 
empire ; whilft the Burrampooter, which is much nearer the mark, 
as an-eaitern boundary, was utterly unknown. The addition of 
thefelands to the geographical definition of Hindooftan, bear, how- 
ever, a trifling proportion to thofe taken from it in the peninfula, 
In this circumfcribed fate, its extent is about equal to France, 
Germany, Bohemia, Hungary, Switzerland, Italy, and the Low- 
countries collectively; and the peninfala is about equal to the Bri- 
tith lands, Spain, and Turky in Europe. 

I thall not attempt to trace the various fludtuations of boundary 
that took place in this empire, according as the feat of government 
was removed from Gazna to Delhi, to Lahore, to Agra, or to Ca- 
noge, as fuited the politics of the times. It is fufficient for my 
purpofe to imprefs on the mind of the reader, that the provinces 
of Hindooftan proper have feldom continued under one head dur- 
ing a period of twenty fucceflive years, from the earlieft hiftory, 
down to the reign of Acbar in the 16th century. Malwa, Agi- 
mere, Guzerat, and Bengal, were, in turn, independent ; and fome- 
times the empire of Delhi was confined within the proper limits 
of the province itfelf. Nothing lef could be expected, where fome 
parts of the empire were 1000 miles diftant from the feat of Go- 
vernment : and accordingly, the Hiftory of Hindooftan is one con- 
tinued Jeffon to Kings, not to grafp at too much dominion ; and to 
mankind, to circumferibe the undertakings of their rulers, 

During the long reign of Acbar in the 16th century, the internal 
regulation of the empire was much attended to. Enquiries were 
fet on foot, by which the revenue, population, produce, religion, 
arts, and commerce of each individual diftri& was afcertained, as 
well asits extent and relative pofition. All thefe interefting and ufe- 
ful particulars, were, by Abul Fazil, colleéted into a book called the 
Avenen Aczarez, ot Mirror of Aczar; and which, to this 

day, 
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day, forms an authentic regifter of thefe matters. Acbar began by 
dividing H1poosTan PRoPeR into eleven foubahs * or provinces, 
fome of which were in extent equal to large European kingdoms. 
The foubahs were again divided into Circars, and thefe fub-divided 
into purguanabs. If I was to apply Englith names to thefe divi- 
fions, I fhould ftyle them kingdoms (or vice-royalties) counties, 
and hundreds 4, The names of the eleven foubahs were Lahore, 
Moultan (including Sindy) Agimere, Delhi, Agra, Oude, Allaha~ 
bad +t, Bahar, Bengal, Malwa, and Guzerat§. A 12th foubah, 
that is, Cabul, was formed out of the countries contiguous to the 
weftern fources of the Indus, and included Candahar and Gazna; 
aad three new ones were erected out of the conquefts in the Dec- 
can: viz. Berar, Candcifh, and Amednagur ; in all fifteen. 

A flight infpeétion of the map will afford more information 
refpecting the relative pofitions of thefe foubahs to each other, 
and to the adjacent countries, than whole fheets of writing, 
It may be neceffary, however, to make a few remarks on the boun- 
daries of thofe foubahs that bordered on the Deccan, in order to 
underftand the extent of the new conquefts. 

Guzerat, then, extended fouthward to Damaun, where it touch- 
ed on the diftri@ of Baglana, a divifion of Amednagur, 

Malwa extended to the fouth of the Nerbudda river; and an 
angle of it touched on Baglana and Candeifh on the fouth-weft and 
fouth, and on Berar on the eaft. The Nerbudda formed the reft 
of the fouthern boundary of Malwa, and alfo of Allahabad. The 
government of Bengal extended to Cattack || and along the river

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Mahanada; but the foubah of Oriffa appears not to have been 
formed at that time, 

Of the newly ereéted foubahs in. the Deccan, * Candcith the 
fnalleft of them, occupies the {pace between Malwa on the north, 
Berar on the eaft, and Amednagur on, the weft and fouth, 

Berar, according to the prefent definition, has Allahabad and 
Malwa on the north ; Candcith and Amednegur on the welt; Til- 
lingana and Golconda on the fouth; and Oriffa on the eaft, I ap- 
prehend that only the wefterm parts of Berar were reduced by Achar, 

Amednagur-t, the fouthmoft of Acbat’s foubahs, had Candeith 
and Malwa on the north; the Gatte, or Balagat mountains on the 
welt; Bejapour (or Vifiapour) and Tellingana on the fouth ; and 
Berar on the caft. The limits of this foubah are not defined in 
the Ayeneh Acbaree; and as Acbar had wars in the Deccan dut- 
ing almoft his whole reign, it may be fuppofed that its limits were 
perpetually fluctuating. 

Tellingana, which in the Ayeneh Acbaree is called a circar of 
Berar, was probably poffeffed only in part by Acbar. ‘The ancient 
Tellingana, of which Warangole } was the capital, comprehended 
moit of the tract lying between the Kiftna and Godavery rivers, 
known now by the name of Golconda. 

‘Thus we have a ftandard for the geographical divifion of Hin- 
dooftan proper, in the time of Acbar; but for the Deccan in gene~ 
tal, no authority on record has ever come to my knowledge. It 
appears:that Acbar reduced the weftern fide of the peninfala as far 
down as the 18th degree of north latitude §: and under his fuc- 
ceffors, the whole peninfula,a few mountainous and inacceflible tracts 


* Named by Achar, Dan dersis, in honor of Prince Danial ; but at prefent it bears its old

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only excepted, was cither entirely fubjeéted, or rendered tributary 
to the throne of Delhi, and formed into one government under the 
name of the Deccan; which name, in its moft extenfive fignifiea- 
tion, includes the whole peninfula fouth of Hindooftan proper, 
However, in its proper and limited fenfe, I apprehend it means 
only the countries fituated between Hindooftan proper, the Carna- 
tic, and Oriffa; that is, the provinces of Candeifh, Amednagur, 
Vifiapour, Golconda, and the weftern part of Berar, 

The Carnatic anciently comprized all that part of the peninfula 
that lies fouth of the Gondegama * and Tongebroda rivers, from 
the coaft of Coromandel eaftward, to the Gaut mountains weft- 
ward, and was divided into Bala Gaut and Payen Gaut, ot the 
great and little Gants +5 the former being the weftern part, and 
containing the diftriéts of Bednore, Myfore, Coimbetour, &c. now 
the country of Hyder Ally: and the latter, the eaftern part, or 
the Carnatic according to its prefent definition; in which Ongole, 
Cudapah, Arcot, Tritchinopoly, Madura, Tanjore, Tinevelly, and 
Marawar are included. 

Having given this vety general idea of the original divifion of 
India, I fhall next endeavour to convey an idea of the prefent divi- 
fion of it, as far as refpeéts the principal ftates, or the powers that 
have appeared on the political theatre fince the eftablithment of the 
Britith influence. 

The Britith nation poffefs, in full fovereignty, the whole foubah 
of Bengal, and the greateft part of Bahar; I fay she greate/t part, 
becaufe I believe that there may be fome purgunnahs on the 
fouth-weft of little Nagpour, that were formerly claffed as be- 
longing to Bahar, but are now in the poffeffion of the Mahrat- 
tas. In Oriffa, we poflefs only the diftritts of Midnapour, 
the reft being entirely in the hands of the Mahrattas and their tri-

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butaries. The Britifh poffeffions contain about 150,000 {quare 
Britith miles of land, which is about 18,coo more than is con- 
tained in Great Britain and Ireland : and about ten millions of in- 
habitants. ‘ 

The natural ituation of Bengal is fingularly happy with refpect 
to fecurity from the attacks of foreign enemies. On the north and 
eaft-it has no warlike neighbours ; and has, moreover, a formidable 
barrier of mountains, rivers, or extenfive waftes, towards thofe 
quarters, thould fuch an enemy ftart up. On the fouth is 2 fea 
coatt, guarded by thallows and impenetrable woods, and with only 
one port (and even that of difficult accef3) in an extent of three hun- 
dred miles, It is on the weft only that any enemy is to be appre- 
hended, and even there the natural barrier is ftrong; and with its 
population and refources, aided by the ufual proportion of Britith 
troops, Bengal might bid defiance to all that part of Hindooftan, 
which might find itfelf inclined to become its enemy. Even in 
cafe of invalions, the country beyond the Ganges would be exempt 
from the ravages of war, and furnith fupplies for the general de- 
fence. But, with the whole revenue in our poffeftion, the feat of 
war will probably be left to our own choice, 

The Nabob of Oude (fucceffor to Sujah Dowlab) poffeffed the 
whole foubah of that name, and the north-weft part of Allahabad; 
towhich, of late years, have been added the eaftern parts of Delhi 
and Agra, till that time poffefled by a tribe of Afghan Rohillas, 
and by the Jats. The Zemindary of Benares, which includes alfo 
the cirears of Gazypour and Chunar, conftituted a part of the do- 
minions of Oude until the year 1774, when its tribute or quit 
rent of twenty-four lacks was transferred to the Englith. This 
Zemindary, which was lately in the hands of Cheet Sing, occupies 
the principal part of the {pace between Bahar and Oude, fo that 
only a fmall part of the territory of the latter, touches Bahar on 
the north-weit, 
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The dominions of Oude lie on both fides of the Ganges, occu- 
pying (with the exception of Fizula Cawn’s diftri&t of Rampour) 
all the flat country between that river and the northern mountains, 
as well as the principal part of that fertile tract lying between the 
Ganges and Jumna, known by the namé of Dooab”, to within 
forty miles of the city of Delhi, In fhort, the Britith nation, 
with their allies and tributaries, occupy the whole navigable courfe 
of the Ganges, from its entry on the plains, to the fea; which, by 
its winding courfe, is more than 1350 Britifh miles, 

‘The dimenfions of Oude and its dependencies may be reckoned 
360 Britith miles in length from eaft to weft, and in breadth from 
150 to 180. The capital is Fyzabad on the river Gogra, and very 
near to the ancient city of Audiah or Oude, 

On the fouth-Weft fide of the Jumna, and contiguous to the 
governments of Oude, Benares, and the Mahrattas, is Bundela, or 
Bundelcund, lately fubject to Rajah Hindooput, but now divided 
amongtt his defcendants. It is a hilly traét of more than roo miles 
fquare, and contains the famous diamond mines of Panna, and fome 
firong fortreffes, amongft which Callinger is the principal. 

The territories of Adjid Sing are contiguous to Bundelcund on 
the weft; to the Berar Mahrattas on the fouth, and to Benares 
onthe eaft. It is nearly of the fame extent as Bundeicund; and, 
like that, fubjeét to the occafional depredations of the Mahrattas. 

The territories of the Rajahs of Ghod and Bahdoriah, alfo adjoin 
to the new dominions of Oude on the fouth of the Jumma river, op- 
pofite Etayah. The former has the Mahrattas on the fouth, Jeyn- 
agut on the weft, and Nudjuff Cawn’s diftriéts on the north. His 
territory is fmall; but within it is fituated the famous fortrels of 
Gwalior, taken from the Mahrattas by the Britith forces in 1781.

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Contiguous to the weftern bank of the Ganges, and furrounded 
by the dominions of Oude, is a (mall diftriét belonging to the Pat- 
tan Rohillas, of which Furruckabad is the capital. It is little more 
than thirty miles in extent, 

Fizula Cawn, a Rohilla Chief, pofleffes the {mall diftri@ of Ram- 
pour lying at the foot of the mountains beyond the Ganges. He 
is in effed tributary to Oude, by furnithing his quota towards an 
eftablifhment for the common defence. k 

The country of Zabeda Cawn, fucceflor to Nijib Dowla, an 
Afghan Rohilla, adjoins to the weftern bank of the Ganges, and 
to the northern mountains; and extends as far to the welt as Sir- 
hind, and fouthward to Delhi; being about 180 miles long from 
eaft to weft, and near half as wide. He has the Seiks on his wef- 
tern frontier ; and, till of late years, the Jats orf the fouth, 

Shah Allum, the nominal emperor of Hindooftan, pofieffes the 
city of Delhi, anda finall territory round it, which is all ‘that is 
left remaining to the Houfe of Timur*. Nudjuff Cawn has, in 
like manner, the city of Agra; but neither of thefe are of any 
weight in the politics of Hindooftan, 

The Jats, till within thefe few years, poffeffed the principal part 
of the foubah of Agra, and for fome time fixed their capital at the 
city of that name; but they are now difpoflefied of the Dooab, as 
well as moft of the open country contiguous to the weftern bank 
of the Jumna, and haye fallen back to the mountainous country 
beyond Mewat. I apprehend that the people named Gefes, on 
whom Timur made war in his march from Batnir to Sammana, 
were a part of the Jats-F, 

The Seiks are the wefternmoft nation of Hindooftan: their ter- 
ritoties begin at Sirhind, and extend weftward to the Indus, the 
whole courle of which from Attock to Sindy, with the low coun-

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tries * on both fides of it, is faid to be*in their poffeffion: fo 
that their dominions confift general'y of the foubehs of Lahore (or 
Panjab) Moultan, and Sindy, They are faid to confift of a num- 
ber of fmall itates, independent of each other in their internal 
government, but connected by a federal union +. 

Timur Shaw, the fucceffor of Abdalla, whofe capital is Can- 
dahar, is in pofleffion of Cabul, Seiftan, and the neighbouring 
countries of Perfia; which, altogether, form an extenfive kingdom, 
The Indus is the general boundary of the Abdali to the eaft. 
This government was erected by Abdalla, one of Nadir Shaw's 
-Generals, when his unwieldy empire, like that of Alexander, fell 
to pieces on the demife of the conqueror. 

Jeynagur, ot Joinagur, a mountainous diftri@ of no great ex- 
tent, is fituated on the weft of Agra, and between the diftriéts of 
Ghod and Mewat. It is governed by a Rajah, whofe capital is 
Joinagur. His vicinity to the Mahrattas has fubjected his country 
to frequent ravages, but he has never been totally fubdued by 
them. 

Joudpour, or Marwar, adjoins to Jeynagur on the fouth-welt, 
and is, in. circumftances, nearly fimilar to Jeynagur; with this 
difference, that the diftrict is more extenfiye, being near 200 miles 
from northeaft to fouthweft. The river Puddar has its conrfe 
through this country, which isa part of the foubah of Agimere, 
and for which Matwar is only another name : Meerta is the prefent 
capital. 

Oudipour, or Cheitore, the country of the Rana, lies on the 
fouthweft of Joudpour, and borders on Guzerat and Malwa,

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The Rajah, like thofe of Joudpour and Jeynagur, is fabjec cither 
to become tributary to, or fuffer the attacks of the Mahrattas, 
his neighbours, Cheitore was the ancient capital ;. a place much ce~ 
lebrated for its flrength, riches, and antiquity, when it was taken 
and defpoiled by Acbar in 1567: Oudipour is the prefent capital, 

OF the countries of Nagore, Pucanere-Jaffelmere, Amercot, 
and thofe bordering on the lower part of the courfe of the river 
Puddar, we know little of at prefent, except that they form a num- 
ber of petty rajahthips, 

‘The Mahratta fates occupy all the foutMern parts of Hindooftan 
proper, and a great part of the Deccan, Malwa, Berar, Oriffa,. 
Candeith, and Vifiapour; the principal part of Amednagur, (or 
Dowlatabad) half of Guzerat, and a fmall part of Agimere, Agra, 
and Allahabad, are comprized within their extenfive empire s which 
extends from fea to fea, acrols the wideft part of the peninfula ; 
and from the confines of Agra northward, to the Kiftna fouthward ; 
forming a tract ef about 1000 Britifh miles long, by 700 wide, 

This extenfive country is divided amongft a. number of Chiefs or 
Princes; whofe obedience to the Paifhwa, or Head, is, like that of the 
German Princes to the Emperor, merely nominal at any time 5 and, in 
{ome cafes, an oppofition of interefts begets waré, not only between the 
members of the empire themfelves, but alfo between the members 
and the Head. In fact, they are feldom confederated but on occa- 
fions that would unite the moft difcordant ftates; that is, for their 
mutual defence for few occalions of foreign conquefts or plunder, 
are of magnitude enough to induce them to unite their armies, 

Was I inclined, I want ability, to particularize the pofleftions 
and fituations of all the Chiefs that compofe the Mahratta ftate. 
I fhall therefore attempt only to mention the principal ones, or 
fuch as have appeared on the theatre of the prefent war, 

The Paifhwa, who is the nominal Head of the whole, refides at 
Poonah, which is fituated at the fouthweft extreme of the empire, 
and within a hundred miles of Bombay. Le poffeiles the principal 
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part of Vifiapour, Baglana, Dowlatabad (or Amednagur) the fouth- 
ern part of Candeifh, anda fmall part of Guzerat, His portion of 
the Deccan is naturally very rong, particularly on the welt fide 
towards the fea, where a flupendous wall of mountains, called the 
Gauts, rifes abruptly from the low country, called the Concan *; 
fupporting, in the natre of a terrace, a vaft extent of fertile and 
populous plains, which are fo much elevated as to render the air 
cool and pleafant. 

The Paithwah’s country, together with that of his immediate 
dependents and vaffals, extends generally along’the coaft from the 
diftri€s of Goa, to Cambay, Southward, he borders on Hyder 
Ally; and eaftward on the Nizam and the Rajah of Berar, On the 
north, he has Sindia-and Holkar. 

Sindia and Holkar divide by much the largeft part of the rich 
and extenfive foubah of Malwa. The former alfo poflefles the 
northern part of Candeifh, including the city of Burhanpour; and 
the northeaft parts of Guzerat. On the north, his poffeffions in 
Malwa extend to Narwah, and to within 120 miles of the frontier 
of Oude ++. His capital is Ougein (or Ugein) near. the ancient 
city of Mundu, the capital of the’Chilligee Kings of Malwa; and 
from whom both he and Holkar are faid to be defended. Holkar's 
capital is Indoor, about thirty miles on the weft of Ougein, Gun- 
gadar Punt poffeffes the diftriét of Calpy, which borders on the 
Jumna (and, of courfe, on the new dominions of the Nabob of 
Oude) eaftward ; and on Sindia weftward, And Ballagee, brother 
to Gungadur, has the diftriét of Sagur, which lies between Sindia’s 
eaftern boundary and Bundeleund, Neither of thefe diftri€ts are 
equal, in extent, to the principality of Wales. 

The Berar Rajah, Moodagee Boonflah, poffefles generally the 
foubahs of Berar and Oriffa, On the weft, his territories border

‘On the eaft, his territories in Oriffa thruft themfelyes between the 
Britith poffeffions in Bengal, and thofe in the northern * circarss 
fo as to occupy near 180 miles of the country adjacent to the fea, 
and, of courfe, to break the continuity of our poffeffions on the 
fea coaft. Moodajee’s dominions are very extenfive, being from 
caft to weft 600 Britifh miles, and 250 from north to fouth. He 
does not poffefs all this in full fovereignty ; for Cattack, Ruttun- 
pour, and Sumbulpour are little more than tributary, and are go- 
verned by his brother Bembajee. We know lefs of the interior 
parts of Rerar, than of moft other countries in Hindooftan ; but, 
by what we do know, it does not appear to be either populous or 
rich, Negpour is the prefent capital +, and the refidence of Moo- 
dajee ; and it is fituated about midway between Bengal and Bom- 
bay. 

Cattack, the capital of Oriffa, is a poft of confequence on the 
river Mahanada, as it lies in the only road between Bengal and the 
northern circars; and the poffeflion of this city and its dependen- 
cies, gives the Berar Rajah more confequence in the eyes of the 
Bengal government, than even his extenfive domain and centrical 
pofition in Hindooitan, 

Rajah Nizam Shaw, of Gurry Mundlth or Baundhoo, is tributary 
to Berar, 

Futty Sing Guicawar (or Gwicker) who has been our ally during 
the Mahratta war, has, by us, been put in pofleffion of Amedabad 
and Cambay, together with the diftziéts in general bordering on and 


» hele circars, ot provinces, were originally denominated from their polition in refpec 
to Madras, on which they depend : and the terin zortherm circars has at Iength been adopted 
by the Englith in general, 

‘¢ Shawponr was the ancient capital, according to Ferlihta, ‘The Ayeneh Acbaree fays 
‘that Berar was formerly named Werwatit ; and it is remarkable that Pliny mentions the feme 
‘country under the name of Farsfa‘e ; and fays that it is ftrong in cavalry and infantry, but 


Keeps no elephants for wat, 
lying 
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lying north of the river Mihie; which river ferves as a common 
boundary between his diftri€t of Amedabad, and ours of Broach. 

Thefe are the principal of the countries reduced into the form 
of governments by the Mahrattta Chiefs: but fo habituated are 
they to rapine and plunder, that few of the neighbouring ftates, 
but have, at one period or other, felt and acknowledged their 
power. Bengal and Bahar were, for a confiderable time, fubjected 
to a regular tribute; and the Carnatic, Myfore, the Nizam’s 
provinces, the Dooab, Bundelcund, and the fouthern parts of Delhi, 
have been frequently overrun. However, the power of the Mah- 
tattas appears to have beemon the decline, for the laft twenty years, 
Shut out of Bengal, the upper provinces *, and the Carnatic by the 
Britith arms, and out of Myfore by Hyder’s, their field of ation 
has been much circumfcribed ; and the prefent war with the Britith 
power has difcoyered their weaknefs to all Hindooftan. 

Of the five northern circars, Cicacole, Rajamundry, Ellore, and 
Condapilly ++, are in the poffeffion of the Englifh; and Guntoor is 
in the hands of the Nizam. The four firft occupy the fea coaft 
from the Chilka lake on the confines of Cattack, to the northern 
bank of the Kiftna river ; forming, comparatively, a Jong, narrow 
flip of country, 350 miles long, and from 30 to 7a wide. The 
nature of the country is fach as to be eafily defenfible againft-an 
Indian enemy, it having a barrier of mountains and extenfive forefts 
on one fide, and the fea on the other, the extremities only being 
open, Its greate(t defect is in point of relative fituation to Bengal 
and Madras, it being 350 Britith miles from the firft, and 250 
from the latter; fo that the troops deftined to protect it, cannot 
be reckoned on, for any preffing fervice that may arife at either 
prefidency. The circars, in point of ftrictnefs, appertain partly to 
Golconda (or the Deccan) and partly to Oriffa; and are held of 
the Nizam on condition of paying him a regular tribute. 


* Thofe of the Nabob of Oude, + Condepilly circaris-eritten im the revenue books, 
Muttapha-Nuggur; and Guntoor Mortizenagur, 
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+ The poffeffions of the Nizam, or foubah of the Deccan (the 
defcendant of the famous Nizam al Muluck) comprize the province 
of Golconda, and the eaftern part of Dowlatabad; that is, the an- 
cient province of Tellingana, or Tilling, fituated between the 
lower parts of the courfes of the Kiftna and Godavery rivers. 
The Nizam has the Paithwah, or the Poonah Makhratta on the 
weft ; the Berar Mahratta on the north; the northern circars on 
the eaft; and the Carnatic, Bazalet Jung, and Hyder Ally on the 
fouth, Iam not perfeétly clear in my idea of his weftern boundary, 
which, during his wars with the Mahrattas, was fubje@ to conti- 
nual fluétuation: but Iunderitand generally that the river Beemah 
and the Vifiapour mountains form his prefent boundary, from the 
Kiftna, weftwards to within 130 miles of Poonah; from which 
point it falls back to the banks of the Godavery river, below Au- 
rungabad: and that the Godavery itfelf forms nearly his northern 
boundary. His capital is Hyderabad, or Bagnagur, fituated on the 
Mouffi river, near the famous fortrefs of Golconda. 

The diftri@s of Adoni and Rachore are in the hands of Bazalet 
Jung (brother to the Nizam) but are held of the Nizam. The 
Sourapour, or Sollapour Rajah, on the weft of the Beemah river, 
together with fome other Rajahs, are his tributaries. 

Probably the Nizam’s own proper domains, exclufive of his tri- 
butaries and feudatories, are not in extent more than 280 miles in 
length, by 160 wide. Till he took poffeffion of the Guntoor cir- 
car in 1780, his dominions no where touched on the fea coatt. 

The Guntoor * circar occupies the fpace between Condapilly, 
the fouthmoft of our four circars, and the northern part of the 
Carnatic; extending along the fea coaft of the bay of Bengal 
near fifty miles. The poffeffion of this diftri&t to the Englith, 
would have been extremely eligible, as well for the purpofe of 
fhutting out the French nation from the Deccan, as to keep open

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a communication with the northern ciccars, and to preferve the 
continuity of our poffeflions, and thofe of our allies. 

The dominions of the Nabob of Arcot, or the Carnatic, com- 
mence on the fouth of the Guntoor circar, and extend along the 
whole coaft of Coromandel to Cape Comorin. It muft be under- 
ftood that I mean here to include Tanjore, Marrawar, Tritchino- 
poly, Madura, and Tinevelly; all being appendages of the Carna~ 
tic. Under this defcription, the Carnatic is not lefs than 570 
Britith miles in Jength from north to fouth, but no where more 
than rro wide, and commonly no more than 80. Such a long 
narrow tract of country, bordered by an ative and powetful ene- 
my, muft always be fubject either to have its diftant provinces cut 
off from its affiftance, or, by dividing its force for their feparate 
defence, endanger the fafety of the whole. 

The Britith poffeffions in the Carnatic are confined to the tract 
called the Jaghire, which does not extend much more than forty 
miles round Madras, 

The HE of Hyder Ally, who formerly fhared the Car- 
natic with “the Nabob of Arcot, and now contefts the remainder, 
begin on the weft of the ridge of mountains beyond Dalmacherry, 
Sautgud, and Attore; and extend fouthward to Travancore and 
Madura; northward to Soonda and ViGapour, (inveloping Adonis 
the tertitory of Bazalet Jung) northeaftward to Guntoor and On- 
goles and weftward to the fea, They comprehend, generally, the 
provinces of Myfore, Bednore, Coimbetiore, Canaree, and Dindi~ 
gul; befides his late conqueits to the northward, which are Chit. 
teldroog, Harponelly, Sanore-~Pancapour, Royerong Gatti, Con- 
danore, Canoul, and Cuddapah, 

Hyder’s prefent territory, exceeds very confiderably, both in ex 
tent and revenue, that of his rival the Nabob of Arcot; but pro- 
bably it will, fora long time, require a Prince of Hyder’s talents, 
to prevent a ftate, compoted of fuch difcordant parts, from falling 
to pieces. It appears not improbable, that, on Hydet's death, the 

t divifion 
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divifion of the peninfula will undergo a confiderable change; in 
which cafe, the Mahrattas may become nearer neighbours to us, than 
they are at prefent, 

The dimenfions of Hyder’s territories are at leaft 400 Britith 
iniles in length from north to fouth, and in breadth from 2go to 
1305 he having by much the largeft thare of the peninfula. 

If an Englifhman cafts his eye over the map, and compares the 
extent of the dominions of the Mahrattas and of Hyder Ally 
collectively, with thofe of Great Britain and her allies, his pride 
will hardly fuffer, on the refalt of the comparifon, Without en- 
tering into the abftraét queftion concerning the propriety or ne~ 
ceflity of the war, or the probable confequences of it, we mutt 
at leaft allow, that the exertions, which have been made towards 
the fupport of it, have been aftonifhing. One army fent from the 
banks of the Ganges acrofs the continent, to counteract the defigns 
of the French in the Deccan, and another to reftore our drooping 
affairs in the Carnatic, are wonderful efforts; and will live in hif- 
tory, when the effects of them may ceafe to be felt. %

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Memorr of a Map of Hinpoostan, &c, 


O great an extent of country is contained in this map, and the 

quality of the materials is fo various in different parts, that it 
became neceffary, in order to prevent confufion, to divide the ac 
count of its conftruétion into feparate {eftions, agreeable to the na~ 
tural divifion of the country; and, in fome meafure, to the nature 
of the materials. It is accordingly divided into fix fections = 

The firft contains the fea coafts and iflands. 

The fecond, the furveyed traét on the fide of Bengal; or that 
occupied by the Ganges and its principal branches, as far weft as 
the city of Agra. 

The third, the tract occupied by the Indus and its branches. 

The fourth contains the tract between the Kiftna river and the 
countries traverfed by the Ganges and Indus; that is to fay, the 
middle parts of India, 

‘The fifth contains the peninfula fouth of the Kiftna: and 

The fixth, the countries fituated between Hindooftan and 
China; namely, Thibet, Bootan, Aflam, Pegu, Aracan, Ava, and 
part of Siam. 

But, before I proceed to the particulars of the conftruétion of the 
map, it will be neceffary’ to explain the itinerary meafure adopted 
in places where no furveyshave been taken. ‘The ufual meafure of 
this kind in Hindooftan is the of, or crores, commonly eftimated 
at two Britith ftatute miles. Ihave not been able to get the true 
length of the cols, as fixed by Acbar and other Emperors; and, even 
if Thad, it would be of no ufe in the prefent enquiry, as all my

Taking the medium of the whole, a cofs in horizontal diftance 
will be nearly a Geographical mile and a half. But if we reject 
the diftance between Burhampour, Sirong, and Agra, which 
feems to be out of the ordinary rule (as Tavernier himfelf remarks 
that the cofles there, are much longer than any where elfe) the me- 
dium will be 1,43, or juft 42 coffes to a degree of a great circle. 
This is the refult of the comparifon of the eftimated cofs with 
menfuration : but it muft be obferved that moft of the examples 
quoted here, are from the northern parts of the empire ; and that it 
appeared on the conftruétion of the Deccan, that no more than 1.4 

could 
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could be allowed to the cofs in that part; that is, 43 to a degree, 
But, as we have few meafured lines in the Deccan, I have adhered 
tothe above proportion of 42 coffes to a degree, and have conftruéted 
the feale in the map accordingly. And this horizontal cofs, with 
the allowance of one in feven for the windings of the road, brings 
the cofs on ordinary roads to one ftatute mile and nine tenths, or 
190 miles to 100 coffe, 

M, D’Anville concludes his enquiry * into the length of the cols, 
by determining the number in a degree, on a medium, tobe 37; but 
it muft be obferved, that he had no meafured lines with which he 
could compare his eftimated diftances. On the other hand, in the 
refpective diftances of Candahar, Cabul, and Attock, as deferibed 
by him, each degree contains 47 of Tavernier’s coffts.

SECTION I. 


The Sua Coasts and Isuanps. 


Accurra isthe point I fhall fet out from, as well from its 
being determined by feveral obférvations of longitude and Ia- 
titude, as from its haying a meafured line of confiderable extent 
firetching from it both to the eaft and weft. I fhall firft purfue the 
route weflward to the mouth of the Indus, and then return to 
Balafore, and go eaftward to the entrance of the ftrait of Malacca. 
Calcutta, the capital of the Britifh poffeffions in India, as being 
the refidence of the General Council, has its citadel placed in lati- 
tude 22° 33° north; and in longitude, by a medium of the obferva- 
tions of four different gentlemen, 88° 28’ eaft from Greenwich *. 
Balafore, fituated about 101 Geographical miles -+ S. W. from 
Calcutta, is the moft weftern point determined by the land furvey ; 
but, Capt. Ritchie’s marine furvey having been extended to Point 
Palmiras, and as I confider it as being little inferior, in point of 
exadtnefs, to the land one, I fhall take Point Palmiras, as if deter- 
mined by menfuration, from the neareft place of obfervation, 
Calcutta. Tts latitude is 20° 44’, and longitude 84° 2’. In the 
fpace between Point Palmiras and Madras, which contains 
6 degrees 33 minutes of longitude f, no obfervation has

been taken by which the intermediate longitudes may be corrected. 
However, the direétion of the coafts are generally favorable for 
afcertaining the ‘principal points to fome degree of exadinels, by 
means of the bearing ofthe compafs and difference of latitude. 
Accordingly, Capt, Ritchie, in 1770 and 1771, by direétion of the 
Bengal Government, took a feries of bearings and diftances, whith he 
corrected by the latitudes, along the whole coaft between Point 
Palmiras and Madras ;~an interval of near 600 G. miles, ‘The re- 
fult gaye 6° 34’ difference of longitude; that is, within 1 minute 
of the obfervations; and we may therefore infer that the fituations 
of Mafulipatam, Vifagapatam, Ganjam, and, in general, all the 
places along the coaft, differ but little from the truth. 

But, as accounts of actual menfuration of fome particular parts 
of this coaft have fince come to hand, I {hall ftate them in detail, 
as well for the ufe of future Geographers, as to compare, and, in, 
fome cafes, to corroborate the whole feries. 

Aline from Mafulipatam to Coringo was meafured by Major 
Stevens, and the difference of longitude in confequence found to

Mr. Ritchie’s account made it - - 1.9 
Here it muft be noted, that in this particular place the“coaft runs 
in a direétion of 6 points from the meridian; and, confequently, 
the diftance could not be correéted by the obfervations of latitude. 
Between Vilagapatam and Jagarnaut Pagoda, an interval of about 
180 G. miles, the bearings by compafs, and diftance by a Peram- 
bulator, were taken by Major Polier in 1759 #, and the refult gave 
the difference of longitude - - = - - 2° 16' 30"

Not that Major Polier’s bearings and diftances agree entirely with 
particular furveys made by others, in places: which he pafled

However, it is very certain that Major Polier’s meafured line 
by land, and Capt. Ritchie's bearings and diftances by fea, dif- 
fered on the whole only a mile and half in longitude, and half 
a degree in the angle of bearing. No doubt, if an aétual furvey 
was taken, we fhould find fome of the intermediate diftances too 
long, and others too fhort, both in Polier’s and Ritchie’s; but, one 
error balancing the other, they both come out nearly alike upon 
the whole. 

As the detail of the coaft between Jagarnaut and Vifagapatam 
is taken from the plans of different perfons, I here fubjoin an ac 
count of it: 

From Jagarnaut to Ganjam, is from Captain William Campbell : 
and from Ganjam to Poondy, from Mr, Cotsford. 

From Poondy there is a break in the materials for the coaft, till 
we come to Nowparah; which is fupplied by Major Polier's route 
from that place to Parfumbah, in Mr. Cotsford’s. 

From Nowparah to Cicacole, is from Lieut, Cridland; and the 
remainder to Vifagapatam from Capt. Ritchie. 

From Vifagapatam to Yanam, the figure of the coaft is alfo 
from Capt, Ritchie : from thence to Mafulipatam chiefly from Major 
Stevens: and from thence to Madras, Capt. Ritchie’s entirely. 

Tt 
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It is proper to remark, that the whole difference of longitude 
between Calcutta and Madras, in M. D’Anville’s and D’Aptes’ 
maps, comes within a few miles of the truth, as they were in pof- 
feflion of the obfervations taken at Ghyretty and Pondicherry: but 
their maps are exceeding faulty in the detail. 

The longitude of Madras, or Fort St. George, was afcertained, 
by the Hon, Mr. Howe’s obfervation in 1755, to be 80° 29’, and 
its latitude taken on (hore is 13° 5’. Pondicherry, by the Connoi/- 
fance de Temps is placed in 79° 57'*; and the difference of longi- 
tude between them, according to the charts, being 33 minutes, 
brings the obfervations to agree within a minute of a degree. 
From Pondicherry to Devicotta, the difference of longitude by the 
charts, is 6 minutes weft; and, as the whole diftance is only about 
44 G. miles, and the bearing nearly meridional, no great error 
can be fuppofed. This brings the longitude of Devicotta to 
79° 5% 

From Devicotta to Tritchinopoly, a meafured line was drawn 
by way of Tanjore by Mr. John Barker, and the difference of lon- 
gitude found, being 1° 4’ welt, places Tritchinopoly in 78° 47’ lon- 
gitude, Its latitude is 10° 49’, From thence to Madura was 
meafured by Montrefor, and the difference of longitude given was 
20°30”; by which Madura muft be in lon, 78° 26/30”, Laitly, 
by the furveys taken in the countries of Madura and Tinevelly by 
order of Col. Call, the difference of longitude between Madura 
and Cape Comorin is 36’ 30", which brings the cape in 77° 50’. 
Now, as there is nearly a degree of wefterly variation of the needle 
between Madras and Cape Comorin, it will have the effeét of lef- 
fening the difference of longitude between them, by at leaft 3 mi- 
nutes of a degree; and by that means make the longitude of the 
cape 77° 53. And this I take to be the true longitude of it. Its . 
latitude is about 7° 57’.

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Until Mr. Dalrymple furnifhed me with materials for fixing the 
Jongitude of Cape Comorin, by means of the meafured lines above- 
mentioned between Devicotta and Madura, the difference of longi- 
tude between Madras and the Cape, was varioufly, and in all cafes, 
erroneoufly defcribed, For inftance,

fo that the nearcit of the aboye calculations, is 27’ from the 
truth, 

"The particulars of the coaft between Madras and Cape Comorin 
are from various hands. The furvey of the Company’s lands (or 
Jaghire) extends beyond Sadras, From thence to Point Calymere 
is from M. D’Apres and from thence to Tondi, chiefly from my 
‘own obfervations in 1763 and 1764. Tondiitielf is laid down by 
a farvey from Tritchinopoly and Madura, From Tondi to Good- 
water ifland is from aétual furveys of Major Stevens's: thence to 

 ‘Tutacorin from Mr. Delafield’s curfory furvey: and the remainder 
to Cape Comorin, is from Col, Call's map of Tinevelly, inferted in 
Mr. Orme’s Hiftory. 

Between Cape Comorin and Cochin, in lat. 9° 58’, M. D’Anville’s, 
and other maps, allow 1°25’ difference of longitude, weft ; which, 
taken from 77° 53', leaves 76° 28° for the longitude of Cochin. 
The Rev. Mr, Smith’s obfervation in 1776, places Cochin in 76° 26 
40%, which is only 1’ 30” more wefterly than what is given by the 
bearing. 

After the coincidence of thefe fads, it can hardly Se doubted 
that the longitude of Cape Comorin, taken at 77° 53’, is right; for 
whether we take it by the interfetion of the two bearing lines, 
drawn from the places of obfervation, Pondicherry and Cochin; or 
fimply by either of the bearing lines, corrected by the latitude s 

the 
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the refult will be the fame to two minutes of a degree, or lef ; 
an approximation feldom to be attained, in cafes of this kind. 

In the map, Cochin (or at leaft the ftrand of it) is placed in 76° 
27’. Between it and Bombay, an extent of near 600 G. miles, 
we have neither furveys, nor obfervations of longitude to correct 
any of the intermediate points: for the obfervation at Goa can, 
hardly be deemed an exception, when it is known to differ 32‘ 
from the longitude deduced from the obfervations at Bombay: and 
this deduétion is founded on the bearings of a coaft of about 120 
G, miles in extent, nearly ftraight, and in a dircdtion only 23 de- 
grees from the meridian. Moreover, the bearing is corroborated 
by many authorities, amongft which are thofe of Mefits, D’Anville 
and D’Apres. ~ 

Taking Cochin at 76° 27’, and Bombay at 72° 40’ *, the differ- 
ence of longitude by obfervation will be 3° 47’ weft. Now, M. 
D'Anville, without any attempt towards correcting the longitude 
(as he was not furnifhed with any obfervation‘on that fide of India, 
fave the one at Goa) makes it 3° 50’ 30”, or only 3’ 30” different 
from the obfervation, M, D’Apres’ makes it 4° 12’, or 25’ greater 
than by the obfervations. It muft be obferved that there is nearly 
a degree and a half of wefterly variation ++ on this coat; which, if 
allowed, brings M. D’Apres’ difference of longitude to the fame as 
that by obfervation. Whether or not, he allowed it, I cannot de- 
termine,

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M. D’Anville comes nearer than could be expedted in fo great an 
extent of fpace: and I think, upon the whole, we may conclude 
that there is very little difeordance between the obfervations, farveys, 
and charts of the coafts, between Madras and Bombay. 

The obfervation of longitude at Goa, recorded in the connoifance 
de Temps, (73° 45.) has been made ufe of by all the late Geogra- 
phers, in fixing the longitudes on the welt of India; it being the 
only one that had been made on the weft of Pondicherry, till the 
yeat 1762, By whom it was teken, or in what manner, I am to~ 
tally ignorant. And to allow it any degree of credit, we mutt re- 
ject, not only the obfervations at Bombay and Cochin ; but alfo the 
meafured lines between Divicottah and Cape Comorin. 

J have followed M. D’Apres’ general outline of the coaft of Ma- 
labar; but have correéted it in many particulars by the aid of MSS. 
furnished by my friend Mr. Dalrymple, and others. 

It is very much to be lamented that there are no obfervations of 
longitude, to correét the bearing of a coaft of fo large an extent as 
that between Cochin and Bombay ; or that a meafured Jine was not 
drawn acrofs fome part of the peninfula; as for inftance, between 
Madras and Mangalore. I underftand, the diftance between Ma- 
dras and Oofcotta, which is more than half way over, is already 
meafured : fo that there remains only about 150 G. miles between 
Ootestta and Mangalore, This, however, can hardly be expec~ 
ted, whilft Hyder Ally continues mafter of Myfore and its depen- 
dencics. But the longitude on the Malabar coaft, it is hoped, will 
foon be afcertained by means of the time keepers on board the Eaft 
India Company's thips, as they are now coming much into ules 
and as the nature of the navigation on that coaft, affords frequent 
opportunities of taking regular feries of obferyations. 

Fos my own part, I haye little doubt of the truth of the intermediate 
fituations between Cochin and Bombay, yet politive proofs are always 
to be defired, and fought after, although we may be in poffeffion 
of the fleongeft prefumptive ones, or the beft grounded deductions.

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By the obfervations of longitude at Madras, Pondicherry, Co- 
chin, and Bombay, it appears that the peninfula has hitherto been 
reprefented about 46 miles of longitude wider than it really is *, 
and of this excefs 39’ are already accounted for between Madras 
and Cape Comorin ; M. D’Anville’s chart making 3° 15’, and mine 
only 2° 36’ difference of longitude. See page 24. 7 

Bombay is the weftermoft point in the map, that is fixed by an 
obfervation of longitude. A furvey of the Gulf of Cambay, and 
coaft of Guzerat, from St. John’s Point to Diu Point, has been taken 
by Lieut, Skynner, by order of the Prefidency of Bombay; and the 
fame has been done of Salfette Ifland, including Baffeen; but un- 
fortunately the interval between Baffeen and St. John’s Point (about 
42 G, miles) has been omitted. I have therefore been under the 
neceffity of taking the bearing from M. D’Apres, who makes it 
about N, by W. The difference of latitude is known to be about 38 
minutes ; and the bearing being fo nearly meridional, there cannot 
be much error, if any, in the difference of longitude. The lon- 
gitude of ‘this Point, thus deduced from Bombay, is 72° 23’: and 
that-of Surat, by the furvey from the Point; 72° 45’, 

Diu Point is placed according to the longitude given by Lieut. 
Skynnet's Survey from St, Joho’s Point, which places itin 69° 47’ 

From Diu Point to Cape-Mons, beyond the mouth of the Sinde, 
the bearing is taken from the medium of three charts, furnifhed 
by Mr. Dalrymple; and appears to be N°. 41°20’ W +; and the 
«diftance, correéted by the latitudes of Diu Point and Cape Mons, 
the'former of which is‘20° 44’, and'the latter { 25° 7' 30", gives

Mons 65° 49’, M, D'Aaville places this Cape 1°1/ more ealtwardly, 
or in 66° so’, and Bombay in 71° 47’; making the difference of 
longitude between them 4° 57', inflead of 6° 51’, as given in my 
map: and this difference of near two degrees in feven, makes a 
great alteration in the figure of the coaft between Surat and the 
mouth of the Sinde, or Indus: the peninfula of Guzerat being 
much larger than was formerly fuppofed, the gulph of Sinde (or 
Cutch) much fmaller; and the Delta of the Indus proje@ing inta 
the fea, inftead of receding from it. 

All the particulars of the weftern coaft of Guzerat, and the 
mouth of the Sinde, ate copied from the abovementioned MS. 
charts of Mr. Dalrymple’s; and confequently the whole coaft from 
St. John’s Point to Cape Mons, is deferibed from new materials. 

I now return to Balafore. 

From Balafore, eaftward to Chittigong, the diftance has been 
determined by the inland furvey ; and the figure of the coafts and 
inlets by Captain Ritchie's Sea Survey. ‘The difference of longi- 
tude between the towns of Balafore and Chittigong (or Iflamabad) 
is 4° 53/ catts and, it is worthy of remark, that the diftance by 
Capt. Ritchie’s marine furyey, agreed with the meafurement on 
fhore, to within two miles and a half. 

The charts as late as the year 1752, reprefented the difference 
of longitude between thefe two places, to be only 3° 48’; that is» 
1° 5 lefs than the truth. And this diminution of the longitude, 
whilft the difference of latitude continued right, gave the fea coaft 
between the mouths of the Ganges, a direction of two points, or 
221 degrees more northwardly than the truth; which doubtlefs oc- 
eafioned the lofs of many fthips, who trufted to the informa- 
tion. 

From Iflamabad, in longitude 91° 55’ latitude 22° 207, the coafts 
of Aracan and Pegu take a $,'S. E. courfe to Cape Negrais, the 
extreme point of Pegu to the fouth weft; the latitude of which is 

under 
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under 16 degrees, and diftance from Iflamabad about 420 G. miles, 
The outline of this whole coaft has beon traced by Captain Ritchie, 
under the fame direction, and in the fame manner, as the coafts on 
the weft fide of the Bay. He made the difference of longitude 
2° 32' cat from Ilimabad; placing Cape Negrais in 94° 27 *- 
Mr. Dalrymple, who has taken uncommon pains to afcertain the 
bearing of this coaft, from journals, and a variety of fketches and 
remarks, makes the difference of longitude 2° 34', or only 2’ dif- 
ferent from Mr. Ritchie. The refult of this laborious enquiry, 
corrected by a nicely difcriminating judgment, corroborates, in the 
frongeft manner, Capt. Ritchie’s calculation ; and affords a degree 
of fatisfaGtion next to that of an actual obfervation, 

I mean to have it underftood that Capt, Ritchie’s chart of this 
coat, is to be taken only as a general outline, being imperfect as a 
coafting chart. "The river of Aracan is taken from Mr, Dalrymple’s 
printed collection : as are fome of the particular bendings of the 
coaft, and the north fide of Cheduba, from his MSS. 

Capt, Ritchie's latitude of Cape Negrais, is more fouthwardly 
than it is commonly taken at, by 10 minutes; which I cannot 
account for, as his obfervations of latitude are generally exact. 

Atthis point, my materials for afcertaining the intermediate longi- 
tudes of places on the eaftern fide of the Bay, fail me: and Ihave 
been under the neceffity, in a great meafure, of fubftituting judg- 
ment for faét, between Cape Negrais and the next place of obfer- 
vation, Mergui: which place, as it is given by M, D’Apres in his 
new Neptune Oriental, is in 8° 20' eaft longitude, or 3° 53/ caft 
from Cape Negrais. M. D’Anville allows 4 degrees ; which comes 
within 7 minutes of mines but although we agree nearly in the 
aggregate, we differ widely in point of particulars,

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The MS. charts that I have confulted, make the difference of 
Jongitade in queftion, 4° 30'on a medium; which is 39’ more 
than I make it. And M, D’Apres makes it 4° 19’. 

‘The difagreement in particulars between M. D'Anville’s account 
and mine, arifes in the part between Cape Negrais, and the coaft 
of Martaban. It happens that this coaft lies in a direétion fo far 
from meridional, and at the fame time the tides and currents of 
the feveral mouths of the Ava river, do fo diflurb and falfify the 
fhip’s reckonings, that the true diftance can never be afcertained 
that way, in the ordinary courfe of navigation. Plans of the 
Perfaim and Syrian Rivers, as high up as the cities of thofe names 
refpectively, have been already publifhed in Mz. Dalrymple’s col- 
lection: and, fortunately, I have been able to obtain tracings 
of the continuations of thofe rivers (which are the two ex- 
treme branches of the Ava tiver) to the place where they feparate 
from the main river, at about 150 G. miles from the fen: The 
bearings of the two branches interfe€ each other at an angle of 
about 60 degrees; and therefore, by the help of the latitude, may 
‘Be uled, in correcting the length of the coaft between Negrais and 
Syrian. The Perlaim, or Negrais branch, was traced by that ac 
curate oberver, Capt. George Baker, in bis way to Ava in 1755. 
Thaye not been able tolearn by whom the Syrian branch was tras 
ced; but by the orthography of the words in the map, the author 
appears to have been a Dutchman, 

The refult of thefe bearings, correéted by the latitude, as fet 
“forth in the Syrian map, gives difference of longitude from Negrais 
Point, to the mouth of the Syrian river, 2° 18’ eaft; which is about 
13 lefs than M, D’Apres makes it, and 24’ le(s than M. D’Anville. 
Some of the MS, charts make the'difference fill more, 

The mouths of the Ava river, which form an affemblage of low 
iflands, like thofe of the Ganges, are déferibed from feveral MS. 
charts of Mr, Dalrymple’s, collated with M. D’Apres" new chart, 


From 
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From the mouth of the Syrian river to the coaft of Martaban, in 
latitude 15° I have copied from the new chart of M.D’Apres, pub- 
lithed a very thort time before his death. The figure of the coat 
is quite new, 

Between the aforefaid latitude and Tavai Point, our charts are 
very imperfect; but generally agree in giving the coaft a direction 
of fouth, a very little eaitwardly. 

From Tavai Point to Mergui, the coaft is taken from a MS, 
chart compiled by the Jate Mr. Howe. 

Mergui is placed, as I have faid before, according to M. D'Apres’ 
obfervation : that is, in longitude 98° 20°; latitude 12° 9’. 

Allthe remainder of the coaft, to Junkfeilon; and the whole 
Mergui Archipelago, is from M, D’Apres.

1 NEXT proceed to the chain of iflands that extend from Cape 
Negrais to Sumatra; and are known by the names of the Preparis, 
Cocos, Andaman, and Nicobar iflands, 


Capt. Ritchie, after leaving Negrais, proceeded agreeably to his 
inftru@tions, to deferibe the fituation and extent of the iflands that 
compofe this chain. 

None of them are more than 84 G. miles diftant from each 
other; fo that he needed never to be more than 41 miles from 
land: nor, in all probability, as he failed with a fair wind, more 
than 8 hours out of fight of it; and that but once during the voyage; 
that is to fay, between the little Andaman and the Nicobar iflands. 
In other places, the diftence between the lands is commonly much 
fefs; fo that the meridional direction of the courfe, and other cir- 
cumftances, render this line of much ufe in correcting the longi- 


tudes, not only of the iflands themfelves, but of Sumatra alfo; 
and,

and, had it been continued as was intended, to Acheen, would 
have anfwered the purpofe completely, 

Paffing the Prepatis and Cocos iflands, Capt, Ritchie proceeded 
to Narcondam, to fix its pofition: then back again to Cocos ; down 
the eaft fide of the great Andaman, (which he found to be almoft 
a degree of latitude longer than was before fuppofed) then up the 
weit fide of it, almoft to the latitude of 12°: when finding the at- 
tempt to circumnavigate the ifland, might prove fatal to the re~ 
mainder of his work, he proceeded fouthward ; deferibing the ex- 
tent, figure and pofitions of the little Andaman and the Nicobars, 
till he came to the fouth point of the great (or fouthmoft) Nico- 
bar. Here the wind faddenly changed to the fouth, and prevented 
him from determining the refpeétive politions of the fouthern Ni- 
cobar and Acheen: which is the more mortifying, as one day’s fair 
wind would have enabled him to accomplith it, 

The refult of this line of bearing is, that the fouth end of the 
Great Nicobar, isin longitude 94° 21’; thatis, only 6 minutes eaft 
from Cape Negrais. 

The pofition of Acheen Head, or King’s Point (the N. W. point 
of Sumatra) has hitherto been deduced from its bearing and diftance 
from Malacca, the neareft place of obfervation; and its longitude 
according to this deduction, is 95° 3o' according to M, D’Apres. 
Now the bearing of Acheen from Malacca, being in a direction 
of more than 60 degrees from the meridian, and the diftance 450 
G. miles; little reliance could be placed on the refult of it, if it 
did not happen that the refpeétive pofitions of the fouthern Ni- 
cobar, and of Pouloo Ronde (an ifland near Acheen) the one de~ 
duced from Negrais Point, and the other from Malacca, agreed 
nearly with their reputed bearing and diftance from each other, 
For, of two MS. charts which I have examined, the one makes 
1’, the other 1° 2’ difference of longitude between them; and 
thefe being laid down apparently without any attempt to fupport 

a fyftem, 
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afyftem, may be fuppofed to be agreeable to experiment. The 
bearings and diftances in thefe MS, charts are 
In one S, 56° E. — 72 G, miles 
And inthe other S. 56. E. — 75 

And according to the deduced longitudes abovementioned, the 
‘bearing and diftance is S. 58. E. — 79 
making the difference of longitude 1° 5’, or only 3 minutes different 
from the MS. charts. So that there cannot be any great error in 
the longitude of Acheen, as laid down in M. D’Apres’, and in my 
map: a differenceof a few miles, in the diftance of 8 degrees, being 
much lef than could be expe@ted in fuch a feries of deductions. 
M. D’Apres makes the bearing and diftance between the fouth Ni- 
eobar and Pouloo Ronde S 57° 30’ E. 97 G. miles; or difference 
of longitude 1° 22', that is, 22° more than the MS. charts. It 
mutt be obferved, that he reckons the fouth end of the Nicobar 
9 miles farther to the north than the truth; occafioned by his mak- 
ing the ifland fo much too little in extent: for the north ‘end is in 
its true latitude. Had the fouth point of the ifland been in its true 
latitude, the bearing of Pouloo Ronde would have been more eaft~ 
wardly, and the diftance only 93, inftead of 97: and if, on the 
contrary, he has enlarged his diftance on the original bearing, to 
make it anfwer to the Istitude, the original diftance could have been 
only 85 miles. 

T have faid before that Capt, Ritchie went no higher up the weft 
fide of the great Andaman, than about the latitude of 12’, The 
remainder of that coaft, as well as the paflage through the iflands 
at the north end of it, is from a MS, chart lent me by Mr. Dal- 
symple; and which carries with it the greateft appearance of truth, 
ona comparifon of the fouth and fouth weft parts of the Great 
Andaman in this chart, with the fame parts in the chart of Capt. 
Ritchie.

IT happens that the ordinary tracks of Britith thips, to and 
from Ceylon, and the coaft of Coromandel, are not calculated for 
determining the relative pofitions of Point Pedro and Point Calymere, 
the approximating points of Ceylon and the continent of India, 
Hence it is, that we are fo ill informed, not only of their true fitu- 
ations with refpeét to each other, but alfo with re(pect to the pa- 
tallel of latitude under which they are fituated. 

By my obfervations, Point Calymere (the fouthern extreme of 
Coromandel) lies in 10° 20! latitude, M, D’Apres places it 6 
minutes more northwardly; and D’Anville 7 farther fouth, ‘The 
latitude of Point Pedro, is alfo varioufly reprefented by the above 
Geographers: T have taken it at 0° #4’. 

In M. D’Apres I find the bearing and diftance from Point Caly= 
mere to Point Pedro, to be. = S. 37° E. 41 G. miles

Thad an opportunity in 1764, of determining the pofition off 
Cow Ifland from Tondi, very nearly. This I have placed in the 
map; and then I have traced off from M. D’Apres’ chart, the 
coaft between Cow Ifland and Point Pedros; by which means the 
latter bears from Point Calymere $ 441 E. diftance 39 G. miles. 
I think there can be no great objedlion to this mode. of fixing it. 
‘The means for determining the figure of Ceylon, may not, pof- 
Gbly, Be deemed quite fo fatisfadtory.. 

Point: 
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Point de Galle was found by Mr. Dalrymple’s Time-Keeper *, to 
be about 2° 37’ of longitude to the eaftward of Cape Comorin ; 
and M, D’Apres reckons it 2" 41’, Ihave adopted Mr, Dalrymple’s 
account, and placed Point de Galle in 80° 30°, Now the placing 
the two almoft extreme points of the Ifland (Point de Galle and 
Point Pedro) according to their refpettive differences of longitude 
from the parts of the continent neareft to each, and thofe longitudes 
differing confiderably from former chaits, makes a difference of 
18 minutes of longitude between the relative pofitions of Point de 
Galle and Point Pedro, in M. D’Apres’ chart, and in mine. That is 
to fay, Point de Galle is 8 minutes to the eaft of Point Pedro by 
my account; and ten to the weft of it by M. D'Apres’. M, D’- 
Anville places them nearly under the fame meridian. 

The pofitions of Ramiferam and Mantole Points, in refpect to 
each other, differ widely in Major Stevens's chart, from former ac~ 
counts: for by lengthening Adam’s bridge, Mantole point is thrown 
amuch farther eaftward than ufual. 

All thefe circumflances taken together, occafion a difference in 
the form of the ifland of Ceylon, from what it appears in the late 
maps: the longeft diameter of it in my map, being more inclined 
to the weftward of the meridian, and the northern part much nar- 
rower; occafioned by my having followed Major Stevens’s chart of 
Adam’s bridge. At the wideft part, the ifland, in my map, is 4 miles 
wider than in D’Anville’s; and g narrower than in D’Apres’. 

For the particulars of the coaft, that part excepted which lies 
between Mantole and Jaffnapatam, I have copied M. D’Apres; and 
for the inland part, M. D’Anville. 

The Maldive and Laccadiye illands are copied from M. D'Apres,

HIS extenfive tract, which comprizes the foubahs of Bengal, 

Bahar, Allahabad, and Oude; a large portion of Agra and 
Delhi, and a fmall part of Oriffa, is bounded on the eaft by Aflam, 
and the dominions of Ava; on the fouth eaft, by the gulph, or 
bay of Bengal; on the fouth weft by an imaginary line drawn 
from the port of Balafore in Oriffa, to the city of Narwahs and 
on the weft by another fuch line drawn from Narwah, through the 
city of Agra to Hurdwar, the place where the Ganges firft enters 
the plains of Hindooftan. It is in length from the city of Agra, 
to the eaftern confines of Bengal, upwards of goo Britith miles; 
and in breadth from 360 to 240. 

With refpe@ to the particulars of this furvey; it is unneceffary to 
fay more than that the diftances were meafured, and that they ac 
corded with the obleryations of latitude and longitudes with the 
former minutely, and with the latter fo nearly, that it was unne- 
eeffary to make any correction, ¥

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Agra, then, appears to be the moft weftern point determined by 
the furvey; and ferves as a common point of union between the 
furveys on the eaft, and the routes furnifhed by various MS. maps, 
and itineraries, on the north, fouth, and weft. By means of the 
furvey alfo, a number of points are afcertained, which ferve to {et 
off curfory furyeys of roads both to the weil and fouth: fuch as 
Hurdwer and Ramgaut, on the north of Agra; and Ghod, Culpy, 
Chatterpour, Rewan, Burwa, and Balafore on thefouth. 

As this tract contains the fite of the famous city of Palibothra (or 
Palimbothra) as well as thofe of Canoge*, and Gour, it may not 
be amifs to take fome notice of them: as alfo of fome of lef 
fer note, fuch as Punduah, Tanda, Satgong, (or Satagong) and 
Sonergong: all of which, (Palibothra excepted) are mentioned 
either in the Ayench Acbaree, or in Ferifhta. 

The fituation of Palibothrahas already exercifed the judgment 
of M. D’Anyille, who places it on the fite of the prefent Allaha~ 
bad, at the conflux of the Ganges and Jumna rivers. One prin 
pal circumfance on which he founds his opinion, is, that Pali- 
bothra is faid to have been fituated at the point of conflux of a 
very large river with- the Ganges; a river of the third degret of 
magnitude amongft the Indian rivers: the other is, that the Sfomanes 
river (Jumna) according to Pliny, traverfed ¢be country of Palibothra. 
M. D’Anville therefore concludes that the river which joined the 
Ganges at Palibothta, was the Jumna. 

But Pliny, in asiother place, pofitively affjgns for the fite of Pali- 
bothra, a fpot 425 Roman-miles below the conilax of the Ganges 
and Jumna: and alfo enumerates the particulars of the whole dif- 
tance between the Indus, and the mouth of the Ganges: and altho’ 
his proportions do not in all cafes correfpond with the map; yet it: 
muft be allowed that upon the whole, there isa degree of proper

Tn order to afcertain Pliny’s feale, it will be neceffary to compare 
his diftances with mine in fome known part of the above route, and 
none appears fitter for this purpofe than the {pace between that 
part of the Jumna neareft to the ordinary route into Hindooftan. 
and its conflux with the-Ganges. This diftance in Pliny is 623 
Roman miles, and on my map 354 G. miles: fo that 3 of a Geo- 
graphical mile is equal toa mile of Pliny’s, reduced to horizontal 
diftance: or about 4 by the windings of the road: agreeing nearly 
with a Roman ae, for which it was doubtlefs intended. 

Now, teking this for a feale, we fhall find that about 110 
foch miles will reach from the aforefaid part of the Jumna, to that

And again, between the Hydafpes and Hyphafis, 
Pliny reckons 390 miles; of which diftance no more than 300 can 
be made on the map, by the ordinary route towards Sirhind ; and 
350 fuppofing he went towards the lower parts of the river; 
which I think highly probable, for reafons that will be hereafter 
afligned. But asthe country between. the Hydafpes and Hyphafis, 
was the feat of war; in which Alexander was undoubtedly, 
often led out of the direc route, it cannot be expeéted that this 
part of the diftance fhould be fo well a{certained as the others. 
Between Alexander's pofition on the Hyphafis, (Setlege) and 
the Jomanes (Jumna) Pliny reckons 336 miles, which. exceeds 
the diftance between thefe rivers in the line of the great road be- 
tween Lahore and Delhi, by about 106 miles: and this diftance 
is not afcertained by the march of an army, but by order of Selewcus 
Nicator ; and is therefore as. worthy. of belief as the account of 
the diftance between the Jumna and Ganges, which was done at 
the fame time. But 336 miles is really the diftance between the 
Jumna and that part of the Hyphalis (or Setlege) below the conflex.

Plisy then proceeds to ftate that Palibothra is 425 miles below 
the conflux of the Ganges and Jumna; and the mouth of the Gan- 
ges 638 below that; or 1063 below the conflux, It is true that 
this diftance on the map is only 1000 fuch miles by the road; 
but we ought to reflect, that our own ideas of this diftance did 
not come nearer the truth, after we had had an intercourfe of near 
two centuries, with India; and indeed until the prefent time: for 
it will be found that M. D'Anville’s map of India publifhed in 
1752, reprefents the diftance in queftion as much fhort of the 
mark, a9 Pliny goes beyond it. 'Thorefore by this account Pali~ 
bothra thould be 425 parts in 1063, of the diftance between Al- 
lahabad and the mouth of the Ganges; or nearly about the town 
of Bar, 40 miles below Patna, 

“We can hardly doubt after this account of Pliny’s, but that /ime 
very large city food nearly in the pofition which he affigns to Pali- 
bothra ; but that this city was the capital of India, and the place 
vifited by the Grecian Ambaffidors, Ido by no meens {uppofe, I 
sather incline to think that the city meant by Pliny, flood on the 

lite of Patna; and.that the ‘true Palibothra was no other than Ca- 
noge, or Kinnoge, for reafons which I thall prefently thew. 

Canoge, the ruins of which are of a very great extent, was for 
a feries of ages the capital of Hindooflan; but it is now reduced 
to the fize of a middling town. It is fituated on the right bank of 
the Ganges *, near the place where the Calini river (or Collynuddy) 
joins it. It is faid to have been built more than 1000 years before 
our @ra; and is mentioned as the capital of Hindooftan under the 
predeceffor of Phoor, or Porus, who fought againft Alexander +, 
The fucceffor of Porus, Sinfarchund (the Sandrocotta of the Greeks)

paid 
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paid a tribute te Alexander's fucceffors : and Jona, the fecond in fuc- 
ceflion from Sinfarchund, reignedat Canoge*, We have no reafon to 
fappofe that the capital was removed from Canoge, in the interval 
between the time of the predeceflor of Porus, and the time of 
Jona; and therefore Canoge was without doubt the place where 
the Ambafladors of Seleucus were received, sbout 300 years be. 
fore our era: and this place the Ambafladors mention by the 
name of Palibothra, In point of extent and magnificence, Ca- 
noge anfwers perfectly to the defeription given of Palibothra, 
The Indian hiftories are full of the accounts of its grandeur, 
and populoufnefs. No longer ago than the fixth century, 
it contained 30,000 fhops, in which Jeefelnut, which the Indians, 
(almoft univerfally) chew, as the Europeans do Tobacco, was fold. 
"There were allo 60,000 bands of muficians and fingers, who paid 
a tax to government +. In A. D. 1018, it was {eized on by the 
Gaznian emperors. 

Tt has been faid that Canoge is fituated near the conflax of the 
Calini river with the Ganges, This river, though not the third in 
magnitude amongft the rivers of India, is yet no inconfiderable one; 
and as the beds of many of the leffér rivers of that country fpread 
to’a very great width, the Calini might, ina feafon when its bed was 
full, be miftaken for a much larger river than it really is. 

M, D’Anville informs us { that Eratothenus, the librarian of 
Alexandria, under Ptolemy Evergetes, wrote, that it appeared by the 
meafure of a royal route §, that the diftance from the weftern ex- 
treme of India to Palibothra, was ro,c00 ftadia, M. D’Anville fays 
in the fame place, that the fladium is the rosoth part of a degree of 
a great circle, Now, the diftance from the Indus at Attock, to Ca- 
noge, is juft 9 degrees and half, which makes 9975 fladia; or in

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round numbers, as the other account is probably taken, 10,000 
Ithink this, in fome degree, corroborates my opinion, that Canoge 
is the fame with Palibothra. 

Ptolemy * places Palibothra in latitude 27°; and between the 
towns of Mali on the weft, and Atkenagarum on the eaft, The 
latitude given for Palibothra, is within 3 miles of that of Canoge + 
and the latitudes of Maliba and Athenagarum, are nearly thofe of 
Matura, and Audiah, or Oude {: and the proportional diftances of 
the former from Palibothra, anfwer minutely to thofe of the latter 
from Canoge. To this we may’add, that Athenagarum is fituated 
on the right bank of a large river, which joins the Ganges on the 
left, a great way below Palibothra; anfwering to the Gogra, or 
Oude river. The Uxentius Mons, by which the hills of Bundel- 
cund and Bahar are evidently meant (by the circumftance of their 
lying between Panafa, or Panna, and the head of the Adamas 
river, or that of Sumbulpour and Cattack) are placed about 3 de- 
grees on the fouth of Palibothra, or in latitude 24"; and on the north 
fide of them, and within 18 miles of its true latitude § is Panaffa, 
which,.no doubt, is intended for Panna, the famous Diamond mine. 

Now, as the Bundelcund hills are only 30 miles from Allahabad, 
and near 3 degrees from Canoge, it appears improbable that Alla- 
habad fhould be the place meant for Palibothra; although it is 
highly probable that Canoge may. 

am of opinion that fome reliance may be placed on Ptolemy's 
latitude of Palibothra; for on a comparifon of the latitudes of five 
different places between the Indus and Ganges, I find the greatelt

The fame Bruéehenas computes the extent of Inia from the fource of the Indus, to its 
mouth, at 13,000 fladia which, according tothe above flaadard, males about 12 degrees and 
athird. Ag the ancients reclconed che wellorn branch of thie river, which si(es in the mountains

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difference to be only 12 minutes *, between his latitudes and mine. 
Tt muft not be forgotten, that the country between Panjab and 
Palibothra, was the part of India, of all others the beft known to 
the ancients, 

Gour, called alfo Lucknouti, the ancient capital of Bengal, and 
fuppofed to be the Gangia regia of Ptolemy, ftood on the left bank 
of the Ganges, about 25 miles below Rajemal +. It was the ca- 
pital of Bengal 730 years before Chrift { and was repaired and 
beautified by Acbar§, who gave it the name of Jennuteabad ; 
which name, apart of thecircarin which it was fituated, fill bears. 
According to Ferifhta’s account, the unwholefomenefs of its air, 
occafioned it to be deferted foon after || ; and the feat of government 
was removed to Tanda, or Tanrah, a few miles higher up the river. 

No part of the fite of ancient Gour is nearer to the prefent bank 
of the Ganges than four miles and a half; and fome parts of it, 
which were originally wafhed by that river, are now 12 miles from 
it. However, a fmall ftream that communicates with the Ganges, 
now tuns by its weft-fide, and is navigable during the rainy feafon, 
On the eaft fide, and in fome places within two miles, it has the 
Mahanada river; which is always navigable, and communicates alfo 
with the Ganges. 

Taking the extent of the ruins of Gour at, the moft reafonable 
calculation, it is not lefs than 15 miles in length (extending along 
the old bank of the Ganges) and from 2 to 3 in breadth. Several 
villages ftand on part of its fite: the remainder is either covered 
with thick forefts, the habitations of Tygers and other beafts of prey ;

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ot become arable land, whole foil is chiefly compofed of brick duft, 
The principal ruins are a mofque lined with black marble, elabo- 
satély wrought; and two gates of the citadel, which are ftrikingly 
grand-and lofty. Thefe fabricks and fome few others, appear to 
owe their duration to the nature of their materials, which are lefs 
marketable, and more difficult to feparate, than thofe of the ordi- 
nary brick buildings; which have been, and continue to be, an 
and are trenfported to Moorfhedabad, 
Manldah, and other places, for the purpofé of building. Thefe 
bricks are of the moft folid texture of any I ever faw; and have 
preferved the fharpnefs of their edges, and fmoothnefs of their 
farfaces, through a feries of ages. ‘The fituation of Gour was 
highly convenient for the capital of Bengal and Bahar, as united 
under one government: being nearly centrical with refpe@ to the 
populous parts of thofe provinces; and near the junétion of the 
principal rivers that compofe that extraordinary inland navigation, 
for which thof€ provinces are famed : and moreover, fecured by the 
Ganges and other rivers, on the only quarter from. which Bengal 
has any caufe for apprehenfion.. 

‘Tandah *, Tanrah, or Tarrah, which was for a hort time in 
the reign of Shere Shaw, in about 1540, the capital of Ben- 
gal, and became the eftablifhed capital under Acbar in about 
580, is fituated very near to the fite of Gour, on the 
road leading from it to Rajemal. ‘There is little remaining of 
this place, fave the rampart; nor do we know for certain: when it 
was deferted. In 1659, it was the capital of Bengal;, when that 
foubah was reduced under Aurungzebe: and Rajemal, Dacca, and. 


Moorfhedebad, appear to have fucceflively become the capital, after 
Tanda. 


* Called fometimes Chawafpour Tanda, feym the original name of the diftrit in which it 
was fituated, 
Pundua, 
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Pundua, or Purruah, mentioned asa royal refidence in Bengal, 
in the year 1353 *, is about 7 miles to the north of Mauldah, 
and 10 from the neareft part of Gour. Many of its ruins yet re~ 
main ; particularly the Addeenah mofque, and the pavement of a 
very long ftreet, which lies in the line of the road leading from 
Manldah to Dinagepour. 

Satgong, or Satagong, now an inconfiderable village on a finall 
creek of the Hoogly river, about 4 miles to the north weft of 
Hoogly, was, in 1566, and probably later, a large trading city, in 
which the European traders had their fatories in Bengal. Atthat 
time Satgong siver was capable of berting fmall veffels ; and, I fal- 
pett, that its then courfe, after palling Satgong, was by wey of 
Adaumpour, Omptah, and Tamlook; and that the river called 
the old Ganges, was a part of its courfe, and receiyed that name 
whilft the circumftance of the change was freth in the memory of 
the people. The appearance of the country between Satgong andi 
Tamlook, countenances fuch an opinion. 

Sonergong, or Sunnerganm, was.alarge city, and. the provincial 
capital of the eaftern divifion of Bengal, before Dacca was built; 
but it is dwindled to a village, It is fituated on one of the branches 
of the Burrampooter, about 13 miles fouth eait. from Dacca; and 
was famaus for a manufacture of fine cotton: cloths,

its principal Branches: with the adjacent Countries on 
the South and Eaft, as far as the River Puppar, and 
the City of Acra, 


HIS part comprehends in general the foubahs of Cabul, 

Lahore (or Panjab) Moultan, Sindy, Agimere, and the wel 
tern parts of Agra and Delhi: and is about 700 B. miles in length 
from north weit to fouth eaft; and from 350 to 750 in breadth. 
Tt is bounded on the eaft, by the mountains of Little Thibet, and 
Sewalick, and by an imaginary line drawn ftom Hurdwar to Agra; 
on the fouth, by the river Paddar; on the weft, by the Arabian 
fea, and Perfia; and on the north, by the mountains called Hindso~ 
Ko, which feparate Cabul from Buchatia in Tartary. 

Delhi, the capital of Hindooftan in latter ages *, is 40 computed 
coffes to the north weft of Ramgaut, a point afcertaincd by the 
Bengal furvey : and its latitude, according to Claud Boudier, is'28° 
37’. This Data places Delhi in 77° 45’ caft longitude, which is 
only 5 minutes different from Cland Boudier’s obfervation (77° 40’) 
Beyond Delhi, weftwards, we launch, as it were, into a wide ocean, 
in which we baye no points determined mathematically, by which 
we can afcertain the length and diretion of the route ; except the 
computed diftances between places, and fome latitudes and longi- 
tudes, taken with little precifion, if we may judge by a comparifon 
of fome of the obfervations from the fame catalogue, with thofe

taken 
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taken by Europeans. For inftance, the latitude of Jionpour and 
Burhanpour are from 21 to 25 miles too far north, in the Ayench 
Acbaree; Oude, 35 too far north ; and Delhi, 22 too far fouth. We 
have therefore little reafon to fixppofe that any of the others are 
much neater the truth; nor have we any rule to gue(s on which 
fide the error lics. The longitudes are fill more vague; as for 
inftance:

Here the medium of the difference is 12 minutes too little, in 
each degree.

Tn thefe places, altho’ the longitudes in the map are not deter- 
mined with precifion, we may ftill perceive that the Ayeneh Ac- 
baree is much out. The difference on a medium here is 11’ in 
each degree too much. From fuch kind of materials, nothing very 
accurate can be expected: and therefore I have never had recourfe 
to them but in a very few cafes, where every other fpecies of in~ 
formation has failed. 

The firft point beyond Delhi which I have any kind of data for 
fixing the pofition of, is Lahore, a capital city in the Panjab *, and ~ 
formerly a royal refidence. This place is faid by Tavernier to be

dated 1614) 189. “The medium, 190 coifes, taken at 42 to the 
degree, ig 271 G, miles. Its latitude in the Ayeneh 'Acbaree, is 
3i* 50, in another Indian table 31° and in a Latin MS. itinerary, 
dated 1662, 30° 30'*. The medium of thefe three accounts is a- 
bout 31° 7, but I have placed it in 1° 14', as that pofition accords 
beft with my idea of the diftance between itand Moultan ; and with 
refpect to its longitude, it is determined by the aforefaid diflance of 
271 G. miles fom Delhi, to be in 73° 33’. 

Lahore is a very important point to be fettled, as it regulates the 
pofitions of all the places between it and the Indus: and therefore 
we have reafon to regret that we have not better authority for fix- 
ing it. The Ayeneh Acbaree places it 1 degree 4 minutes to the 
weit of its affumed pofition, which could not be the cafe, even. if 
its whole diftance from Delhi was in longitude. The fituation of 
Sirhind, which is nearly midway between Delhi and Lahore, is re~ 
gulated by a MS. itinerary, It is.a very ancient city, and lies 
near the confines of Lahore. 

The country in general on the north, ‘fouth, and weft of Delhi, 
to the frontiers of Lahore, Moultan, and Agimere, is deferibed 
from various MSS. and memorandums: but it would be very te- 
dious, and of little ufe, to enpmerate every particular that has 
been taken from them, or to quote my autherity for fo doing. 

Tam not perfectly clear concerning the courfe of the Caggar river 
{called Kebger by D’Anville, and apparently the ancient Hefidrus), 
at branch of it which runs by Tanafferai, or Tannafar, is men- 
tioned by Ferifhta under the name of Surfutty. We muft be con- 
tent to remain in ignorance concerning both this, and many other 
particulars of Indian geography ; and fatisfy ourfelves with having 
the fituations of places that are the moft interefting, either from

Politics of prefent times, 

The Jidger, or river of Mewat, * and which has no exiftence 
in any map that I have feen, appears, by Ferifhta’s account, to 
rife in the weftern parts of the foubah of Delhi, and to run caft- 
ward. This is ftrongly implied in Dowe’s tranflation (Vol. 1. page 
327). He fays that «Sultan Firofe made a canal of 100 miles, 
from the Suttuluz (or Setlege) to the Jidger.” This was doubt- 
Jefe with a view to join the inland navigations of the Ganges and 
Indus; and wasa noble, as well as an ufeful, defign +. The river 
that runs by Fattipour, and falls into the Jumna below Agra, is 
named Jago in feveral maps, both printed and MS. but is defcri- 
bed as coming from Agimere. I fuppofe this to be Jidger, and 
have accordingly defcribed it as fuch. Cottilah, the capital of 
Mewat, is not far from its banks. + 

‘Tiberhind, a fortrefS and province often mentioned by Ferithta, 
is placed according to the implied fituation affigned it by that au- 
thor, The fame may be faid-of Nagore in Agimere; Hafli, Ko- 
ram, Surfutti and Cottilah, 

‘The next place, in point of confequence to the conftruction of 
this part of the map, is Attock, a city and fortrefs on the eaft 
fide of the Indus or Sinde, The fituation of this place is fixed by 
its bearings and diftances from Lahore, as given ina MS. map of 
Panjab, (of which I fhall {peak more fully hereafter) and the dif 
tance agrees alfo with Tavernier’s account, which reckons 119 cof- 
fes between them. It is remarkable that M. D’Anville’s pofition

7 By flight infpedtion of the map, it will appear that this proje€, would, $f the ground 
permitted of its being fuccefsfully put into execution, be one of the greateft undertakings of 
the kind that ever was projeéied ; that of cutting thro” the if_timus of Suez, only excepted, 
We thould then have {een two capital rivers, which traverfe 2 latge part of the continent of 
‘Afia; which enter the fea at 1500 B. miles afunder; and which fizetch ont their arms as it 
were, to meet ench other ; united by art, fo as to form an uninterrupted inland navigation 
from Cabul {to Allam! I take it for granted that this canal was never completed, otherwife 
wwe thould have heard more of it, as we have of the canals Ieading from the Jumma, 
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of this place, does not differ 10, miles from the pofition I haye ai- 
figned it; although we differ confiderably in the detail of the toute 
between it and Delhi. 

Moultan *, the capital of the foubah of the fame name, has its 
latitude given at 29° 52’ in the Ayench Acbaree, and in other 
tables ; 29° 32/, by the Latin itinerary abovementioned, and 29° 
40', according to Thevenot. I haye taken the medium, and placed 
itin 29° 41’, With refpe€t to its longitude, I have’ no tolerable 
data for it. ‘The Ayeneh Acbaree makes it-7* 3/ welt from Delhi; 
but we have already had occafion to remark, how little dependence 
is to be placed on the Indian tables of longitude. The MS. map 

"of Panjab fpecifies in a written note, that the whole diftance be~ 
tween Lahore and Moultan is 90 cofles ; but does not give the dif 
tance between the ftages, asin other parts of the map, On the 
other hand, Mr. John Steel, in his Itinerary, reckons the diftance 
144 coffes, and gives the diftances between the ftages; but the 
road is evidently a different one from that defcribed in the MS, map. 
Here is a difference in the two accounts, of more than one third 
part, fuppofing Mr. Steel to have gone the direct road; and 
there is nothing appears to the contrary. It is a misfortune that 
we have no account of the diftance on the great road from Delhi 
to Moultan, by way of Debalpour ; which, together with the help 
of the latitude, would have given the longitude in a Satisfactory 
manner. 

‘There'is no poffibility of reconciling the two accounts of go and 
144. coffes ; and therefore I have rejected them both, and have had 
recourfe to the bearings and proportional diftances between Lahore, 
Attock, and Moultan, in the MS. map of Panjab -f. Moultan, 
there, bears a little to the eaftward of fouth, from Attock; and 
about 60 degrees to the weftward of fouth, from Lahore. And

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the diftance between Attock and Moultan, is exa@ly equal to that 
between Moultan and Lahore; which, according to the above bear- 
ings, and the latitude of Moultan, is about 110 coffes. This, 
then, is the pofition of Moultan in the map; the longitude of 
which is 71° 10’, or 6° 35’ weft of Delhi; that is, 28 minutes lef 
than what is fpecified in the Ayeneh Acbaree. M. D’Anville 
places Moultan and Attock, in refpeét to each other, fo exactly as 
Ihave dong, that I have been able to preferve all his geography of 
Cabul and Candahar, together with the courfe of the Indus above 
Moultan, without any alteration of {cale or bearing. The truth is, 
that I have no materials, of a quality proper to correét radically the 
Geography of thofe countries ; for the latitudes and longitudes in 
the Perfian tables will by no means effedt it, But though I do not 
think myfelf authorifed to correct it, yet by what has appeared to 
me, during the inveftigation of the fubject, 1 believe that both Ca- 
bul and Candahar are farther to the welt, by at leaft a degree, than 
M. D’Anville has placed them, though probably not fo far as is 
given in the Ayeneh Acbaree, 

The divifions of Cabul, é&c. that appear in my map, are chiefly 
from the Ayeneh Acbaree, The routes from Candahar to Cabul 
and Attock, are from Tavernier; and that from Candahar to 
Mooltan, from Mr. Steel. Befides thefe, I have introduced a few 
places, and corrected the names of others. But for the whole 
ground work of the countries weft of the Indus, as well 2s the river 
itfelf, I am indebted to M. D’Anville. 

The river called by Europeans Indus *, and by the natives gene- 
rally Sinde (or Sindeh) is formed of about 10 principal ftreams 
which defend from the Perfian and Tartarian mountains, on the 
north eaft, and north weft. The Ayench Acbaree defcribes its 
fource as being in Cafhgur and Cafhmere ;, by which it appears 


* Nilab inna name fometimes applied to the Indus by Perithta, and other Indian hiorians: 
however, I apprehend that the Nilab is one of the wetern branches of the Indus, and rans 
nunder Irjab and Naga, 
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that the people of Hindoofkan confider the north eaft branch as the 
true Sinde, From the city of Attock, in about latitude 32° 20’, 
downwards to Moultan, it is commonly named the river of Attock, 
which in the Hindooftan language, imports forbidden; probably 
from the circumftance of its being the original boundary of Hin- 
dooftan on the north weft; and which it was unlawful for the fub- 
jets of Hindooftan to pals over, without fpecial permiffion. Be- 
low the city of Moultan, it is often named Soor, or Shoor, until 
it divides itfelf into a number of channels near T'atta; where the 
principal branch takes the name of Mehran, The river, however, 
when {poken of generally, is called Sinde, altho’ particular parts 
of it are known by different names. The courfe of the Indus be- 
low Moultan, has its particulars from M. D’Anville; but the ge- 
neral direétion of its courfe, is confiderably more to the weft, 
than he deferibes it. This is occafioned by my placing its embou- 
ebure fo much farther weft than ufual, in refpeét of Bombay (fee 
page 28) whilit the pofition of Moultan remains nearly 28 it for- 
merly was. I obferve that moft of the old maps of India give 
the Indus much the fame courfe as I have done. 

‘The Latin Itinerary beforementioned, gives the names of many 
places, and fome latitudes, on the Indus. It places the fortrefs and 
city of Bhakor, which the Ayeneh Acbaree fays, is the ancient 
Manfurah (though D’Anville fays the contrary) in latitude 27° 12"; 
Tatta in 24° 20’; and Bunder Lawry *, in 24° ro’, All thele, I 
take to be from 20 to 30 minutes too far fouth. 

Moultan is about the fame diftance from the fea, as Allahabad ; 
that is, about 800 B. miles by the courfe of the river; and our 
author was 21 day$ in dropping down with the ftream, in the 
months of October and November ; when the ftrength of the land 
floods were abated. 

The boundaries of the provinces of Moultan and Sindy on the 
weft, extend a confiderable way beyond the bank of the river; that

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is to fay, from 50 to 100 miles. The country is in general Hat 
and open from Moultan to the fea; and the province of Tatta it- 
Ruf (the Parale or Patala of Alexander) is {aid to refemble Bengal, 
hot only in the flatnefs of its furface, richnefs of foil, and periodi- 
cal inundations; but alfo in the food of its inhabitants, which is 
chiefly rice and fith, The fite of the ancient capital, Homnabad, 
is near Tatta; and, in the time of Acbar, fome confiderable ruins 
of it were remaining :, particularly the fort, which is faid to have 
had an aftonithing number of Turrets to it. Tatta is made fyno- 
nymous to Daibul, in the Perfian tables (which were obligingly 
lent me by Mr. Jones, and are thofe mentioned in his preface to 
Nadir Shaw) where it is placed in 24° 10°. The Latin Itinerary 
fays 24° 20', and D'Anville 24° 4o'—I have placed it, according 
to its reputed diftance from the mouth of the Sinde, which brings 
it to 24° 45'*. 

T return now to the country of Panjab, or that watered by the 
fine eaftern branches of the Indus. Here fome new matter offers ; 
having before me, a map of this country drawn by a native, and 
preferved in the archives of government in Hindooftan. The names 
were obligingly tranflated by Mr, Davy, at the requeft of Sir Ro- 
bert Barker, The tract, of which this map feryes asa ground work, 
is a {quare of about 250 B. miles; and includes the whole foubah of 
Lahore, and a great part of Moultan proper. The points of La- 
hore, Attock, and Sirhind (the fixing which, I have before given 
an account of) determine the fcale of the map; the intermediate 
diftances from place to place in it being given in writing, and not 
by a feale, 

T confider this MS, as a valuable acquifition ; for it not only con- 
veys a diftin® idea of the courfes and names of the five rivers, 
which we never had before: but iets us right as to the identity of

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the rivers croffed by Alexander, during his famous expedition into 
India; of which more will be faid hereafter. . 

Befides the places found in this map, I have inferted’ othe, 
from the authority of the Ayeneh Acbaree; feveral from implied 
fituations in Perifhta 5 others from Sherifeddin’s hiftory of Timur *; 
(particularly his march from Toulouba to Adjodin and Batnir) and 
others from various MSS. in my poffeflion. ‘The divifion of the 
country, is entirely from the Ayeneh Acbaree. 

The town of Adjodin, often mentioned by Ferithta, and She 
rifeddin, is recognized in the MS. map, by the circumftance of its 
containing the tomb of Sheik Furrid, which was vifited by Timur. 
In the map it is called Pawkputton ; but it perfectly anfwers to 
the pofition of Adjodin, as deferibed by the above authors; and 
isa point, on the fixing of which a great many others depend. 

The next river to the eaft of the Sinde, or Attock, and the 
the weflmolt of #be five rivers, is, in modern language, called 
Behat, or Chelum; whofe general courfe is nearly parallel to 
that of the Attock, but its bulk is lefs. This is the famous Hy- 
dafpes of Alexander, and faid by the Ayench Acberee to be anci- 
ently called Bedjfa, It runs through Cathmere, and was fappoled 
by M. D’Anville (tho’ erroneoufly) to join the Sinde at Attock, 
Tavernier feems to have led M, D’Anville into this miftake; which 
has finally been the occafion of mifplacing, and of courfe mifnam- 
ing, all the other four rivers, 

The {econd river is the Jenaub, or Chnnaub; and is the Acefines 
of Alexander. The third is the Rauvee, or Hydriotes of Alex- 
ander; on the fouth bank of which ftands the city of Lahore. 
‘Thefe three rivers fucceffiyely unite with each other at fome dif- 
tance above Moultan; and form a ftream cqual to the Indus itfelf. 
Its rapidity and breadth are particularly remarked by the hiftorians 
of Alexander and of Timur.

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The fourth river ig the Beah, or Biah; and the Gfth is the Setlege, 
or Suttuluz, Thefe two rivers unite about midway between their 
fprings, and their junétion with the Indus; and their mixt waters 
properly bear the name of Setlege. Some authors, Sherefeddin in 
particular, call it Biah ; and from the indiferiminate ule of the two 
names, much confufion has arifén *, 

The Setlege, thus formed by the joint waters of the two rivers,, 
is the Hyphalis of Alexander, and is a very confiderable river, be~ 
“ing navigable 200 miles above its conflux with the Indus. It paffes 
on the fouth of, and not far from, the city of Moultan ; and about 
80 miles below it, according to the Latin Itinerary, it falis into the 
Indus, 

The Panjab country having’been in the route of the three great 
conquerors, Alexander, Timur (or Tamerlane) and Nadir Shaw; 
it may not be amifs in this place to trace the line of their routes +-.. 

I take it for granted, that Alexander croffed the Indus ¢ at the 
place where the city of Attock now ftands; as it appears to have 
been in all ages, the pafs on the Indus, leading from the countries 
of Cabul and Candahar, into India: and this is ftrongly indicated 
by the circumftance of Acbar’s building the fortrefs of Attock, to 
command it. Mr. Frafer, in his hiftory of Nadir Shaw, fays, 
“there is but one place where an army can conveniently be tranf- 
“ported, the ftream being fo rapid in moft parts. There is a 
“‘caftle commanding that paflage, called the caftle of Attock.” 
Attock then, muft fland on the fite of the Taxila of Alexander, 
From thence, as his intention appears to have béen to penetrate

of his route are wanting, Sherefeddin mentions, in one place, that he croffed the Jenanb at 
‘Toulouba; and in another, that he belieged the city of Merat in the Dooali—Buit Ferifhta 
Gonfines the exploits of this defendant of Zingis (for his name is not mentioned) to the Pane 
jab country. 

t About 326 years before Chrid 
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by the thortef way to the Ganges, he would proceed by the ordi- 
nary road to that part of the bank of the Hydafpes (Behat) where 
the fortrefs of Rotas now flands; and here he put into execution 
his ftratagem for croffing the river, whilft the oppofite fhore was 
poffeffed by Porus, After croffing the Acefines (Jenaub) and Hy- 
draotes (Rauvee) which latter he may be fuppofed to crofs at the place 
where Lahore now ftands, he appears to be drawn out of the direct 
route towards the Ganges, to attack the city of Sangala, or Sagala, 
moft probably lying between Lahore and Moultan, From Sangala, 
he proceeded to the river Hyphafis (Setlege) moft probably between 
Adjodinand Debalpour, by thecircumftance of the deférts being between 
him and the Ganges. For the country between the Beah and the Gan- 
ges, is fertile and well inhabited ; but that between the lower parts of 
the Setlege and the Ganges, has really a defert in it ; as Timur expe- 
rienced in his march from Adjodin’ to Batnir. The diftance be- 
tween Alexander’s pofition on the Hyphafis (Setlege) and the Jum- 
na (as given by Pliny) accords with this opinion, He gives it at 
336 Roman miles; which, by a proportional feale formed from 
his diftances in known places, reaches from the banks of the Jum- 
na, toa point a little below the conflux of the Beah and Setlege *. 
But had Alexander been as high up theriver, as the place where the 
great weftern road croffes from Lahore to Delhi, he would haye been 
only 230 fuch miles from the Jumna, 

‘This opinion is (I think) yet farther ftrengthened, by the ac- 
count of what happened immediately after: I mean, his recroffing 
the Hydraotes (Rauvee) and then incamping on the bank of the 
Acefines (Jenaub) in a low fituation, and where the whole country 
was flooded, on the coming on of the periodical rains; which cir- 
cumftance obliged him to move his camp higher up the river, into 
amore elevated country. This agrees perfectly with the defcrip- 
tions of the country. The lower parts of the courfes of the Je-

naub 
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naub and Rauyee-aré really through a low country; and thofe are 
alto the parts neareft to Adjodin, and Debalpour; between which 
places, I fuppofe, Alexander's altars were erected. How much 
higher up he removed, may be judged by the circumftance of his 
fleet's being five days in dropping down from the encampment, to 
the conflux of the Hydafpes and Acefines (Behat and Jenaub) for 
as the length of the voyage from Lahore to Moultan is 8 days, at 
the fame feafon of the year, we may place the fite of the encamp- 
ment about 20 miles below the town of Gujerat. Here he em- 
barked, ‘and proceeded to Mali, doubtlefs Moultan ; and poflibly 
the famous city of the Oxydrace, in the eftalade of which, Alexan- 
der was expofed to fo much danger, may be the prefent Outch, or 
Atcha; now included in the Moulten province. From thence, 
his courfe was down the Indus, to Patala (the prefent Tatta) where 
he and Nearchus feparated ; the firft to conduét the army thro’ the 
deferts, to Perfepolis; and the latter to condué the flect along the 

Perfian coaft, to the Euphrates *, i

He, I apprehend, alfo crofied the Indus +- at the place where At- 
tock now ftands (and not at Shehinkot, or Dincot, as fome have 
fuppofed) and my reafon for thinking {0 is, that immediately after 
his crofling it, the Chiefs of the Jehud, or Joud Mountains (called 
Coudgioud by de 1a Croix) made their fubmiffions to him which they 
would hardly have done, had he not been on the confines of their 
country, The Jehud Mountains are thofe which extend from 
Attock, eaftward to Benbur, or Bember +.

queror’s hands, I think it prohable, to0, that the veflels in which Nearchus performed his 
coufting voyage to the gulf of PerGa, were found in the Indus. Vellels of 180 tons. bur 
thep are fometimes ufed in the Ganges ; and thole of 10c not unfrequently.

From the banks of the Rau- 
yee, the whole army crofled the Baree Doabah § to Jehaul, near 
the river Setlege, where it feparated; Timur. proceeding with a 
detachment to attack Batnir; and the grand army and baggage by 
way of Debalpour to Sammana, a Town on, the Caggar river, 
about 60 coffes weft from Delhi; where a general rendezvous was 
appointed. 

Timur, after leaving Jehaul, proceeded firfk to Adjodin, or

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time at the tomb of Sheik Purrid *, and then crafing the defert, 
came to Batnir, after a march of 60 coffes from Adjodin. 

After taking and deftroying Batnir, which employed only a few 
days, he marched on the goth of November, taking nearly the 
firaight road to Sammana, by way of Firouz, Surufti, Amirani, 
and Mounec ; arriving at Sammana and joining his grand army the 
8th of December +. 

The march from Sammana to Delhi, though only 60 coffes, 
appears to have taken up from the 8th to the 24th of December; 
including four days halt. 

Returning from Delhi, Timur made an excurfion to the north 
eaft, took the city of Merat, or Mevat {. 28 coffes from Delhi, 
and advanced to the Ganges, near the place where it iffues out of 
the Sirinagur mountains. Toglocpour, and the ftraits of Cupele, 
two places of victory on the caftern bank of the river, cannot now 
be recognifed: but.from Sherefeddin’s account of the march, they 
cannot be far from Loldong ; where the Britith army compleated 
their campaign in 1774, 1100 Britith miles from Calcutta ||. 

From the banks of the Ganges, he proceeded to the northweft, 
along the foot of the Sewalick mountains, by Meliapour, Jallindar, 
and Jimmoo, to the frontiers of Cafhmere: and from Cathmere, 
acrofs the mountainous and defert country of the Kakares §, to the 
Indus, which he croffed at the fame place as before, and in the 
fame manner; and returned to Samarcand by way of Banou, Na- 
gaz, Kermudge, Cabul, Bacalan, and Termed, 

Nadir Shaw's ronte was the ordinary one, by Attock and Lahore;

Between the Puddar river, Agimere, Moultan, and the Indus, is 
an extenfive defert, in which is fituated the fort of Ammercot, or 
Omircout, the birth place of Aecbar, and the retreat of Khodaiar *, 
I think it improbable that ever we (hall have any geographical 
Knowledge of any of the inland patts, between the Puddar and In- 
dus, more than the very vague information contained in the In- 
dian hiftories. The river Puddar, from the length of its courfe, 
promifes to be navigable; and, probably, it is more from the want’ 
of ufeful produéts on its banks, than from the fhallowne(s of its 
channel, that it has continued fo long unexplored by Europeans, 

The pofition of Joinagur on the Puddar is inferred from Ferithta; 
and Radimpour from a MS. Itinerary from Cambay to Tatts; 
of which however, I can at prefent make no farther ufe, The 
author reckons 220 coffes between Amedabad and Tatta, going 
by way of Radimpour; which agrees very nearly with the diftance 
on the map. 

The road from Agimere to Jaflelmere, is from M. D’Anville ; 
and from Jaffelmere to Moultan, from a MS. map. The road 
from Batnir to Sammana and Panniput, is from M. de la Croix’s 
hittory of Timur. 

Cafhmere, is according to D’Anville, who has improyed on Ber- 
nier, I fufpect that this country, which is properly a circar of Ca- 
bul, extends much farther to the north and north eaft, than we 
have hitherto imagined: for the Ayeneh Acbaree makes the Jenaub 
river its eaftern boundary, and the Kithen river its weftern boundary ; 
and fays that its length is 120 coffes.

a HIS very extenfive tract is bounded on the north eaft by the 
foubahs of Bengal, Bahar, Allahabad, and Agra; on the 
N. W. by the courfe of the river Puddar; on the eaft and wett by 
the fea; and on the fouth by the river Kiftna, or Khrifhnah: and 
comprehends in general the foubahs of Guzerat, Malwa, Berar, 
Oriffa, Candeith, Amednagur (or Dowlatabed) Vifiapour (or Beja- 
pour) and Golconda. It is about 809 Britith miles in length from 
N. W. to S. E.; and 600 wide: and has in and about it, many 
points that are determined either by obfervations of latitude and 
longitude, or inferred from fuch points, by the means of good 
charts. 

The fundamental points on which the conftruétion and {eale of 
this part depend, are as follows: 

On the north and N. E. Agra, as determined by obfervation and 
farvey *; and Calpy, Chatterpour, Rewan, Burwah, and Balafore, 
inferred from meafured lines drawn from other places of obferva- 
tion. On the fouth Mafulipatam, as determined by Capt. Ritchie +, 
On the weft, Bombay, by the obfervations of Mr. Howe, and of 
Mr. Smith {; and Surat, Cambay, and Diu Point, inferred from 
charts and furveys ||. In the interior parts Narwah, Sirong,

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and Poonah, by obfervations of Mr. Smith, or by inference from 
them. 

The conftruction of the fea coafts, on both fides of this traa, 
has been already difcuffed *: and I thall begin my account of that 
of the inland parts, with Mr. Smith's line acrols from Calpy to 
Bombay. ; 

He fet out from Calpy with Col. Upton in 1776 +, and fell into 
the great road from Delhi to the Deccan, at the city of Narwah; 
which is fituated on the river Sindah, near the entrance of a famous 
pafs, noted in the Ayench Acharee by the name of Burra Diury, 
but called in Mr. Smith’s map, Lellymudge. From Narwab, he 
proceeded to Sirong, a city of Malwa, fubjeét to Madagee Sindia: 
and from thence to Burhanpour, the capital of Candeifh, and 
formerly of the Deccan, ‘This is yet a flourifhing city; and it is 
fituated in a delightful country. In his way to this place from Si- 
rong, he croffed the famous river Nerbuddah ; formerly the reputed 
houndary of the Deccan, to the north. From Burhanpour, he 
went to Poonah, the capital of the Muhratta empire, croffing the 
heads of the Godavery and Beemah rivers in his way: and from 
Poonah to Bombay. During all this route, he took obfervations of 
latitude and longitude, as often as opportunity offered; which was 
not unfrequently: and with thefe, together with the intermediate 
bearings of the road, he conftraded a map, which is no lefs valuable 
on the feore of its general accuracy, and extenfive information ; 
than curious, by the novelty of its fubject. ‘We had then, for the 
firft time, a geographical line on which we could depend, drawn 
acrofs the continent of India, through the principal points between 
‘Agra and Poonah; and which, by cftablithing fo many interefting 
politions, has enabled me to correct feveral routes, which, without 
it, would have remained very indeterminate, Narwah, forinftance, 
correéts the bearing and diftance of the road between it, and Agra;

Mr, Smith reckons Poonah 1 degree 15 minutes to the eaft of 
Bombay; and as we have already fixed the longitude of that place 
at 72° 40’ *, Poonah muft be in 73° 55’. It mutt be obferved that 
Mr. Smith places Bombay 5 minutes more to the eaft than I do; 
Poonah therefore being in the fame predicament, ftands at 74° in 
his map, Its latitude is 18° 30" +. 

Burhanpour, according to Mr. Smith’s map, is in longitude 76° 
21's or by its difference of longitude from Poonah 76°16. More 
will be faid on this fubje@, when we come to difcus General 
Goddard's route. Sirong, Mr, Smith places in 78° 3', which, with 
the allowance of the five minutes, will be 77° 58, By fome un- 
accountable-miftake, I have placed it in the map 4 minutes too far 
weft. 

General Goddard's celebrated ¢ march from Calpy on the banks 
of the Jumna, to Surat, has only been communicated in the form 
of an Itinerary, with the diftances, as meafured by a perambulator ; 
but without bearings, or any other help to afcertain the direction 
of it, Between Calpy and Chatterpour, two points fixed by fur- 

. vey and latitude, there is no great difficulty in laying down the par- 
ticulars. But much difficulty arifes in affigning the pofition of any 
point between Chatterpour and Hurdah ; the place where Goddard’s 
route falls into Upton’s (or Smith’s) a {pace of more than 250 B. 
miles. Hufnabad Gant is about 60 B. miles, by the road, to the 
N. E. of Hurdah ; and I have placed it, on a fuppofition that it is

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not much out of the general line of the route; and all the inter- 
mediate places are proportioned to it. 

From Burhanpour, where Goddard's route nally ftrikes out of 
Upton’s, to Surat, we are again as much in the dark, as to the 
bearings of the intermediate parts of the road ; and the diftance of 
one day’s march is totally omitted in the Journal, or Itinerary. The 
whole diftance, on fumming up the particulars, is 223 B, miles; and 
if we allow 16 for the march omitted *, it will be 239. But it is 
noted at the bottom of the page, that “the whole diffance is 245 
miles” ; fo that there muft be 6 miles funk in the detail, Therefore, 
taking the diftance by the road at 245 B. miles, or 209 G, ones, 
and allowing only one milein ten for the windings of the road, as it 
is, generally fpeaking, a very firaight one, the horizontal diftance 
between Burhappour and Surat comes about 188 G. miles; which 
in that parallel is equal to 3 degrees 21 minutes of longitude. 

Now the difference of longitude between thefe places by the af- 
famed fituation of Surat in my map, and that of Burhanpour in 
Mr. Smith's, is 3°31 +, or 10 minutes greater than by the above 
account. I have-not feen any lift of Mr, Smith’s obfervations, and 
therefore do not know for certain, whether or not he took any at 
Burhanpour, or whether it is placed by deduétion from fome other 
ebfervation. In this flate of uncertainty with refped to the exift- 
ence of any obfervation of longitude at Burhanpour, and relying 
on the pofitive information concerning the diftance in the MS. jour- 
nals and alfo on the longitude of Surat as deduced from Bombay 5 
and moreover, fuppofing it hardly poffible that any road in that 
country can wind le(s than one mile in ten, I have placed Burhan- 
pour in 76° 6’, or according to the difference of longitude given by 
the MS. Journal. Its latitude is about 21° 19, ©

The road from Poonah to Nuffergur (or Nufferatpour) and Soan- 
gur, was deferibed by Meffcs, Farmer and Stewart, during the 
time that they remained as hoftages in the Mahratta camp; and 
the particulars were obligingly communicated to me by Mr. Par- 
mer, This afcertains the fituations of Cafferbarry and Coondabarry 
Gauts; and, in particular, that of the city of Amedabad, the ca~ 
pital of the foubah of the fame name; and the laft place of refi- 
dence of the Emperor Aurengzebe. This city has been generally 
placed about 50 miles to the fouthealt of its true pofition. 

Tullowgom, Burgom (or Worgaum) and Condolah +, are from the 
fame authority ; as well as Nailick-Trimuck, Zineer, and a varie- 
ty of other ufeful particulars, Sattarah, the nominal capital of 
the Mahrattas, is placed according to the report of a native of that 
country ; that is, 30 coffes on the fouth eaft of Poonah, 

‘The next line, in point of confequence, is that from Mafulipa- 
tam to Aurungabad; deferibed from the marches of M. Buily, 
The former of thefe places, according to Capt. Ritchie, is in lat. 
16° 830"; longitude, inferred from Madras, 81° 16’ eaft. M. 
Bufly's march, as laid down in a map drawn by the late Mr. Mon- 
trefor, of the engineer corps at Madras, gives the bearing of Au- 
rungabad from Mafulipatam, No. 55° 1g’ W. diftance 458 G. miles;

fome diftances of Col. Peach’s, and of Major Stevens's, compared 
with fome parts of M. Bufly’s marches, that this gentleman's dit 
tances are too {mall; an error of a different fide from what might 
be expedted, in meafuring diftances haftily with a perambulator *, 
‘The pofition of Surat, is already accounted for in page 275 and 
Noopour is placed according to Gen. Goddard’s meafured diftance 
from Surat ; and the bearing accords with the ideas of Mr. Farmer, 
who pafled near this place with Sindia’s army. Tavernier reckons 
105 coffes between Noopour and Aurungabad, thatis, 150 G. miles 
of horizontal diftance, reckoning 42 coffes to a degree. Now, 
Noopour, Aurungabad, and Mafulipatam, lie as nearly as can be, 
in a right line, whofe extreme length is 516 G. miles. Tavernier’s 
150, added to Bufly’s 358, make up this diftance to within § miles s 
org of the whole. Therefore, as it appears, in more than one 
place, that Buffy’s diftances are too fhort, I have made no feruple 
to.add thefe 8 miles to his dittance between Mafulipatam and Au-

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northwardly than what is given by M. Bufly’s march.—Thefe 12 
minutes of latitude make an alteration of about a degree and a half 
in the angle of beating: very little, confidering circumfances, in 
a march of 500 Britifh miles. The alteration of the angle from 
N. 55° 65° W. to N. 53° 45° W. takes from the difference of lon= 
gitude, as much as the 8 miles of diftance on the Rhumb, add to 
it: fo that the longitude ftands as before at 76° 6’. I think there 
can be no reafonable objection to this mode of fettling it. 

Congcoal is about 19 G. miles north ; weft from Mafulipatam, 
according to the fuppofition of Major Stevens; and alfo by the 
information of two MS. maps which I have confulted: and El- 
lore, by farvey, is 15 1G. miles beyond it; that is, it bears N°. 
7 £W. diltance 34 4 G. miles from Mefulipatam. 

Col. Peach’s march from Ellore to Warangole in 1767, furnifhed 
materials for fixing the fituation of that place, and the road lead- 
ing to it, A memorandum accompanying the furyey, fays that its 
latitude is 17° 57°*. Warangole is a fortrefs of vaft extent, and 
is the Arinkil of Ferifhta, and the ancient capital of Tilling, or 
Tellingana. 

Rajamundry is placed agreeable to Major Stevens's idea: for I 
do not find that ever it has been joined on by furvey to Mafuli. 
patam, although it has to Ellore. 

The mouths of the Godayery, and the courfe of that river as 
high as Toodiguntla; as well as the places between the Godavery 
and Col. Peach's march, are all taken from MSS. chiefly of Major 
Stevens's, lent me by Mr. Dalrymple. 

The northern circars, Chilka Lake, and the road from that to 
Balafore, are from various authorities. The conftruétion of the fea 
coatt has been already difeuffed +. Between Rajamundry and Vi- 
fagapatam, the particulars of the inland parts have been taken

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chiefly from a large MS, map, in which Col. Ford’s marches are 
deferibed. Between Vifagapatam and Coopilly, is taken from ano~ 
ther MS. map, feemingly not very accurate, Between Coopilly 
and Tickelly, is token from Lieut, Cridland’s very accurate furvey 
of the Tickelly diftri@ : and between Poonda and the ChilkaLake,. 
from Mr. Cotsford’s elegant map of the Itchapour diftrict, 

‘The Chilka Lake is partly from Mr. Cotsford, partly from Capt. 
W. Campbell; which latter alfo laid down the road from thence to 
Balafore, through Cattack. Unfortuilately his perambulator was 
Spoiled between Cattack and, Balafore ; which prevents my getting 
the ftvation of the former with refpect to Bengal, otherwife than 
by the bearings and proportional diftances between the two 
places. 

The mouths of the Cattack river, or Mahanada, have never been: 
traced, and are therefore defcribed only from report. At the mouth: 
of the principal chanael,. near Palfe Point, isa fmall fortified ifland 
named Cajung. 

From Cattack to Sumbulpour, is from Mr. Motte’s obfervations 
in 1766. The diftance is by computation, and the bearings taken 
by accompa, Thelatitude of Sumbulpour was alfo taken but, E 
believe, not very accurately. 

At Sonepour, or Jonepour, about 160 miles above Cattack, the 
rivers Tail and Mahanada unite. The former comes from the 
welt, and is the largeft river of the two, but its particular courfe 
isnot known. I fuppofe it to be the fame river, that in the wef 
tern parts of Berar is named: the Worda, ‘The Mahanada comes 
from the north; and; ¥ believe, runs under Ruttunpour. 

Rewan, or Rewa, in the Bundelcund country, is the moft wef- 
terly point on the road leading from Allahabad to Nagpour, and the 
Deccan, that is determined by furvey and latitude. From thence 
to Tetwarrah Gaut, on the Nerbudda, is laid down in a more cur- 


fory manner; but, 1 believe, tolerably exact for the purpofes of a 
} general 
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general map: and Gurry Mundlah, is placed according to the efti- 
mated bearing and diftance from Tetwarra, 

Nagpour, the modern * capital of Berar, and the refidence of 
Moodagee Boonflah, is faid to be 61 coffes fouthwetterly from Tet- 
warra, Golam Mohamed reckons 82 cofles between Gurry Mundlah 
and Nagpour ; which, confidering the refpettive pofitions of the 
three places to each other, is 3 coffes more than from Tetwarra. 
And again Golam Mohamed reckons 166 cofles between Nagpour 
and Aurungabad; but he remarks on his approach to Aurangabad, 
that “ the cofles of this country are hort”. Placing Nagpour 61 
coffes from Tetwarra, an interval of only 161 cofles (of 42 to the 
degree) will be left between Nagpour and Aurungabad: which 
difference of 5 coffes muft be accounted for in the fhortnefs of the 
meafare remarked by Golam Mohamed, 

Between Burwah in Bahar, and Nagpour, are reckoned 206: 
eofles; that is 86 to Ruttunpour, and 120 from thence to Nagpour. 
But having placed the latter according to its reputed pofition with 
refpect to Tetwarra and Gurry Mundlah, that is to fay, in latitude 
21° 50, longitude 79° 36’, I can make no more than 198 coffes be- 
tween it and Burwah; or, § Iefs than the computation. It may 
be that the road winds more than ordinary; or it may be rougher; 
which, in the idea of the Indian travellers, as well as of all others,. 
Iengthens the abfolute diftance. Laftly, it is only 77 cofles from 
Hufnabad Gaut, as I have placed it -f, altho’ Gen, Goddard reckons 
it 100. The roads from Butwah to Ruttunpour, and from thence. 
to Gurry Mundlah, Nagpour, Aurungabad, and Burhanpour ; are 
all from the Itinerary of Golam Mohamed. 

‘The country between Mirzapour and the head’ of the Soane, was: 
explored by Capt Bruce, who {0 eminently diftinguithed himfelf 
at the efcalade of Gwalior in 1780, During his expedition, he

+ It happens that Hufnabad Gant was placed in its true polition, previous to my fteing the 
map of Gen, Goddard’s march. 
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verified a fa% which had been long doubted, though ftrenuoufly 
infifted on by the, nativess (viz.) that the Soane and Nerbudda 
tivers had their common fource from a pond, or lake, on the fou- 
thern confines of the Allahabad province. Thefé rivers do literally 
flow from the fare lake; making, conjointly with the Ganges, an 
ifland of the fouthern part of Hindooftan; and flowing in oppofite 
direGtions 1500 miles. ‘The courfe of the Nerbudda river is afcer- 
tained, only in certain points where it happens to be croffed by any 
of the great roads here deferibed: excepting only in the neighbour. 
hood of Broach. All the intermediate parts are drawn from report. 
Tris reprefented to be as wide at Hufnabad Gaut, as the Jumna is 
at Calpy : but fordable in moft places, during the dry feafon. 

The Soane is drawn in the fame manner as the Nerbudda, in 
that part of its courfe above the boundary of the Bahar province: 
as are alfo the Tapty, Cane, Betwa, Chumbul, Sinda, and all the 
other rivers that fow withia the bounds of the tra& fpoken of 
in this Se@ion. 

The road from Agra to Amedabad, has its particulars from 
D’Anville, who appears to have taken it from Tavernier’s Itine- 
sary. I have altered the fcale of it, in order to make it correfpond 
with the difference of longitude (in my map) between Agra and 
Amedabad, which is about half a degree lefs than in M. D’Anyille’s; 
occafioned by his having adopted the obfervation taken at Goa, 
‘Throughout this long line (450 B. miles) there is only one crofs 
diftance to corre& the bearing of it; and that is, Sir Thomas Roe’s 
route from Burhanpour to Agimere, He reckons the diftance 222 
coffes; of which 66 are between Burhanpour and Mundu; 105 
between Mundu and Cheitore *; and the remaining 51 between 
Cheitore and Agimere, 

All Tayernier’s diftances appear to be too great between Agra and 
Amedabad, according to the ftandard of the cof, in page 18; 

# ‘The ruins of this famous place ave laid down at leaft. $0 miles to the fouth of their trae 


ppolition in all the maps that Ihave feen, : 
owing 
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owing probably to the roughnefs and hillinefs of the road, which 
makes the horizontal diftance lefs than in countries that’ are more 
fmooth and open, 

The upper part of the courfe of the Puddar is likewife from 
D’Anville: but this river certainly does not run into the head of 
the Gulf of Sinde, as defcribed by him. I have not only the au- 
thority of a MS. map for this affertion, but alfo that of Capt. 
Joleph Price, who had the misfortune to be carried up to the head 
of this gulf by Pirates (after a moft gallant and obftinate defence 
of two days), He affares me that nothing larger than a rivulet 
falls in there. I therefore conclude that the Puddar (or at Jeaft a 
principal branch of it) falls in at Cutch: asa MS. chart defcribes 
the mouth of a large river near it, by the name of Mud River ; 
which name is characteriftic of a river of the fize, and length of 
courfe of the Puddar. 

Capt. Price, who alfo travelled acrofs the Ithmus between the: 
Gulfs of Sinde and Cambay, eftimates the width of the Ifthmus 
at 120 or 130 G. miles. The country is generally very flat,, with 
a few fmall eminences, fortified. The foil is dry, and unproduc- 
tive of rice. 

The inland part of the peninfula of Guzerat, is from M. D’An- 
ville, © 

‘The pofition of the ancient and famous temple of Sumnaut (Suanane 
Sumnaut) is colleéted from the Ayeneh Acharee, and from Ferifhta, 
In the former, it is called Putten Sumnaut, from its vicinity to the 
town of Puttan near Diu; which town is ftill in being. And by 
Ferifhta it is faid to be * within the diftriés of Deo, or Diu *”, 
"Phe latitude is given at 22° in the Ayench Acbarees but it is 
nearer 20". 

The Broach diftrié, and in general all the inland parts of Gu~ 
gerat, from Surat to Amedabad,, and from the fea to Dubhoy ; are

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from furveys taken fince the commencement of the Mahratta war, 
The tracing of the Nerbudda goes as far up as Bowapier Gaut, that 
is, about 80 Britifhy miles from the fea, 

The fituation of Pawengur, is from Mr. Farmer, Thofe of 
Narwalla, Champanier, Puttan, Nadout, &c. are either from the 
Ayench Acbaree, or from Ferithta. 

Mundu, and the road from thence to Burhanpour, is from Sir 
Thomas Roe, who places Mundu 66 coffes from the Jatter, on the 
road toAgimere. Ougein, and the road from Mundu to Sirong, is from 
M. D’Anville; and Indoor from the information of Mr. Farmer. 

The divifions of Malwa and Guzerat, are from the Ayeneh 
Acbaree. 

Hindia alfo is from the fame authority. I take it to be the 
Andi of Tavernier, It is aftonithing how he could fo far miflake 
the courfe of the Nerbudda river at that city, as to fuppofe thar it 
fell into the Ganges. 

‘The road from Burhanpour to Patris is from D’Anville; thofe 
from Noopour to Aurungabad, from Tavernier: and thofe from 
Aurungabad to Amednagur; from Bejapour towards Calberga ; and 
from Nander to Enegil *; are from Mr. Jefferies’s map, publithed 
in 1708. He, I underftand, took them from fome French MSS. 

‘The road from Aurungabad towards Sanore-Bancapour, and from 
Hydrabad to Edghir, are from M. Bufly’s marches. 

Sourapour, or Sollapour, Callian, Palkee, &c. are from a MS. 
Jent me by Mr. Townfend, 

Meritz and Parichmal are from the Eaft India Company's records; 
as are alfo Deckenal and Khoud. 

Chunderi, Rintimpour, Toumoun, are inferred from Ferithta 
and the Ayeneh Acbaree, Gurry-Baundhoo, and a number of 
places in and about Bundeleund, are froma Hindoo map of that

country, 
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country, the names in which, were obligingly tranflated by Mr, 
Boughton Roule. 

Bejapour, or Vifiapour, is not fo well afcertained as might be 
withed, Mandefloe, who travelled the roads bim(elf, fays, that it 
is 80 leagues from Dabul, on the coaft of Malabar; and 84 from 
Goa; which, if meant of French leagues of 3000 paces, with an 
allowance of one in feven for windings, will give 142 G. miles 
from Dabul, and 149 from Goa: making Bejapour in lat. 17° 36's 
lon. 75° 44’. P. du Val, who formed a map of Man 
(Vide Britith Mufeam) and probably had lights, 6 
farnithed by the travels, to guide him, makes the diftance between 
Dabul and Bejapour, greater than between Bejapour and Goa, And 
this I think likely to be the cafe, though contrary to what is fald 
in the travels. 

Tavernier reckons 85 coffes from Goa to Rejapour (or rather per= 


defloe’s routes, 


s what are 


haps from Bicholim, the landing place on the continent) or 8 days 
journey: and fays that from Bejapour to Golconda, the diftance ig 
zoo coffes more. This account muft be exceedingly vague; be- 
caufe Goa and Golconda are more than 200 coffes afunder, by the 
dire@teft route; and Bejapour lies more than 40 coffes out of the 
line. 

The Lettres Edjficantes make the latitude of Bejapour 17° 30°. 
T have endeavoured to take the medium of thefe difcordant accounts, 
and have placed it in latitude 17° 21', lon. 75° 52/; that is, 94 
cofies from the coaft oppofite to Goa; 1i1 from Dabul; and raz 
from Golconda. At the fame time, I think it probable, that it 
may not be within 20 miles of its true polition, The particulars 
of the roads leading to it from Dabul and Goa, are from P. du Val’s 
map, 

Raélconda, afamous diamond mine, is placed in Mr. Montrefor's 
map, about 15 G, miles to the weftof Ralicotte, and 12 from the 
north bank of the Kiftna; but I know not on what authority, 
‘Tavernier, who yifited both Radlconda and Coloor, gives the dif. 
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tance of the firft from Golconda 17 Gos, of 4 French leagues eachs 
and of the latter 134. Now, the diftance of Coloor from Gol- 
conda, is tolerably well known to be 84 G. miles: fo that a Gos, 
by this account, mutt be about 64 G. miles in horizontal diftance 
(or nearer 3, than 4, French leagues) and 17 of them muft be 
equal to 110 G. miles; and this will place Radleonda about 7 G, 
miles on the ealt of Ralicotte. AndI think it more probable to 
be on the eaft, than on the weft of it; for Tavernier mentions the 
crofling a river, which formed the common boundary between 
Golconda and Vifiapour (or Bejapour) about 4 Gos or more before 
he came to Radleonda. This river, which can be no ather than 
the Beemah, runs about 6 2 Gos on the eaft of Ralicotte, and forms, 
to this day, the boundary of Bejapour: and Radlconda, by this 
account, muft be between the Beemah river and Ralicotte; that is, 


on the eaft of the latter,

The Godavery river, or Gonga-Godowry, commonly called 
Ganga in European maps, and fometimes Gang in Indion hiffories ; 
has generally been reprefented as the fame river with that of Cat- 
tack. 

As we have no authority, that 1 can find, for fuppofing it, the 
spinion muft have been taken up, ona fuppofition that there was 

no 
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no opening between the mouths of the Kiftna and Mahanada (or 
Cattack river) of magnitude fafficient for fuch ariver as the Ganga, 
Tt could not be for the want of {pace fufficient for the Cattack ri- 
yer to accumulate in, independent of the Ganga; for the diftance 
is as great from the mouth of the Cattack river to the Berar moun~ 
tains; as from the mouth of the Gedavery to the Baglana moun- 
tains, The truth is, that no juft account of thefe rivers, any more 
than of the Burrampooter, had then reached any European geo- 
grapher, The Ayench Acharec, fpeaking of the Godavery, fays, 
«it runs intoBerar from Amednagur; and continues its courfe into 
Tellingana”. . Here is a declaration that the Godavery is the river 
that runs thro’ Amednagur: And that the Amednagur river (let its 
name be what it will) runs from Berar into Tellingana ; that is, the 
country of which Warangole (or Arinkil) was the capital. Its 
fource is within 70 miles of Bombay, Mr, Farmer croffed it near 
Poonah, where it is named Gonga-Godowry ; and is efteemed a 
facred river. 

After all, a branch of the Godavery may poffibly communicate 
with the Mahanada, during the rainy feafon ; but there is certainly 
no authority for fuppofing it, The Chilka Lake, which was once 
thought to be an inland lake of freth water, and had a communi- 
cation with both rivers, is now known to be a falt lake contiguous 
to the fea, near Ganjam, 

The general courfe of the Kiftna river, 2s high up as Gutigui, 
or Catigui, in the road from Aurungabad to Sanore, is from the map 
of M. Bufly’s marches. Above Gutigui, it is marked in two 
places, by the interfeétions of the roads from Bejapour to Goa, 
and Dabul, Its fource.is not more than 42 miles from the Ma- 
Jabar coaft nea: Dabul. General Jofeph Smith remarks, that the 
Kiftna was fordable both above and below the conflux of the 
Beemah river, in the month of March: and that a few miles 
below the mouth of the Beemah, its bed was 600 yards wide, 

. La and 
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and exhibited an uncommon appearance from the number and di- 
erfity of the rocks in it, 

The Beemah rivet is known to be a principal branch of the 
Kiftna, coming from the north, and joining it near Edghir. It 
rifes in the mountains on the north of Poonah, probably not many 
miles from the head of the Godavery, and paffes within 30 miles 
of the caft fide of Poonah, where it is named Bewrad, as well as 
Beemah, and is alfo efteemed a facred river. General Jofeph Smith 
croffed this river, when accompanying the Nizam in 1766, about 
zo miles above its junétion with the Kiftna, where it was for- 
dable. 

The Mandouah, or Bejapour river, is a branch of the Beemah. 

There yet remains in the map, a void fpace between the known 
parts of Berar, Golconda, Oriffa, and the northern circars, of near 
joo Britith miles in length, and 250 in breadth; nor is it likely 
ever to be filled up, unlelS a very great change takes place in the 
fiate of European politics in India, Our poffefiions in the northern 
circars, extend no where more than 70 Britifh miles in land, and 
in fome places not more than 30: fo that they form a flip of 
more than 350 miles in length ; bounded in general towards the 
continent, by a high ridge of mountains, which runs nearly paral- 
lel to the fea coaft, the exterior boundary. 

Within thefe mountains, and towards Berar, is a very exten- 
five tra&t of woody and mountainous country, with which the ad- 
jacent countries appear to have but litde, if any, communication. 
We may fairly fuppofe that to be a country void of the goods in 
general efteem amongit mankind, that dots not tempt cither 
their avarice, or ambition, Although farrounded by people who 
are ia a high degree of civilization, and who abound in ufeful 
manufactures, we are told that the few fpecimens of thefe mifer- 
able people who have appeared in the cirears, ufe no covering but 
a wilp of flraw. We know not, with any degree of certainty, 
how far this wild country extends withia the outer ridge of moun- 

tains, 
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tains between the parallels of 17° and 20°: but the fir civilized 
people that we hear of beyond them, are the Berar Mabrattas. 
I think it probable that it extends 150 miles, or more. However, 
a party of Berar Mahrattas found their way through this country, 
and the Bobilee Hills in 1754 *, at an opening called Salloregaut, 
in the Cicacole circar.

HIS trad, which in extent is not a feventh part larger than 

the Bengal provinces, has, by its political divifions, and by 
the talents and ambition of its Princes, of late years, furnifhed 
more matter for speculation and hiftory, than, perhaps, all the reft 
of the empire put together, But although it has becn the theatre 
of repeated wars between the European powers and the natives, fo 
atople a fapply of geographical matter has not been furnithed, as 
by the wars and negociations in the north. The geography of 
fome of the weftern parts of this peninfula, are as little known to 
us, as that of the central parts of Hindooftan, 

‘The figure of this tract is a triangle, of which the courfe of the 
Kiftna river forms the bafe, and the coafts of Malabar and Coro- 
mandel the fides. Its extent from the Kiftna to Cape Comorin, 
which forms the apex of the triangle, is about 600 Britith miles s 
and its breadth in the wideft part, that is, from Mafulipatam to 
Gheriah, about soo. ; 

The conftruétion of the fea coafts, has been defcribed in the firt 
feGtion, and that of the courfe of the Kiftna tiver in page 75. 

T underftand that the country from Madras to Oofcotta weftward; 
and from about Pondicherry and Tingrecota fouthward, to Chan- 
deghere northward ; or, in other words, between the parallels of 
12 and 14 degrees of latitude, is deferibed from meafured routes in 
Mr. Montrefor's MS. map at the Eaft India Houfe; and in the 
ptinted map inferted in the fecond volume of Mr, Orme’s elegant 


and 
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and ufeful Hiftory of the Military Tranfactions of the Britith Na- 
tion in Hindooftan, And as Mr. Orme, in particular, has had ac~ 
cefs to all, or moft of the furveys of the marches of the Britith 
armies, on the fide of Myfore and the Carnatic, I fhall take his 
map for a ground work, after examining his feale of diftances, 

I find Mr. Orme’s mep gives the diltance between Madras and 
Oofcotta, the moft weltern point of the furvey, 168 G. miles ; 
and Mr. Montrefor’s, 165. It is impoflible for me to determine 
which of the two is right; bat as Mr. Montrefor conftru@ted his 
map on the fpot, and was confequeatly in the way to be belt in- 
formed with refpeét to the choice of materials, I am inclined to 
give the preference to his fcale, But as perfons, who have not 
had opportunities of comparing Perambulator diftances with thofe 
given by obfervations of latitude, are apt to make too little allowance 
for the unevennels of ground, in hilly countries, I have taken one 
mile from Mr. Montrefor's diftance, to allow for fuppofed errors of 
this kind: and then have placed Oofcotta 164 G. miles, nearly 
welt from Madras. 

Bangalore, according to Montrefor, is 12 G. miles, weit, alittle 
fouthwardly, from Oofcotta; which, added to 164, makes 176 G. 
miles between Madras and Bangalore. This, by Mr, Orme’s ac- 
count, would be 180: and bya French map publithed in 1770, 181. 
D'Anville makes it 177. 

‘After thus efablithing a feale for the diderence of longitude, T 
have copied all that part of Mr. Orme's map, between the parallels 
of Pondicherry end Chandegheres and between the meridians of 
Madras and Gofeotta, 

Between Pondicherry,and Madura, the maps of Mr. Orme and 
of Mr. Montrefor, are both exeeding faulty, for want of a good 
line of bearing, between the two pl 
fortunately, to fupplys and the detail of the operation of finding 
the difference of longitude between them, has been given in page 
233 where 1° 30' 30" is found to be the true meres nee, though

seg. This I have been able, 
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23 minutes Jef than Mr, Orme has made it, Accordingly, the 
bearing of the road between Gingee, 'Tritchinopoly, and Madura, 
is in my map 4°’more fouthwardly than in Mr, Orme’s and, of 
courfe, Caroor, and all other places, whofe politions had a relative 
dependence on that of Tritchinopoly, are removed proportionably 
farther to the eaft. 

The Tanjore country is taken entirely from Mr. Orme’s map 5 
and the upper part of the courfé of the Caveri, from Mr. Mon- 
trefor's, The Madura and Tinevelly countries are from Mr, Orme 3 
who de(éribed them according to furveys taken under the direétion 
of Colonel Cail. 

Shevagunga, Dindigul, Pince, and feveral other places in the 
neighbourhoods of Madura and Tritchinopoly, are from M&S. 

ravancote, is partly from MS, maps, and partly from M. 
DrAnville, The lakes between Quilon and Cochin are from a 
Dutch MS. map, which bears the appearance of authenticity. 

Carroor, in Mr. Orme’s hiftory (Vol. 1, p. 674) is faid to be 
50 Britih miles, or 43 G. miles, from Tritchinopoly ; and 5 
fouth of the Caveri river: and Montrefor gives its bearing from 
Tritchinopoly about W.b. N. I have placed it accordingly. On this 
point, in a great meafure, depend the pofitions of all the places 
between the Carnatic, Coimbetour, and Seringapatam. 

Coimbetour, in Mr. Montrefor’s map, is placed 78 G. miles 
from Carcor, on @ continuation of the fame bearing line from 
‘Tritchinopoly; and is, I fappofe, taken from the journal of Ma- 
jor Wood in 1767. Rut this pofition would bring it within 34 
G. miles of Tannore on the Malabar coaft; which, I believe, can 
hardly be the cafe. Ihave placed it 66 G. miles from Caroor, and 
47 from ‘Tannore. 

Seringapatam, or Shringaputton, Hyder Ally’s capital, is 66 G. 
miles in a W.S. W. direction from Bangalore, according to Mon- 
trefor; and 20 leagues, according to a note in the French map of 


1770; which, reduced to horizontal diftance, is about 52 G, miles. 
5 Thave 
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T have allowed 54: which places it 85 G. miles from the port of 
Mangzlore, on the coaft of Malabar. D’Anville reckons it gt. 

All the places between Seringapatam, Coimbetour, Carroor, and 
Oofeotta, are placed according to their proportional diftances from 
fome of thefe four places, in the map of Mr, Montrefor. It may 
be neceffary to repeat in this place, that the obfervations of longi- 
tude taken at Bombay and Cochin (See page 27) by throwing the 
Malabar coaft fo much farther to the eaft, whilft that of Coroman~ 
del remains where it was, reduces very confiderably the {pace that 
we have hitherto fuppofed to exift, between the weftern mountains 
of the Carnatic, and the Malabar coatt. 

Sirripy * is according to D’Anville, : 

Bednore, or Hyder-Nuggur, according to the report of Mr. W. 
Townfend, who travelled from Onore to Bednore and Siringapatam, 
is about four ordinary days journey to the northeaftward of Onore. 
Goods are fometimes brought down in 5 days, Fryer alfo reckons 
it four days journey; and this may be ftated at about 46 coffes, 
‘This pofition agrees with Mr. Montrefor’s map, in which it is placed 
141 G, miles to the northweft of Bangalore. 

Mr. Townfend, according to his way of travelling, was 7 days 
between Onore and Bednore; and 11 from Bednore to Seringa- 
patam: by which he conld not travel much more than 8 coffes 
per day, between the two latter places. He reprefents the country 
of Bednore as being open and fruitful: nor did he meet with any 
mountains after he paffed the Gauts in the former part of his jour- 
ney. 

Chitteldroog, Harponelly, Bilghey, Bincapour, and Roydroog, 
are all from Mr. Townfend’s memorandums. 

Sanore-Bancapour is from the map of Mr. Bufly’s march from 
Aurungabad. Bifnagur, or Bijinagur, is from Mr. Orme; who 
fays it is 30 miles foutheaft from Sanore,

Gauts, between Cape Comorin and Calicut, is from Orme and 
Montrefor; and the reft from D'Anville, Ihave alfo copied from 
D'Apville the upper part of the courfe of the Tongebadra river, 
and alfo that of the Roydroog, or Hindenny river ; together with 
the pofitions of feveral places, on of near it, 
_ In Jefferies’s map, publithed in 1768, we find, on the fouth of 
the Kiftna, a route from Bancapour to Adoni, and Seringapatany; 
and another from Cuddapah to Canoul. I arm informed that he 
took them from fomé French MSS: and, in confequence, I made 
fome enquiry after them, though to no purpofe. "They would prove 
very ufeful at this time, when we haye fo much hiftory that requires 
fuch kind of iliufration. 

Thave copied the courfe of the river Pennar, from Nellore to the 
neighbourhood of Bangalore, from Mr, Montrefor, who had it, I 
apprehend, from the commander of a detachment, who marched 
that way in 1767. ‘This ferves to fix the pofitions of Cuddapah, 
Gandicotta, Gutti (or Gooty) &: and the pofitions of the inter- 
mediate places, between the Pennar river, and the tract copied 
from Mr. Orme, are placed according to their proportional diftances 
from Cuddapah, Gandicotta, Gutti, Chandeghere, Dalmacherry, 
and Bangalore; as found in Mr. Montrefor’s map. Udegherri is 
correéted by a match of Gen. Cailland’s. 

‘The particulars of the Ongole country are taken chiefly from 
Montrefor; as well as the pofitions of Currumpoody, and Time- 
sycotta, Thave Some doubts concerning the truth of the latter :

be about 32 cofles to the ealt of Pimerycotta; and the fort of 


Ratch- 
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Ratchore #, 24 coffes to the eaft of Condavir: by which Timery- 
cotta muft be at leaft 56 coffes from the fide of the Kiflna river 
Oppofite to Mafulipatam. How far Ratchour may be from that 
pat of the Kiftna, Ihave no means of knowing: but by my mep, 
it ought to be 12 coffes ; as there is an interval of 68 coffes between 
the Kiftna and Timerycotta. 

Condavir is alfo faid by Capt. Davis to be 10 coffes from the 
fouth bank of the Kiftna, I fhould fuppofe it to be much more = 
a Melabar map makes it 20. 

Ihave not found it an eafy tafk to fix the politions of either 
Adoni, Canoul, Innaconda, or Combam ; any more than thofe of 
Condanore and Rachore +. On the four firit places, many others 
depend ; and they are neither of them aleertained to iny {atisfac~ 
tion, There is in particular, a degree of obfeurity in the accounts 
of Canoul, that I cannot clear up. My local information, fails 
me entirely in this place; and this kind of knowledge is fo requi- 
fite to a geographer, that no degree of fudy or invefligation can 
compenfate for the want of it, Jt not only enables him to recon- 
cile names and fituations; but oftentimes furnithes him with a 
ctiterion by which he may diftinguith the value of his materials. 

In a map drawn by a native of the Carnatic, Innaconda ¢ is pla~ 
ced 28 coffes from Ongole, and a little to the weft of the road 
leading from it to Fimerycotta: which Jaft place, is in the fame 
map reckoned 49 coffes from Ongole. Two Englith MS. maps 
lent me by my friend General Caillaud, place Tnnaconda fomewhat 
more than half way from Ongole to Timerycotta, and nearly in 
the fame line of direGtion ; that is, about N. W. b N. This I 
have followed; and have alfo allowed the diftance of 28 coffes; 
and this pofition brings it about 39 coffes from Mootapilly.

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Chantapilly, of Chenlapilly, Mongelgary, Pullareddygur, Ma- 
fherlaw, and Syampilly, are all taken from the Malabar map ; ot 
that drawn by the native of the Carnatic. 

Combam, or Comum, on the frontier of Cuddapah, is by the 
Malabar map 32 coffes weft from Ongole: and, in the route fent 
by Col, Harper to the Madras government *, 25 from Innaconda: 
both of which accounts are confiftent. This is the place called 
Kaman by Tavernier ; and is faid by him to be the frontier of the 
Carnatic towards Golconda, in the year 1652. 

From Combam to Adoni by the fame route of Col. Harper's, 
there are reckoned 67 cofles; and, by the Malabar map, 66: fo 
that there can be little doubt of this being the diftance by general 
cftimation, Montrefor places Adoni about 50 G. miles about Ey 
b N, from Bifnagur ; and reckoning the 67 coffes at 96 G. miles, 
the fam will be 146 between Bifnagar and Combam, ‘This inter- 
yal, on the map is, however, 159, of 13 more than the computed 
diftance. Thefe 13 miles, Ij have divided proportionally be- 
tween the two intervals; and by this means Adoni will be on the 
map, 73 colls, inftead of 67, from Combam. And it being two 
days journey, or about 23 cofies to the northweft of Gutti, we can- 
not be wide of the mark re(pedting its, parallel. It muft be ob- 
ferved, that the Malabar map reckons only 60 coffes between Ar- 
cot and Cuddapah; which, on my map is 68, of thofe that are 
reckoned 42 to the degree, It may -be that the cofs of that 
country is longer than ordinary ; and this may account for the dif- 
ference between Adoni and Combam, 

Condanore is 15 coffes to the eaft of Adoni, by the route tran{- 
mitted by Col. Harper, 

Canoul, in the Malabar map, is faid to be 52 coffes from Hydra- 
bad; and only 57 from Cuddapah, This appears to be impoffible,

as 
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as the diftance between Cuddapah and Hydrabad, cannot be lefs 
than 120 cofles; and thefe two {ums make only 109, It may be 
that the diftance between Cirvalla and Nandy-Allem, is 15 coffes, 
inftead of the 5 written in the map; as the other ftages are from 
16 to 20, ‘The map alluded to, is not conflructed by a feale, but 
rudely fketched out without much proportion being obferved either 
in the bearings, or diftances of places from éach other: and the 
diftances are written in figures between the flages, I have before 
exprefled my doubts concerning the truth of the local pofition of 
Canoul, in my map. 

Rachore * is four days journey from Adoni, and five from Cal~ 
erga ; according to the report of an European who travelled it, 
This perfon came from Seringapatam, by way of Gutti to Adoni; 
and communicated this, and feveral other particulars in his Itine- 
rary, to Mr. W. Townfend; who obligingly gave themtome. A 
day's journey for a fingle perfon may be reckoned from 11 to 12 
coffes (or about 22 Britith milesin road difance +) and this propor- 
tion agrees with the account of his journey from Seringapatam to 
Gutti ; which, being about 105 coffés, tool him up 9 days. 

Rachore, according to Montrefor, is not far from the fouth 
bank of the Kiftna; and lies below the conflux of the Beemzh ri- 
ver, and above that of the Tongebadra; and this pofition agrees 
with the account of its being four days journey from Adoni, and 
five from Calberga, 

The pofitions of Combam and Matherlaw obtained by means of 
the Malabar map; and that of Deopad +, or Doupar, from Col. 
Harper's march, help me to trace out Tavernier’s route from Gan 
dicotta to the Kiftna, and Hydrabad; as alfo the pofition of the 
Pagoda of Tripanty. 

Sankalamary feems to be the Santafeela of Tavernier; and Com- 
bam is, no doubt, his Kaman, Deopad is what he calls Doupar ; 

Salled alfo Raw-chure, Rach-hore, and Adoni-Rachores

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fituated, according to his account, in a country interfeced by mas. 
ny torrents from the neighbouring hills: Col. Harper makes the 
fameremark on Deopad. Tripanty * Pagoda was about 12 miles on 
the north of Doupar. Matherlaw, near Timerycotta, is probably 
the Macheli of Tavernier, by its fitaation in refpeét to the Kiftna. 

I have not been able to procure any map of the road from Nel- 
ore to Hydrabad, except the one in D’Anville’s Coromandel, pub- 
Iighed in 1753: nor any Itinerary whatfoever. I have had fome 
opportunities of correcting it, in the part between Nellore and the 
Kifina: but the reft remains as I found it, except in the article of 
bearing ; in which M. D'Anville and I differ very confiderably, 
‘Tavernier’s route from Gandicotta, falls into it, near the fouth bank 
of the Kiftaa,

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SECTION VI. 


The Countries between Urnpoostan and Cuna 


T has been faid before (page 36) that the firtt ridge of moun 

tains towards Thibet and Bootan, form the limits of the furvey 
to the north: to which I may now add, that the furveys extend no 
farther eaftward, than to the frontiers of Affam and Meckley. 

The Jeluits’ map of China, as given in Du Ilalde, places the 
weftern boundary of Yunan (the weftmott of the provinces of 
China) between the 7th and 98th degreesof eaftlongitude, in the 
parallel of 24°: fo that the eaftern frontier of Bengal (Silhet) is 
within 350 Britith miles of the weftern part of China; orto fpealc 
comparatively, the fame diflance as Silhet is from Calcutta, Here 
one is apt to wonder, that-confidering their vicinity to cach other, 
there fhould be no communication between the two countrics. 'The 
reafons probably are, that Yunan does not produce fach manufac- 
tutes as arc in requeft amongit foreigners ; and that the courles of 
the great navigable rivers in thofe parts, are unfavourable toa com- 
munication by water, The fpace between Bengal and China, is 
eccupied by the province of Meckley, and other diftrids, fubjec&t 
to the King of Burmah, or Ava, 

The great river Now Kian, little, if at all, inferior to the Ganges, 
rons to the fouth, through that angle of Yanan which approaches 
neareft to Bengals where the Jefuits, who formed the map of 
China, left it, in its courfe to the fouthwelt, This river, M. D’An- 
ville conceived to be the fame with that of Pegu, in like manner 
as he fuppofed the Sanpoo to be the Ava river; but facceeding ac- 

counts 
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counts have left little doubt remaining, that the Sanpoo is the Bur- 
rumpooter; and the Nou Kian, the river of Ava. 

Tn my account of the conftrudtion of the fea coatts (page 30) my 
authorities for defcribing the delta of the Ava river from the 
fea to the parallel of 18", are given, The Dutch MS, map there 
quoted, deferibes the whole courfe of the river, as high up as 
the city of Ava itfelf, which it places in latitude 21° 48’; and alfo 
fays in a note « by obférvation:” and indeed, the whole (eale of the 
inap feems to be formed from the difference of latitude, 

The difference of longitude, as inferred from this Dutch map, 
places Ava in 97°. But Capt George Baker, of whofe accuracy I 
entertain high opinion, took the bearings, and eftimated the d 
tances, the whole way from Negrais to Ava: and the refult cor~ 
rected by the obfervation at Ava (21° 48') gives the longitude 97° 
42'; and this longitude I have adopted. The: particulars of the 
courfe of the river, I have taken from the Dutch map; as Captain 
Baker deferibes only the general direétion of it. 

Monchabco, a city, and the refidence of the King of Burmah, 
or Ava, in 1755, is by Capt. Baker's account, 38 + G. miles north 
from Ava: and this was the extreme point of his travels that way. 

‘The Nou Kian is named Irabattey by the people of Ava; and is 
faid by them’ to be navigable from the city of Ava into Yunan. 
Monchaboo being within 130 B. miles of the Chinefe frontier, we 
want only fo much, to compleat the courfe of the river in the map. 
‘This break is there deferibed by dotted lines. 

Mr. Verclft, who meditated an expedition into Meckley from 
Bengal, and adtually advanced as far as Cofpour on his way to it, 
in 17633 was informed by his Meckley guides, that after he thould 
pats the firft ridge of mountains beyond Cachar, he would find a 
fertile and well inhabited country all the way to Ava. He, how- 
ever, went no farther than Cofpour; but the particulars of the road. 
between that place and Ava, are deferibed from the intelligence fur- 
nifhed by the guides who attended him, 

5 Capt, 
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Capt. Baker defcribes the country bordering on the Ava river, from 
the fea to Lundfey, as being very flat, and the foil rich; and, I 
fuppofe, like that at the lower parts of the courfes of the Ga 
Indus, and other capital rivers, formed out of the mud depofited 
by the inundations of the river.’ This low tract is named Pegu, 


and formed an independent kingdom in 1754, when it was reduced 
by the King of Burmah, to the flate of a dependent province, 

Burmah borders on Pegu to the north, and occupies both banks 
of the river as far as the frontiers of China. On the northwett is 
Meckley, which we have before taken notice of: and on the welt 
Aracan (or Recean) and Rofhaan. On the eaft, it has the king- 
dom or country of Upper Siam; which, Capt. Baker informs us, 
begins at a fmall diftance eaftward from the city of Ava; a ridge 
of mountains feparating it from Burmah and Pegu. 

The King of Burmah, whofe capital is Ava *, and from whence 
the whole kingdom, tho’ erroneoufly, is often denominated, is 
faid to poffefs not only the country of Meckley, in addition to thofe 
of Pegu and Burmah ; but alfo the whole tract which lies on the 
north of it, between China, ‘Thibet, and Afflam, Du Halde’s map 
{peaks politively, as to this point, but with what truth I know not, 
as I have never been able to gain any information on the fubje&t. 

Capt. Baker informs us, that the country of Burmah, adjacent 
to the banks of the Irabatty, or Ava ‘iver, between Pegu and 
Monchaboo, is in fome places hilly, and in other flat; but not fo 
low as to fuffer inundations. Its produce is, in moft refpeds, 
nearly the fame as that of the countries contiguous to the Ganges ; 
and, it istemarkable, that the Jands which produce the greateft 
quantity of Saltpetre, ate much about the fame diftance from the 
fea, as thofe of the fame nature on the fide of the Ganges. 

The country of Burmah produces the beft Teck 4- Timber in 

N India.

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India, The forefts which produce this moft ufeful and valuable ar= 
ticle, are fituated between the weftern bank of the Ava river, and 
the country of Aracan; and are only 250 miles from the fea, by 
the courfe of the river. 

"Phe Sanpoo, or Thibet river, was fappofed by M. D'Anville to 
be the fame with that which is called, in the lower part of its courfe, 
the river of Ava: but we have now little doubt of its being the 
fame with the Burrampooter, which enters Bengal on the northeaft, 
and joins the Ganges near the fer. It was traced by me in 1765, 
to about 400 miles above the conflux; that is, as high as the lati- 
tude of 26% longitude git; where the Bengal diftrits end, 
and thofe of Adam begin: but I was not permitted to go any 
higher. However, fome few Europeans, engaged in the Goalpa~ 
rah trade, and amongft others, M, Chevalier, the late Governor 
of Chandernagore, by permiffion of the King; went as high up as 
the capital of Affam, about the year 1762: but was under a confi~ 
derable degree of reftraint, with refpeét to making remarks, either 
on the courfe of the river, or on the country. As M. Chevalier, 
however, went on a very large embarkation, we are convinced that- 
the river is navigable for large boats, through a fpace about equal 
to the diftance of Buxer from the fea; that is, between 600 and 
joo miles. It may probably be navigable much higher up 5, though 
its navigable courfe cannot be equal to that of the Ganges; this 
flowing chiefly through a level country, and the Burrampooter 
through a mountainous one. 

Lhave placed the capital of Affam, Ghergong *, 160 G.. miles. 
nearly E. b N. from. Goalparah,, according to the report of the- 
‘Affamers, They, alfo informed me,, that the Burrampooter has 2: 
very long conrfe previous to. its entering Afam ; and “that it comes: 
from the N..W. thro’ the ‘Fhibet mountains. Now the Lama's: 


go years oll and’upwards, are no uncommon obje€t in the Indian fees whilt aBuropesa:

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map of Thibet in Du Halde, defctibes the coarfe of the Sanpoo; 
to within 120 ‘G. miles of the aflumed fituation of the capital of 
Affam: and ftill nearer to fome parts of the Burrampooter that are 
known, and have been deferibed by the Affamers. 

Thefe faéts, together with thofe refpecting the Ava river and 
Nou Kian, eftablith (I think) the ftrongeft prefumptive proof pot 
fible of the Sanpoo and Burrampooter being one and the fame ri- 
ver, under different names: and pofitive proof can never be ob~ 
tained, but by adtually tracing them; a circumftance unlikely ever 
to happen to any Europeans, or their dependants. 

Some difficulty arifes in fixing the pofition of Laffa, the capital 
of Great Thibet. We have the hiftory of the Lamas’ map in 
Du Halde, which is not altogether favourable to its character ; 
efpecially in the parts towards the fource of the Sanpoo and Ganges, 
A clofé examination of its particulars, turns out ftill more unfavour- 
able to it. For inftance, the place where the Ganges enters the 
plains of Hindooftan, is placed under the 28th degree of latitude} 
tho’ it is known by our late obfervations, to be in about 30%. 
With refpeét to the longitude, we have no grounds, on which 
to form an exaGt comparifon; but we may’conclude generally that 
the diftance between Laffa and Hurdwar is near 2 degrees of lon- 
gitude lefs than it ought to be: I mean, provided that Laffa be 
near its true pofition with refpett to Pekin, in the Lama's: map +}. 

With refpect to Hurdwar, the proof is pofitive of its being 2 
degrees farther tothe fouth than it ought to bes and this furnifhes 
a firong prefumptive one, that all the weftern parts of the map, 
are faulty in the fame proportion: and that the fources of the 
Ganges and Sanpoo, inftead of being between the 29th and goth 
degrees of latitude; are, in faét, between the gift and 32d. Nor 
am I fingular in this opinion : for M. D’Anville found dt neceflary

 Laffa, in the Lamas’ map is about 24° 17’ weit from Pekin, or 91° 40’ eaft from Green-

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to make the very alterations both in latitude and longitude, which 
Fhaye been fuggefting. And I thould be wanting in candour, and 
in refpe& to his memory, fhould I forbear to do juftice to his 
nice difeernment in placing the entry of the Ganges into Hindooftan, 
by inference from Delhi, almoft in the very {pot where I have 
now placed it, by actual farvey. 

But M. D’Anville, ignorant of the refpective pofitions of Bengal 
and Lafla, adopted the latitude of the latter place, given in the 
Lamas’ chart: that is to fay, about 29° 35’. Father Giorgi, who 
travelled to Latta from Bengal (and whofe route is expreffed in my 
map) fays the latitude * of Laffa is «+ about 30 degrees and a half;” 
and by what follows, it can hardly be in a lower parallel. 

‘The late Mr. George Bogle, who was fent by the Governor of 
Bengal on an embafly to the Grand Lama of Thibet in 1774, tra 
velled by way of Coos-Beyhar, Taffafudon, and Paridrong, to 
Chanmanning, the then refidence of the Lama, and nearly in the 
fame parallel of latitude with Laffa. Unfortunately, very little 
geographical information was furnithed by this journey ; unlefs the 
bare account of the number of days he was‘on the road between 
the two lait places, may be deemed fuch. However, this infor- 
mation, fach: as it is, joined with other circumfances, helps to 
aflure us that Laffa is farther to the north, than the Lama’s map 
reprefents it: for Taffafudon, the capital of Bootan +f, is by the 
accounts of the Bootanners, about 46 G. miles horizontal diftance 
from Luckiduar, in a dircétion nearly north; and Luckiduar being 
in 26° 56/, Taifafudon cannot be in lefe than. 27” 43/- Paridrong 4, 
jg a confiderable way beyond that, and may be fuppofed to be ia 
28 degrees at leaft: but the Lamas’ map places it in 27° making 
an error of a whole degree of latitude. ‘This place and the chain

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of mountains near it, have been regarded as the common boundaty 
between Thibet and Bengal: but Mr. Bogle has cleared np this 
matter, by affuring us that Paridrong is the frontier town of 'Thi- 
bet towards Bootan, and not towards Bengal. And we have before 
afcertained that Bootan occupies an interval of at leaft a degree of 
latitude between Bengal and Thibet. 

Thus, I flatter my(elf, this difeuffion refpe@ting the fituation of 
Paridrong, joined to the information of P. Giorgi, will convince 
the reader, that the latitude of Laifa, if not perfe@ly right in my 
map is, at leaft, nearer the truth than it has ufually been reprefented. 
Its longitude is taken from the Lamas’ map, in which itis reckoned 
24° 17! welt from Pekin, or 91" 40! ealt from London, Hed the 
bearings and latitudes of Mr. Bogle’s route been taken, we fhould 
not only have been able to determine the pofition of Lafla, with 
fome degree of accuracy (as the direétion of the road is fo much to 
the north) but alfo moft of the intermediate places. Mr. Bogle 
was fixteen days on the road from Patidrong to Chanmanning. The 
diftance affigned between thefe places in the Lamas’ map, is about 
167 G. miles of horizontal diftance ; and this diftance I haye adop- 
ted in my map. 

The fouthernmoft ridge of the Bootan mountains, rifes near 
a mile and half perpendicular, above the plains of Bengal, in a 
horizontal diftance of only 15 miles; and from the fummit, the 
aftonifhed traveller looks back on the plains, as on an extenfive 
ocean beneath him. There are not many paffes thro’ this ridge, 
and all are fortified, The fort of Dellamcotta, which commands 
the principal pafs, was taken by ftorm in 1773 *5 and the fame 
of this exploit made the Thibetians fue for peace ; and was the im- 
mediate occafion of Mr, Bogle’s embafly.. The road between Ben- 
gal and Taffafudon, lies chiefly over the fummits of ftupendous 
mountains, or along the borders of craggy precipices; fo that the

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dired diftance is not eafily a(cestained, even by the moft intelligent 
traveller, 

Between Taffafudon and Paridrong, is a chain of mountains till 
higher than the other. ‘They are vifible from the plains of Bengal, 
at the diflance of 150 miles, and are commonly covered with fhow. 
Thefe are a continuation of the mountains Hmodus and Paropami- 
Jus of the ancients; and are fometimes by the moderns erro~ 
neoully called Caucafisz, By the Thibetians, they are called Rimo- 
Ja. Itakethemi to be in point of elevation equal to any of the 
mountains of the old hemifphere. Indeed, the country of Thibet 
is, altogether, one of the highe{t in Afia; it being a part of that 
elevated tract which gives rife not only to the rivers of India and 
China, but to thofe alfo of Siberia and Tartary: for if we examine 
the map of Afia, we {hall find that moft of thofe capital rivers 
rife between the 31ft and 47th degrees of latitude, and between 
the 7oth and g7th degrees of longitude; from whence they run 
in every direction to the fea, as the Rhine, Rhone, Danube, and 
Loire, do from the Alps in Europe, 

Father Giorgi, whom I have mentioned before, has given us 
in his Alphabetum Thibetanum, an Itinerary between Calcutta and 
Lafla. The diftances he eftimates in miles, which he probably 
meant for Italian, although they agree nearly with Englith ones. 
For he reckons 284 between Coflimbuzar and Patna, which is the 
exact number of meafured ftatute miles between the two places. 
And between Singhya and Maiffy, he reckons 4o, for 37 meafured 
ones, We may therefore conclude that he was equally fortunate in 
proportioning the reft of his diftances ; although the roughnefs of 
ahe road will not always admit of forming any jul proportion be 
tween the diftance by the road, and the horizontal diftance. We 
are almoft entirely in the dark as to the particular dire€tion of 
his courfe, 

Catmandu, the capital of Napaul, is placed according to the 
authority of fome MS, maps made by fome miffionaries who tra- 

1 yelled 
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yelled from Bettyah to that place : and I found no material difagree- 
ment between their accounts and Giorgi’s, I have therefore placed 
Catmandu 105 G, miles nearly north from Maifly,. and:in latitude 
28° 6. 

From Catmandu to Laffa, Giorgi reckons 504 miles by the road ; 
but it muft be obferved that he omits to mention the diftances of 
two ftages between Khanfa and Mefcinzungh + and as the preceding 
ones were of 14 and 16 miles, and the two fucceeding ones 16 
each, I may venture to.add 32 miles for the two omiffions; and 
then the whole diftance will be 536 Britith miles, or 462 G- 
‘ones. 

‘The horizontal diffance between Catmandu and Laffa (the latter 
being placed as defcribed’ in page 93) is 364 G..miles: fo that ac~ 
cording to Giorgi’s diftance, one mile in five, will be taken up with 
the windings of the road: and this is: not improbable,, confidering 
the mountainous nature of the country ; for in the flat countries of 
Hindooftan,, the proportion is oftentimes x in 7. 

The territories of Napaul extend to the mountains of Rimola, as: 
they are called in the Lamas’ map. Giorgi does not give the mo~ 
dern name of them; but juftly concludes that the ancient one was: 
Emodus., Phefe are a.continuation of the chain between Taflafu- 
don and Paridrong. Between Catmandu and thefe mountains, he: 
paffed by a famous place of worfhip, called by him Nogliscot, 
but by the Bengalefe, Nogarcot; and which gives. name to a pats: 
that leads to it through the Bootan mountains, on the north of 
Purneah *. He alfo croffed the upper part of the Kofi, or Cofa: 
riyer, which takes. its courfe through Purneah, to. the Ganges, 

Tankia,, or Tinkia-ling, is a fortrefs and town fitnated at the- 
hither foot of Mount Langur, afecond ridge of ftupendous-moun=- 
tains, fituated about 50-miles beyond Mount Rimola; and faid to:

Tan- 
kia is the firft place in Giorgi’s Itinerary, that can be recognifed 
in the Lamas’ map: for Nialma on the Nitchou river (probably 
the Noebotha of Giorgi) does not agree with any of Giorgi’s names, 
although its fituation does with Catmandu; which, however, the 
Thibetians call Jangbu, 

About 25 niles beyond Mount Langur, is the beautiful valley of 
Tingti, faid to be 50 miles in length, though but narrow. It is 
defcribed by Giorgi as an earthly Paradife, in every refpet fave the 
tharpnef of the air. 

The next place of note is Zuenga, or Tauenga, a caftle or for= 
trefs on the river Bontfu (fappofed by Giorgi to be the Bantifs of 
Ptolemy) and about go B. miles from Tankia. From hence two 
roads lead to Lafla: the northernmoft by Sgigatche (or Jiecfee as it 
iscalled in the Lamas’ map) and Rimbu; the other, and which was 
travelled by Giorgi, is by Kiangfee, or Tehiantle, He fpeaks of 
wild horfes varioully fpotted, in great numbers on the banks of the 
Bontfu, Thele, I pretame, are of the kind that are annually 
brought for fale into Hindooftan, where they are known by the 
name of Tanyans; and are of a hardy breed, 

Kiengfe is reprefented as a fine city and fortrefs; with a con 
vent near it, which is fo very extenfive and magnificent, that it 
has the appearance of another city. 

About 50 miles beyond Kiangfe, and 3 days journey fhort of 
Laffa, is the famous Lake Palte, called by the natives Jamdro, or 
Jangfo. It is of fo great extent, that according to the report of the 
natives, it requires cighteen days to walk round it, In the Lamas’ 
map, however, the circumference is only 150 Britith miles. In 
the middle of it, there are, according to Giorgi, a continued range 
of hillocks and iflands; or, according to the Lamas’ map, one vaft 
ifland, incircled by a lake from 3 to 6 miles wide. On the wel 
tern fhore of this ifland, or congeries of iflands, is a monaftery,

the great Lama. The road from Kiangfe to Laffa lics along the 
north fide of this lake, a day and half’s journey. ; 

Between the lake and the river Sanpoo, which is about 12 miles, 
another very high ridge of mountains croffes the road. ‘This is 
named Mount Kambala, and from the top of it may be feen to- 
wards the north, a range of {till higher mountains covered with fhow. 

The river Sanpoo +, of, according to Giorgi, Tzengciu, ot 
Tzanga, is 7 miles from the foot of Mount Kambala; and is crof- 
fed in the way to Laffa, about 12 miles farther on, either over a 
bridge, or in a boat. The bridge, as well as moft others in this 
country, is compofed of iron chains flretched from fide to fide, 
with planks or logs laid acrofs them. 

Giorgi fays that the chains are compofed of 500 links, each « 
foot long t. We may conclude that the bridge is laid over the 
narroweit part they could find, which, by this account, is 160 
Englith yards in breadth; otherwile we might expec a larger 
body of water in a river that had ran at leat 7 or Soo miless 
and had received into its bed, fo great a number of ftreams. I 
compute that at this crofling place, the Sanpoo (which is afterwards 
called the Burrampooter) has as far to run to meet the fea, as the 
Ganges has at its firft entry on the plains of Hindooftan; that is, 
about 1350 B, miles, 

The city of Laffa is, by the road, about 24 miles to the north= 
eaftward of the croffing place of the Sanpoo; and is fituated in a 
fpacious plain. It is not confidered asa large city; but the houles 
are of ftone, and are fpacious and lofty. The mountain of Puta- 
la, which contains on its fammit the palace of the grand Lama, 
the High Prieit and Sovereign of Thibct, is about 7 miles on the 
ealt of the city.

Lama fignifies.a Puiett, ox Minifter of Religion ; and Lai 
sanpoo, in the language of Thibet, meaus Tée River, 
} [take it for granted that he means Roman fect. 
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Much confufion arifes from the:application of fo many different 
names to this capital of Thibet, Giorgi tells us, that the proper 
name of it, in the language of Thibet is Baronthala; but that the 
‘Tartare call it Lafla, orLahafla, Other accounts call it Tonker ; 
and apply the names Laffa and Baronthala to the diftrié which 
contains Tonker and Putala. And again others give the name of 
Putala inftcad of Laffa, to the capital of Thibet. But weought to 
apply the name Laffa, or Lahaffa, to the capital; and to confider 
Putala as the caftle and palace of the Lama, and his ordinary place 
of refidence, 

By Thibet, or more properly Great Thibet, we are to under- 
fiand all that valt country extending from the fources of the Indus 
to the borders of China; and from Hindooftan, to the great defer, 
of Cobi, northward; though we have but a faint idea of its extent 
towards that quarter. Its length from eaft to weft cannot be lefs 
than 1600 Britith miles: its breadth is yery unequal. We are in- 
formed generally that it is diyided into three parts ;. that is, Upper, 
Middle, and Lower Thibet. ‘The upper divifion feoms to refpeét 
the countries towards the fources of the Ganges and Sanpoo rivers: 
the middle, that in which Laffa is Gituated, and of which it forms 
the centre: and the lower Thibet, that which borders on China. 
But the fubject is obfcure, and likely to remain fo- I am not in- 
formed, whether or not the country called Little Thibet is fubject 
to Laila: ‘This is fituated between Upper Thibet and Cathmere. 

Confidering the exceeding rough and fterile ftate of the country 
of Thibet, and the feverity of its climate, from its wonderful cle~ 
vation, we are aftonithed to find its inhabitants in a high flate of 
civilization ; their houfes lofty and built of flone: and the ufeful 
manufadlures in fome degree of improvement. All thefe advan- 
tages they probably owe to their vicinity to the Chinefe; to whom, 
indeed the Lama is tributary *,

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The countries of Sirinagur, Almora, Gor, Morung, and Napaul, 
are not at prefent confidered as dependencies of Thibet, as Bootan 
is. The polition of Latac, called alfo Leb, and Chaparang, or 
Dfaprong ; as well as Giti, Mila, &e, are all from D’Anville, 

In placing the heads of the Ganges and Sanpoo rivers, I have fol- 
lowed M. D’Anville’s correétion of the Lamas’ map in Du Halde, 
as given in his firft part of the map of Afia, publifhed in 1751: 
and have continued the courfe of the Ganges to the place where it 
enters Hindooftan, from the fame map, I have faid before, that I 
confider this part of the Lamas’ map as a very vague performance 
but the want of better materials obliges me to make ufe of it. I 
fufpeé: that the Ganges does not take quite fo wide a circuit to the 
northweft, as is there defcribed, 

A circumftance attending the courfes of thefe rivers, in refpedt 
to cach other, is remarkably fingular. Iffuing from oppofite fides 
of the fame ridge of mountains, they direét their courfes towards 
oppofite quarters, till they are more than 1200 miles afunder; and 
afterwards meet in one point near the fea, after each has performed 
a winding courfe of more than 2000 miles. Our ignorance of this 
circumftance, till fo very lately, is a {trong prefumptive proof that 
there yet remains ¢ valt field for improvement in the geography of 
the eaftern part of Afia, 
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HIE within Traét has already made its appearance in the

HE * Ganezs and + Burrampooter Rivers, together with 
their numerous branches and adjunéts, interfect the country 
of Bencat (which, independent of Banar and Orissa, is fome- 
what larger than Great Brrvarn) in fuch a variety of dircGtions, 
as to form the moft compleat and eafy inland navigation that 
can be conceived. So equally and admirably diffufed are thofe 
natural canals, over a country that approaches nearly to a perfeé& 
plane, that, after excepting the lands contiguous to Burdwan, Bir- 
boom, &&c. which may be reckoned a fixth part of Bengal, we may 
fafely pronounce, that every other part of the country, has, even in 
the dry feafon, fome navigable flream within 25 miles at fartheft, 
and more commonly within a third part of that diftance. 
It is fuppofed, that this inland navigation gives conftant employ— 
ment to 30,000 boatmen. Nor will it be wondered at, when it

Th its courfe through the plains, it receives eleven rivers, fome 
of which are equal to the Rhine, and none ffnaller than the 
Thames, befides as many others of leffer note. It is owing to this 
vaft influx of ftreams, that the Ganges exceeds the Nile fo greatly in 
point of magnitude, whilft the latter exceeds it in length of courfe 
by one-third. Indeed, the Ganges is inferior in this lat refpect, 
to many of the northern rivers of Afia; though Iam inclined to 
think that it difcharges as much or more water than any of them, 


Bescuan (the fame with Vitlnoa, the Passnaynve Derry) from whence, fiy the Beaming, 
it has its name Pada; that word fignifying foot in the Shanierit Jangnage : and that in 
its courfe to the plains of Hindooftan it paffes through an immenfe rock fhaped like a 
Cow's-head.

Below that, the 
channel is of confiderable depth, for the additional ftreams bring a 
greater acceffion of depth than width, At 500 miles from the fea, 
the channel is thirty fect deep when the river is at its lowe! 
it continues at leaft this depth to the fea, where the fudden ex- 
panfion of the ream deprives it of the force neceflary to fweep away 
the bars of fand and mud thrown.acrofs it by the ftrong foutherly 
winds; fo that the principal branch of the Ganges cannot be enter:

About 220 miles from the fea (but 300 reckoning the windings 
of the river) commences the head of the Delta of the Ganges, 
which is confiderably more than twice the area of that of the 
Nile. ‘Phe two wefternmoft branches, named the Coflimbuzar 
and Jellinghy Rivers, unite, and form what is afterwards named’ 
the Hoogly River, which is the port of Calcutta, and the only 
pranch of the Ganges that is commonly navigated by fhips*. ‘The 
Coffimbuzar River is almoft dry from O€ober to May; and the

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Jellinghy River (although a ftream runs in it the whole year) is in 
fome years unnavigable during two or three of the dryeft months; 
fo that the only fubordinate Branch of the Ganges, that is at all 
times navigable, is the Chundnah River, which feparates at Mod- 
dapour, and terminates in the Hooringotta, 


That part of the Delta bordering on the fea, is compofed of a 
labyrinth of rivers and creeks, all of which are falt, except thofe 
that immediately communicate with the principal arm of the 
Ganges. This traét, known by the name of the Woods, or Sun- 
derbunds, is in extent equal to the principality of Waxes ; and is 
fo completely enveloped in woods, and infefted with Tygers, that if 
any attempts have ever been made to clear it (as is reported) they 
have ‘hitherto mifcarried. Its numerous canals are fo difpofed as to 
form a compleat inland navigation throughout and acrofs the lower 
part of the Delta, without either the delay of going round the head 
of it, or the hazard of putting to fea, Here falt, in quantities equal 
to the whole confumption of Bengal and its dependencies, is made 
and tranfported with equal facility: and here alfo is found an inex- 
hauftible flore of timber for boat-building. The breadth of the 
fower part of this Delta is upwards of 180 miles; to which, if we 
add that of the two branches of the river that bound it, we fhall 
hhave about 200 miles for the diftance to which the Ganges expands 
its branches at its junétion with the fea. 

Zt has been obferved before, that the courfe of this river, from 
Hurdwar to the fea, is through an uniform plain, or, at leat, what 
appears fuch to the eye: for, the declivity is much too fmall to 
be perceptible. A fection of the grotmd, parallel to one of its 
branches, in length 60 miles, was taken by order of Mr, 
Hastines; and it was found to have about nine inches defcent in 
eich mile, feckoning in a ftraight line, and allowance being made 
for the curvature of the earth. But the windings of the river were 
fo great, as to reduce the declivity on which the water ran, to lefs 

than 
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than four inches per mile: and by a comparifon of the velocity of 
the flream at the place of experiment with that in other places, I 
have no reafon to fuppofe, that its general defcent exceeds it *. 

The medium rate of motion of the Ganges is lef than. three 
miles an hour in the dry months. In the wet feafon, and during 
the draining off of the waters from the inundated lands, the current 
tuns from five to fix miles an hour; but there are inftances of its 
running feyen, and even eight miles, in particular fituations, and 
under certain circumftances, I have an experiment of my own on: 
record, in which my boat was carried 56 miles in eight hours; and. 
that againft fo ftrong a wind, that the boat had evidently no pro- 
greflive motion through the water. 


When we confider, that the yelocity of the ftream is three miles 
in one feafon, and five or more in the other, on thé fame defeent of 
four inches fer mile; and, that the motion of the inundation is 
only half a mile per hour, on a much greater defeent ; no farther 
proof is required how finall the proportion of velocity is, that the 
defcent communicates. It is then, to the ‘mpetus originating’ at 
the fpring head, or at the place where adventitious waters are poured 
in, and fucceffively communicated to every part of the fream, 
that we are principally to attribute the velocity, which is greater 
or lefler, according to the quantity of water poured in. 

Jn common, there is found on one fide of the river an almoft 
perpendicular bank, more or Iefs clevated above the ftream, accord- 
ing to the fcafon, and with decp water near it: and on the oppofite 
fide a bank, fhelving away fo gradually as to occafion fhallow water 
at fome diftance from the margin. This is more particularly the 
cafe in the moft winding parts of the river, becaufe the very opera-

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tion of winding produces the fleep and thelving banks*: for the 
current is always ftrongeft on the external fide of the curve formed 
by the ferpentine courfe of the river ; and its continual action on the 
banks cither undermines them +}, or wathes them down, In places 
where the current is remarkably rapid, or the foil uncommonly 
Joofe, fuch tracts of land are fwept away in the courfe of one feafon, 
2s would aftonith thofe who have not been eye-witneffes to the mag- 
nitude and force of the mighty ftreams oceafioned by the periodical 
rains of the tropical regions. ‘This neceffarily produces a gradual 
change in the courfe of the river; what is loft on one fide being 
gained on the other, by the mere operation of the ftream : for the 
fallen pieces of the bank diffolve quickly into muddy find, which is 
hurried away by the current along the border of the channel, to the 
point from whence the river turns off to form the next reach; 
where the ftream growing weak, it finds a refting place ; and helps to 
form a fhelving bank, which commences at the point, and extends 
downwards, along the fide of the fucceeding reach, 


To account for the flacknefa of the current at the point, it is 
neceflary to obferve, that the frongeft part of it, inftead of turning 
fhort round the point, preferves for fome time the diredion given it 
by the laft fteep bank ; and is accordingly thrown obliquely acrofs 
the bed of the river to the bay on the oppofite fide, and purfues its 
courfe along it, till the intervention of another point again obliges it 
to change fides, 


* Hence it is, that the feation of a river, that winds through a loofé foil, approaches nearly 
to au obtufe angled-triangle, one of whole fides is exceedingly thors and difpreportioned to 
the other two C=. But when a river perfeveresin a flraight cousfe, the fedion becomes 
nearly the half of an ellipfis divided longitudinally (- See Plate 1, 

4 In the dry feafon fome of thefe banks ate more than 30 feet high, and often fall d

It is evident, that the repeated additions made to the fhelving 
bank before mentioned, become in time an encroachment on the 
channel of the river; and this is again counter-balanced by the de- 
predations made on the oppofite fteep bank, the fragments of which, 
either bring about a repetition of the circumftances above recited, or 
form a bank or fhallow in the midi of the channel, Thus a fteep 
and a fhelving bank are alternately formed in the crooked parts of 
the river (the fteep one being the indented fide, and the fhelving one 
the projediing) ; and thus, a continual fludtuation of courte is in- 
duced in all the winding parts of the river; each meander having 
a perpetual tendency to deviate more and more from the line of the 
general courle of the river, by eating deeper into the bays, and at 
the fame time adding to the points; till either the oppofite bays 
meet, or the ftream breaks through the narrow ifthmus, and reftores 
a temporary fraightnefs to the channel. 


Several of the windings of the Ganges and its branches are faft 
approaching to this fate; and in others, it aétually exifts at prefent, 
The experience of thefe changes thould operate againft attempting 
canals of any length, in the higher parts of the country; and I 
much doubt, if any in the lower parts would Jong continue navi- 
gable. During cleven years of my refidence in Bengal, the outlet 
or head of the Jellinghy River was gradually removed three quar- 
ters of a mile farther down: and by two furveys of a part of the 
adjacent bank of the Ganges, taken about the diftance of nine years

change that I have noticed ;.a mile in ten or twelve years being 
the ufual rate of incroachment, in places where the current ftriles 
with the greateft force; namely, where two adjoining reaches ap- 
proach neareft to a right angle. In fuch fituations it not unfre- 
quently excavates gulfs* of confiderable length within the bank 
Thefe gulfs are in the direction of the ftrongeft parts of the ftream ; 
and are, in fact, the young fhoots (if I may {0 exprelS mylelf) which 
in time ftrike out and become branches of the rivers for we gene- 
rally find them at thofe turnings that have the {malleft angles +. 


Two caufes, widely different from each other, occafion the 
meandering courfes of rivers s the one; the irregularity of the ground 
through which they run, which obliges chem to wander in quett 
of a declivity ; the other, the loofenefs of the foil, which yields 
to the friction of the border of the flream. The meanders in the 
firft cafe, are, of courfe, as digreffive and irregular as the furface 
they are projected on: but, in the latter, they are {o far reducible 
to rule, that rivers of uncqual bulk will, under fimilar cireum- 
ftances, take a circuit to wind in, whofe extent is in proportion to 
their refpective breadths : for I have obferved, that when a branch 
of the Ganges is fallen fo low as to occupy only a part of its bed, 
it no longer continues in the line of its old courfe; but works ittlf 
anew channel, which winds from fide to fide acrofs the former one. 
1 have obferved too, that in two ftreams, of equal fize, that which 


* The Count Du Burrox adviles the digging of fuch gulf in the banks of ordinary rivers, 
with aview to divert the cutrent, when bridges or other buildings are endangered by it. 

+ The cousles of tele branches at the eft, generally, ifnot always, hecome retrograde 
to the courle of the river: for, a fand bank accumulating at the upper point of leparation,

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has the floweft current has alfo the {mallet windings: for as thefe 
(in the prefent cafe) are folely owing to the depredations made on 
the banks by the force of the current; fo the extent of theft de- 
predations, or, in other words, the dimenfions of the windings, will 
be determined by the degree of force ating on the banks. 


‘The windings of the Ganges in the plains, are, doubelefs, owing 
to the loofenels of the foil: and (I think) the proof of it is, that 
they are perpetually changing; which thofe, originally induced by 
an inequality of furface, can feldom, or never do*, 

Tcan eafily fuppofe, that if the Ganges was turned into a firaight 
canal, cut through the ground it now trayerfes in the moft wind- 
ing parts of its courfe, its ftraightne(s would be of hort duration. 
Some yielding part of the bank, or that which happened to be the 
moft flrongly a&ed on, would firft be corroded or diffolved: thus 
a bay or cavity would be formed in the fide of the bank. This 
begets an infledtion of the current, which, falling obliquely on the 
fide of the bay, corrodes it inceflantly. When the current has 
pafied the innermoft part of the bay, it receives a new diredtion, and 
is thrown obliquely towards the oppofite fide of the canal, depofit- 
ing in its way the matter excavated from the bay, and which begins 
to form a fhallow or bank contiguous to the border of the canal, 
Here then is the origin of fuch windings as owe their exiftence to 
the nature of the foil. The bay, fo corroded, in time becomes 
Jarge enough to give a new direction to the body of the canal; 
and the matter excavated from the bay, is fo difpofed as to aflift 
in throwing the current againft the oppofite bank ; where a procefs, 
fimilar to that I have been deferibing, will be begun, 


+ Yehas been remarked, thar the conrfes of rivers become more winding as they approach 
the fea, This, I believe, will only held good in {nch as take the latter part of their courfe 
through a fandy foil. In the Ganges, and other rivers fubjedt to confiderable-variations in 
the bulls of their reams, the beft marks of the-vicinity of the fea, are, the Jownefy of the river 
banks, and the increafing muddinefy of the shallows in its bed. 


i The 
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‘The action of the current on the bank will allo have the effect of 
deepening the border of the channel, near it; and this again incr 
the velocity of the current in that part, Thus would the conal 
gradually take a new form, till it became what the river now is. 
Tven when the windings have leflened the defcent one half, we till 
find the current too powerful for the banks to withfand it. 


Thére are not wanting inftances of a total change of courfe in 
fome of the Bengal rivers *, ‘The Cofa River (equal to the Rhine) 
once ran by Purneah, and joined the Ganges oppofite Rajemal. Its 
junétion is now 45 miles higher up. Gour, the ancient capital of 
Bengal, flood on the old bank of the Ganges: although its ruins 
are 4 or 5 miles from the prefent bank, 

Appearances favour very ftrongly the opinion, that the Ganges 
hhad its former bed in the tract now occupied by the Takes and mo- 
rafles between Nattore and Jafficrgunge, ftriking out of its prefent 
courfe at Bauleah, and paiting by Pootyah. With an equal degree 
of probability (favoured by tradition) we may trace its fuppofed 
courfe by Dacca, to @ junétion with the Burrampooter or Megna 
near Fringybacer; where the accumulation of two fach mighty 
fireams, probably fcooped out the prefent amazing bed of the 
Mona +}. Sec plate I. 

In tracing the {ea coaft of the Delta, we find no lefs than eight 
openings ; each of which, without hefitation, one pronounces to 
have been in its time the principal mouth of the Ganges. Nor is 
the occafional deviation of the principal branch, probably, the only 
caufe of Au@uation in the dimenfions of the Delta, One obferves, 
that the Deltas of moft capital rivers (the tropical ones particularly) 
encroach upon the fea. Now, is not this owing to the mud and 


* ‘The Mootyjyl lake is one of the windings of a former channcl of the Cofimbuaar River, 

4p Mua and Burrompetor are names belonging + the fame river in diferent parts 
of its cousfe. ‘The Megua falls into the Burrampooters and, though a much fmaller river,

fand 
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fand brought down by the rivers, and gradually depofited, from the 
remotefl ages down to the prefent time? The rivers, we know, are 
loaded with mud and fand at their entrance into the fea; and we 
alfo know, that the fea recovers its tranfparency at the diftance of 
twenty leagues from the coait; which can only arife from the 
waters having precipitated their earthy particles within that fpace. 
‘The fand and mud banks at this time, extend twenty miles off fome 
of the iflands in the mouths of the Ganges and Burrampooter; and 
rife in many places within a few fect of the furface. Some future 
generation will probably fee thefe banks rife above water, and fuc- 
ceeding ones pofiefs and cultivate them! Next to earthquakes, per- 
haps the floods of the tropical rivers produce the quickeft altera- 
tions in the face of our globe. Extenfive iflands are formed in the 
channel of the Ganges, during an interval far thort of that of a man’s 
life; fo that the whole procefs is completed in a period that falls 
within the compafs of his obfervation *, Some of thefe iflands, 
four or five miles.in extent, are formed at the angular turnings of 
the river, and were originally large fand banks thrown up round the 
Points (in the manner before defcribed) but afterwards infulated by 
breaches of the river, Others are formed in the ftraight parts of 
the river, and in the middle of the ftream; and owe their origin 
to fome obftrution lurking at the bottom, Whether this be the 
fragments of the river bank; a large tree fwept down from it; or 
a funken boat ; it is fufficient for a foundation: and a heap of fand 
is quickly collected below it. This accumulates amazingly faft: 
in the courfe of afew years it peeps above water, and having now 
ufurped a confiderable portion of the channel, the river borrows on 
“each fide to fupply the deficiency in its bed; and in fuch parts of 
the river we’ always find fteep banks on both fides +. Each periodi~ 

® Accordingly, the laws refpe@ing alluvion are alfertainad with great precition, 

+ This evidently points ont the means for preventing encroachments on a river bank in the 
firsight parts of its counle, ix. to remove the fhallows shat accumulate in the middle of its 


shanpel. 
cal 
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cal flood brings an addition of matter to this growing ifland ; in- 
éreafing it in height as well as extenfion, until its top is perfectly 
a level with the banks that include it: and at that period of its 
gtowth it has mould enough on it for the purpofes of cultivation, 


which is owing to the mud left on it when the waters fubfide, 
and is indeed a part of the economy which nature obferves in ferti- 


lizing the lands in general. 


‘Whilft the river is forming new iflands in one part, it is fweep- 
ing away old ones in other parts. In the progrefs of this deftrac- 
tive operation, we have opportunities of obferving, by means of the 
fedions of the falling bank, the regular diftribution of the feveral 
firata of {and and carths, lying above one another in the order in 
which they decteafe in gravity. As they can only owe this difpofi- 
tion to the agency of the ftream that depolited them, it would ap- 
peat, that thefe fubftances atc fulpended at different heights in the 
flream, according to their refpedtive gravities, We never find a 
firatum of earth under one of fands for the muddy particles float 
tieareft the furface *. I have counted even difliné fratain a {e@ion 
of one of thefeaflands. Indecd, not only the iflands, but moft.of 
the river banks wear the fame appearance: for-as the river is’ always 
changing its prefent bed, and'verging towards the fite of fome for~ 
ther one now obliterated, this mult neceffarily be the cafe. 

As 2 flrong prefumptive proof of the wandering of the Ganges 
from the one fide of the Delta to the other, I muft obferve, that 
there is no appearance of virgin eatth between the Tiperah Hills on 
the eaft, and the province of Burdwan on the weft; nor on the 
north til] we arrive at Dacca and Bauleah. In all the fections of the 
numerous creeks and rivers in the Delta, nothing appears but find 
and black mould in regular ftrata, till we arrive at the clay that 


+ A glu of water taken out of the Gauges, when at its height, yields about one part in four 
of mud, No wonder then that the fubfiding waters fiould quickly form a ftratum of earth ; or 
that the Delta diould encrozch upon the fea! 


forms 
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forms the lower part’ of their beds. There is not any fubftance fo 
coarfe as gravel either in the Delta or nearer the fea than 400 
miles ®, where a rocky point, a part of the ba of the neighbour 
ing hills, projeéts into the river: but out of the vicinity of the 
great rivers the {oil is either red, yellow, or of a deep brown. 

IT come now to the particulars of the annual fwelling and over- 
flowing of the Ganges +-. 

Tt appears to owe its inereafe as much to the rain water that falls 
in the mountains contiguous to its fource, and to the fources of 
the great northern rivers that fall into it, as to that which falls in 
the plains of Hindooftan ; for it rifes fiftcen fect and a half out of 
thirty-two (the fam total of its rifing) by the latter end of June: 
and it is well known, that the rainy feafon does not begin in moft 
of the flat countries till about that time. In the mountains it 
begins carly in f April; and by the latter end of that month, when 
the rain-water has reached Bengal, the rivers begin to rife, though 
by very flow degrees ; for the increafe is only about an inch per 
day for the firft fortnight. It then gradually augments to two and 
three inches before any quantity of rain falls in the flat countries ; 
and when the rain becomes general, the increafe on a medium is 
five inches per day. By the latter end of July all the lower parts of 
Bengal, contiguous to the Ganges and Burrampooter, are overflow- 

ed, 


# At Ondanolla. 

‘f An opinion hes Jong prevailed, that the fwelling of the Ganges, previous to the com= 
amencement of the rainy feafon in-the flat countries, is in a great meafure owing to the melting 
of the fnow in the mountains. I will not go fo far as totally to difallow the faét; but can by 
no means fuppofe, that the quantity of fhowe water bears any proportion to the increale of the 
river. 

‘f "The vat colledtion of vapouts, wafted from the fea by the foutherly or fonth-weft monfoon, 
are fuddenly flopped by the lofty ridge of mountains that runs from eatt to welt through Thibet. 
eis obvious, that the accumulation and condenfation of thefe vapours, mu firf happen in the 
nejghboashood of the obflacles and fuccefively in places more remote, as freth fupplics anive 
to fill the stmofphere, Hence the priority of commencement of the rainy feafon in places thay 
fie neareft the mountains, 


All 
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ed, and form an inundation of more than a hundred miles in width; 
nothing appearing but villages and trees, excepting very rarely the 
top of an elevated {pot (the artificial mound of fome deferted village) 
appearing like an iflend. 

The inundations in Bengal differ from thof in Egypt in this 
particular, that the Nile owes its floods entirely to the rain-water 
that falls in the mountains near its fource ; but the inundations in 
Bengal are as much occafioned by the rain that falls there, as by 
the waters of the Ganges ; and as a proof of it, the lands in generat 
are overflowed to a confiderable height long before the bed of the 
iver is filled. It mult be remarked, that the ground adjacent to 
the river bank, to the extent of fome miles, is confiderably higher 
than the reft of the country *, and ferves to feparate the waters of 
the inundation from thofe of the river until it overflows, This 
high ground is in fome feafons covered a foot or more; but the 
height of the inundation within, varies, of courfe, according to 
the irregularities of the ground, and is in fome places twelve feet. 

Even when the inundation becomes general, the river ftill thews 
itfelf, as well by the grafs and feeds on its banks, as by its rapid and 
muddy ftream ; for the water of the inundation acquires a blackifh 
hue, by having been fo long ftagnant amongft grafs and other vege- 
tables: nor does it ever lofe this tinge, which is a proof of the pre- 
dominancy of the rain water over that of the river; as the flow rate 


‘All the rivers that are Situated within the limits of the monféons, ot shi‘ting trade winds, are 
fabje€t to overfowings at annually ftated periods, like the Ganges: and thefe periods return 
uring the feafon of the wied that brings vapours from the fea (which in Hengal, fc. ts the 
foutherly one) and this being periodical, the falls of rain mu neceftxrily be f@ too. 


The sonbely wind which blows ony ovet the Indy is drys for no san (except cai 
‘howers) falls dusing the continuance of that monfoan. 

+ This property of the bank is well accounted for by Count Bureon, who imputes it to the 
precipitation of mid made by the waters of the river, when it overflows. ‘The inundation, fays 
hhe, purifies isfelf a it flows over the plains fo that the precipitation mult be greatelt on the 
pasts neareftto the mergin of the river.

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of motion of the inundation (which doesnot exceed half a mile par 
hour) is of the remarkable flatnefs of the country. 

There are particular, tracts of: land, which, from the nature of 
their culture, and fpecics of produétions, require lef moifture than 
others ; and yet, by the lownefs of their fituation would remain tco 
Jong inundated,, were they not guarded by. dikes or dams, from fo 
copious an: inundation as would otherwife happen, from the great 
elevation of the furface of the river above them. Thefe dikes are 
kept up at an enormous expence; and yet do. not always fucceed, 
for want of tenacity in, the foil.of. which they are compofed. It is 
calculated, that. the length of thefe Dikes, collectively, amount. to 
more than a 1000 Englith miles. Some of. them, at the Bafe, 
are equal to the thicknefs of an.ordinary Rampart, One particular 
branch of the Ganges, (navigable only during the rainy feafon, 
but.then equal to the Thames at Chelfea) is conduéted between two 
of thefe Dikes, for about 7o miles: and-when fall,. the paffengers 
in the boats, look down on the adjacent country, as from. an 
eminence. 

During the {woln fate of the river, the tide totally lofes its. effea 
of counteracting the ftream ;. and in a great meafure that of ebbing 
and: flowing, except very near the fea. It-is'not uncommon for a 
ftrong wind, that blows up the river for any continuance, to Swell 
the waters two feet above the ordinary level at that feafon ; and fuch 
accidents have occafioned the lofs of whole crops of rice*, A 
very: tragical event happened at Luckipour + in 1763, by a ftrong 
gale of wind confpising. witha high {pring tide, at a feaforr when 
the periodical: flood-was'within a foot and half of its higheft pitch. 


* The rice I fpeak of is.of2 particular kind; for'the growth ofits fell keeps pace with the 
increafe of the flood at ordinary times, but is deftroyed by 2 too fidden rife of the water. The 
harvett is often reaped in boats. ‘There is alfo'a kind of grafs which overtaps the food in the: 
fare manner, and at-a fmall-difance has the appearance of a fold of the richeit verdaces. 

+f About fifty miles from the fea. 
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It is faid that the waters role fix feet aboye the ordinary level. Cer. 
tain it is, that the inhabitants of a confiderable diftriét, with their 
houfes and cattle, were totally fwept away; and, to aggravate their 
diftrefs, it happened in.a part of the country which fcarce produces 
a fingle tree for a drowning man to efeape to. 

Embarkations of every kind ttaverfe the inundation: thofé bound 
upwards, availing themélves of @ dived courfe and fill water, at 
afeafon when every ftream rofhes like a torrent. The wind too, 
which at this feafon blows regularly from the fouth-caft *, favours 
their progrefs; infomuch, that a voyage, which takes up’ nine or 
ten days by the courle of the river when confined within its banks, 
is now effedted in fix. Hufbandry and grazing are both falpended ; 
and the peafant traverfes in his boat, thofe fields which in another 
feafon he was wont to plow; happy that the elevated fite of the 
tiver banks place the herbage they contain, within his reach, other- 
wife his'cattle mutt perith. 

‘The following is a table of the gradual increafe of the Ganges 
and its branches, according to obfervations made at Jellinghy and 
Dacca.

* Althéogh inthe gulfor Bay of Bengal the:monfoon blows from ‘the S.$.W. atid: 8. W.

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‘Thefe obfervations were made in afeafon, when the waters rofe 
rather higher than wfual ; {o that we may take 31 feet for the me- 
dium of the increafe, 

Te muft be objerved, that the Ganges rifes in a more confiderable 
degree than the northern sivers that communicate with it, in the 
lower parts of its courfe (the Burrampooter excepted) and this is 
evident by the different circumftances that take place on the mixing 
of the waters of the Ganges and Teefta rivers, in the different {ea~ 
fons, The Teefta is a large river which runs almoft parallel to the 
Ganges, for near 150 miles. During the dry feafon, the waters of 
the Teefta run into thofe of the Ganges by two diftinét channels, 
fituated about 20 miles from each other; and a third channel at the 
fame time difcharges itfelf into the Megna, But during the feafon 
of the floods, the Ganges runs into the Teefta,. whofe outlet is then 
confined to the channel that communicates with the Megna. This 
alone, is fufficient to fhew how trifling the defeent of thefe rivers 
smuft be, whofe courfes are thus regulated (not by the declivity of 
their beds, but) by their heights in refpect to each other; which, 
like the flux and reflux of the tide, have the effe@t of giving con— 
trary directions to the fiream, at different fcafons. 

"The inundation is nearly ata ftand for fome days preceding, the 
middle of Avguft, when it begins to run off; for although great 
qnantitics of rain fall in the flat countries, during Anguft and Sep- 
tember, yet, by a partial ceflation of the rains in the mountains, 
there happens a deficiency in the fupplies neceffary to keep up the 
inundation *. The quantity of the daily decreafe of the river is 
nearly in the following proportion: during the latter half of Au- 
guit, and: all September, from three to four inches ; from Septem- 


© T have ftated the middle of Augull for the period when the waters begin to ran off; and 
jn general it happens with moze regularity than the viciffitudés of the feaions do, Bat there 
are exceptions t0 it; for in.the year 1774.the tivers kept up fer teat a month after the wftay 

time, 
ber 
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ber to the end of November, it gradually leflens from three inches 
fo an inch and a half; and from November to the latter end of 
April, it is only half an inch per day ata medium. ‘Thefe propor- 
tions muft be underftood to relate to fuch parts of the river as are 
remoyed from the influence of the tides; of which more will be 
faid prefently. The decreafe of the inundation does not always keep 
pace with that of the river, by reafon of the height of the banks ; 
but after the beginning of O@ober, when the:rain has nearly ceafed, 
the xemdinder of the inundation goes off quickly by evaporation, 
Teaving the lands highly manured, and in a ftate fit to receive the 
feed, after the fimple operation of plowing. 

There is a circumftance attending the increafe of the Ganges, and 
which, I believe, is little known or attended to; becaufe few 
people have male experiments on the heights to which the perfodi- 
cal flood rifes in different places. The circumftance I allude to, is, 
the difference of the quantity of the increafe (as exprefied in the 
foregoing table) in places more or lefs remote from the fea, It is a 
fa, confirmed by repeated experiments, that from about the place 
where the tide commences, to the fea, the height of the periodical 
increafe diminithes gradually, until it totally difappears at the point 
of confluence. Indeed, this is perfectly conformable to the known 
Jaws of fluids; the Ocean preferves the fame level at all feafons 
(under fimilar circumftances of tide) and neceflarily influences the 
Jeyel of all the waters that communicate with it, unlefs precipitated 
in the form of a cataraét. Could we fuppofe, fora moment, that 
the increafed column of water, of 31 fect perpendicular, was con- 
tinued all the way to the fea, by fome preternatural agency: when- 
ever that agency was removed, the head of the column would diffufe 
itlelf over the Ocean, and the remaining parts would follow, from 
as far back as the influence of the Ocean extended; forming 2 
flope, whole perpendicular height would be 31 feet. ‘This is the 
precife flate in which we find it. At the point of junétion with the 

fea, 
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fea, the height is the fame in both feafons at equal times of the tide. 
At Luckipour there is a difference of about fix feet between the 
heights in the different feafons ; at Dacca, and places adjacent, 14; 
and near Cuftee, 31 feet. Here then is a regular flope; for the 
diftances between the places bear a proportion to the réfpective 
heights. This flope muft add to the rapidity of the ftream; for, 
fuppofing the defcent to have been originally four inches per mile, 
this will increafe it to about five and an half. Cuftee is about 240 
miles from the fea, by the courfe of the river ; and the furface of 
the river there, during the dry feafon, is about 89 feet above the 
level of the fea at high water*. ‘Thus far does the Ocean manifeft, 
its dominion in both feafons : in the one by the ebbing and flowing 
of its tides ; and in the other by depreffing the periodical flood, till 
the furface of it coincides as nearly with its own, as the defcent of 
the channel of the river will admit +. 

Similar circumftances take place in the Jellinghy, Hoogly, and 
Burrampooter Rivers; and, 1 fuppofe, in all others that are fubject 
either to periodical or occafional fwellings. 

Not only does the flood diminith near the fa, but the river banks 
diminifh in the fame proportion ; fo that in the dry feafon the height 
of the periodical flood may be known by that of the bank. 


© The tides in the River Amazons are perceptible at 600 miles above its mouth; but at an 
elevation of only go feet, according to M. De Conpamins, Ttremains to be told what the 
fate of the river was at the time of making the expetiment; becaule thie land-floods have the 
effet of thortening the limits of the tide’s way, 

+ The Count Dz Ruszow has flightly mentioned this-circumflance attending the {welling 
of rivers; but imputes it to the increafed velocity of the current, as the river approaches the 
fea: whith, fays he, carries off the inundation fo quick, a3 t» abate its height, Now (with 
the utmoft deference to fo great an authority) I could never perceive, that the current, either 
in the Ganges, or any other river, was ftronger near the fea than at a diflance ftom it. 
Even if we admit amaceeleration of the current during the ebb-tide, the flux retards itin fo 
confiderable a degree, as at lea to counter-balance the effe@s produced Cs the temporary

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Tam aware of an objection that may be made to the above folu- 
tion; which is, that the lownefs of the banks in places near the 
fea, is the true reafon why the floods do not attain fo confiderable a 
height, as in places farther removed from it, and where the banks 
are high ; for that the river, wanting a bank to confine it, diffites 
itfelf over the furface of the country. In anfwer to this, I thall ob- 
ferve, that it is proved by experiment, that at any given tite, the 
quantity of the increale in different places, bears a juft proportion to 
the fu total of the increafe in each place refpeétively: or, in 
other words, that when the river has rifen three feet at Dacca, 
where the whole rifing is about 14 feet ; it will have rofe upwards 
of fix feet and a half at Cuftee, where it rifes 31 fect in all. 

The quantity of water difcharged by the Ganges, in one fecond 
of time, during the dry feafon, is 80,000 cubic feet; but the 
river, when full, having thrice the volume of water in it that it 
had at the time when the experiment was made ; and its motion 
being alfo accelerated in the proportion of 5 to 3; the quantity 
difcharged in a fecond at that feafon is 405,000 cubic feet. If we 
take the medium the whole year through, it will be nearly 180,000 
éubie feet ina fecond. 


THE Burramroorer, which has its fource from the oppofite 
fide of the fame mountains that give rife to the Ganges, firft takes 
its courfe eaftward (or diredly oppofite to that of the Ganges) 
through the country of Thibet, where it is named Sanpoo or Zancite, 
which bears the fame interpretation as the Gonga of Hindooftan: 
namely, Tur River. The courfé of it through Thibet, as given 
by Father Du Haxpe, and formed into a map by Mr. D’Anvitte, 
though fufficiently exaét for the purpofes of general geography, is 
‘ot particular enough to afcertain the precife Tength of its courfe, 

After 
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After winding with a rapid current through Thibet, it wathes the 
border of the territory of Lafla (in which is the refidence of the 
gfand Lama) and then deviating from an eaft to a fouth-caft courfe, 
it approaches within 220 miles of Yunan, the wefternmott province 
of China. Here it appears, as if undetermined whether to attempt 
a paflage to the fea by the Gulf of Siam, or by that of Bengal; but 
feemingly determining on the latter, it turns fuddenly to the weft 
through Affam, and enters Bengal on the north-eaft, I have not 
been able to learn the exact place where it changes its name; but as 
the people of Affam call it Burrampoot, it would appear, that it 
takes this name on its entering Aflam, After its entry into Bengal, 
it makes a circuit round the weftern point of the Garrow Moun- 
tains; and then, altering its courfe to fouth, it meets the Ganges 
about 40 miles from the fea. 

Father Du Harpe expreffes his doubts concerning the courle 
that the Sanpoo takes after leaving Thibet, and only fuppofes gene- 
tally that it falls into the gulf of Bengal, M. D’anyrexe, his 
geographer, not without reafon fuppofed the Sanpoo and Ava River 
to be the fame; being juftified by the information which his mate~ 
tials afforded him: for the Burrampooter was reprefented to him, as 
one of the inferior ftreams that contributed its waters to the Ganges, 
and not as its equal or fuperior ; and this was fufficient to direct his 
refearches, after the mouth of the Sanpoo River, to fome other 
quarter. The Aya River, as well from its bulk, as the bent of its 

- courfe for fome hundred miles above its mouth, appeared to him to 
be a continuation of the river in queftion: and it was accordingly 
decribed as fuch in his maps, the authority of which was juftly 
efteemed as decifive;; and, till the year 1765, the Burrampooter, as 
a capital river, was unknown,in Europe. 

On tracing this river in 1765, I was no le furprized, at Gnding 
it rather larger than the Ganges, than at its courfe previous to its 
entering Bengal. This I found to be from the eaft; although all 
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the former accounts reprefented it as from the north ¢ 
expeéted diftovery foon led to enquiries, which fur 
an account of its general courfe to within 100 miles of the place 
where Du Haxpe left the Sanpoo. “I could no longer doubt; that 
the Burrampootcr and Sanpoo were one and the fame river: and to 
this was added the politive affurances of the Affamers, * That #bein 
* fiver came from the north-weft, through the Bootsn mountains.” 
And to place it beyond a doubt, that the Sanpoo River is not the 
fame with the river of Ava, but that this lat is the great Now Kian 
of Yunan ; I have in my poffeffion a manufcript draught of the Ava 
River, to within 150 miles of the place where Du Happ leaves 
the Now Kian, in its courfe towards Ava; together with very au- 
thentic information that this river (named Lradattey by the people of 
Ava) is navigable from the city of Aya into the province of Yunan 
in China*. 

"The Burrampooter, during a courfe of 400 miles through Bengal, 
pears fo intimate a tefemblance to the Ganges, except in one par- 
ticular, that one defeription may ferve for both. The exception I 
mean is, that, during the lait 60 miles before its junction with the 
Ganges, it forms’ Stream which is regularly from four to five miles 
wide, and but for its frethnefs might pafs for an arm of the fea, 
Common defcription fails in ‘an attempt to convey an adequate idea 
of the grandeur of this magnificent objet ; for, 


and this un-

I have already endeavoured to account for the fingular breadth of 
the Megna, by fuppofing that the Ganges once joined it where the 
Ifamutty now does ; and that their joint waters fcooped out its pre~ 
fent bed; ‘The prefent junction of thefe two mighty rivers below 
Luckipour, produces a body of running freth water, hardly to be 
equalf<d in the old hemifphere; and, perhaps, not exceeded in the 
new. It now forms a gulf interfperfed with iflands, fome of which 
rival, in fize and fertility, our ile of Wight. The water at ordi- 
nary times is hardly brackifh at the extremities of thefé iflands, 


and, in the rainy feafon, the fea (or at leaft the furfice of it) is per- 
feétly freh to the diftance of many leagues out. 

The Bore (which is known to bea fadden and abrupt influx of 
the tide into a river or narrow ftrait) prevails in the principal 
branches of the Ganges, and in the Megna; but the Hoogly River, 
and the paflages between the iflands and fands fituated in the-gulf, 
formed by the confluence of the Ganges and Megna, are more fab- 
je to it than the other rivers. This may be owing partly, to their 
having greater embouchures in proportion to their channels, than 
the others have, by which means a larger proportion of tide is forced 
through a paflage compatatively {maller; and partly, to there being 
no capital openings near them, to draw off any confiderable portion 
of the accumulating tide, In the Hoogly or Calcutta River, the 
Bore commences at Hoogly Point (the place where the river firft 
contracts itfelf) and is perceptible above Hoogly Town; and fo 
quick is its motion, that it hardly employs four hours in travelling 
from one to the other, although the diflance is near 70 miles, 
‘At Calcutta, it fometimes occafions an inftantancous rife of five feet: 
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and both here, and in every other part of its track, the boats, on 
its approach, immediately quit the fhore, and make for fafety to the 
middle of the river, 

In the channels, between the iflands in the mouth of the Megna, 
&c. the height of the Bare is faid to exceed twelve feet ; and is fo 
terrific in its appearance, and dangerous in its confequences, that no 
boat will venture to pafs at {pring tide. After the tide is fairly patt 
the iflands, no veftige of a Bore is feen, which may be owing to the 
great width of the Megna, in comparifon with the paflages between 
the iflands; but the effects of it are vifible enough, by the fudden 
tiling of the tides. 


THE Rivers are in a tranquil ftate, from the time of the change 
of the Monfoon in Oétober, to the middle of March; when the 
Northweffers begin in the eaftern parts of Bencax (though later as 
sve advance wefltwards) and may be expected once in three or four 
days until the commencement of the’rainy feafon. Thefe North- 
weflers, which have their denomination from the quarter they ufually 
originate in, are the moft formidable enemies that are met with in 
this inland navigation; they being fadden and violent {qualls of 
wind and rain; and though of no long duration, are often attended 
with fatal effe@s, if not carefully guarded againft: whole fleets of 
trading-boats having been funk by them, almoft infantaneoufly. 
‘They are more frequent in the eaftern, than in the weftern part of 
Beneat; and happen oftner towards the clofe of the day, than at 
any other time, As they are indicated fome hours before they 
atrive, by the rifing and very fingular appearance of the clouds, the 
traveller has commonly time enough to feek a place of thelter. It 
ig in the great rivers alone, that they are fo truely formidable: and 

that 
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that about the latter end of May, and beginning of June, when the 
rivers are much increafed in width. 

After the commencement of the rainy {eafon (whitch period vaties 
in different parts, ftom the middle, to the end of June) tempeftuous 
weather muft be occafionally expected. Places of fhelter aré more 
common at this feafon, than at any other, by the filling of the 
creeks and inlets, as the river increafes: and, on the other hand, 
the bad weather, when it happens, is of longer continuance than 
during the feafon of the Northwefters. ‘The rivers being now fpread 
to the breadth of feveral miles, a ftrong wind has the power of rai 
ing large waves on them, and particularly when blowing in # con- 
trary direction to the rapid parts of the flream ; which at fuch times 
Should be avoided, as much from motives of convenieticy as of 
fafety. 

During the long interval between the end of the rainy feafon, 
and the beginning of the Northwefters, one proceeds in fecurity 
with refpe@ to weather, and has only to obferve a common degree 
of attention to the piloting the boat clear of thallows, and ftumps 
of trees. Thefe will generally be avoided by keeping neareft to the 
fide that has the fteep bank; but not fo near, as to be within the 
verge of its inferior flope. This leep bank (See page 111) hus the 
deepeft water, and the ftrongeft current near it; and is therefore, 
on both accounts, the proper fide to keep on, when going down 
with the fiream; as its rate of motion muft principally determine 
that of the boat; for the motion acquired by the oars of a large 
Budgerow * hardly exceeds 8 miles a day, at ordinary times. 

From the beginning of November to the middle or latter end of 
May, the ufual ‘rate of going qwitd the ftream, is forty miles in a day 
of 12 hours; and during the eft of the year, from 50 to 70 miles.

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The current is ftrongeft whilft the waters of the inundation are 
draining off; which happens in part of Auguft, and September. 


In many of the thallow rivers, the cutrent is exceedingly flow 
during the dry months; infomuch, that the track-rope is ae 
wofed in going downwards. 


Ta towing againf? the flream, the fteep fide is alf generally pre- 
ferred, on account of the depth of water; although the current runs 
fo much fronger there, than on the oppofite fide. On thefe occa- 
fions, one ought to be provided with a very long track-rope, as well 
to avoid the falling pieces of the fteep bank on the one fide, as the 
fhallow water on the other, when it becomes neceffary to change 
fides, through the badnefs of the tracking ground. The anchor 
thould always be kept ready for dropping, in cafe the track-rope 
breaks. 


Seventeen, to twenty miles a day, according to the ground, and 
the number of impediments, is the greateft diftance that -a large 
Budgerow can be towed againft the ftream, during the fair feafon : 
and to accomplith this, the boat muft be drawn at the rate of four 
miles and a half per hour, through the water, for 12 hours, When 
the waters are high, a greater progrefs will be made, notwith(tand- 
ing the increafed velocity of the current ; becaufe the filling of the 
tiver-bed gives many opportunities of cutting off angles and turn- 
ings; and fometimes even large windings, by going through creeks, 
And as the wind at this feafon, blows upwards in moft of the rivers, 
opportunities of ufing the {il frequently occur. 


In the very fingular navigation a-croff the eels, or inundation, 
between Dacca and Nattore, 8c. in which 100 miles or more, are 
failed on nearly a flraight courfe, leaving the villages and groves to 
the right and left; little difficulty occurs wle(e4 the wind fhould 
fail: for whilft it continues to blow, it is always fair, during the 
feafon of the inundation. The current prefents only a trifling ob- 

ftacle ; 
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ftacle ; fince its motion (which is neatly parallel to the courfe of 
the Ganges) is feldom half a mile per hour. 

The feafon of the Northwefters, is, above all others, that which 
requires the moft attention and care. Should one of thofe {qualls 
approach, and no creek or inlet offer for fhelter, when in the wide 
rivers; the fleep bank, if not in a crumbling flate, thould always be 
preferred to the flat one, whether it lie to windward or leeward. If 
the bank be in acrumbling flate, a retreat to a firm part of it, (which 
is moft likely to be found in the ftraighteft parts of theriver,) fhould 
be attempted. But if this cannot be done, the flat fide mutt be 
taken up with ; and if it be a /ee-fhore, the anchor thould be thrown 
out to prevent driving on it. In thefe cafes the maft is always fup- 
pofed to be ftruck: and provided this be done, and the cargo judi- 
cioufly difpofed, it is probable that a well-conflruted Budgerow 
will be in no danger of overfetting by the mere force of the wind 
alone: although by an unfortunate, or an ill-chofen fituation, it 
may be fo much expofed to the waves, as to be filled and funk by 
them. At this feafon, every traveller thould be particularly atten- 
tive to the nature of the River-bank, as well as to the appearance of 
the horizon, during the lait hours of the afternoon ; and if he finds 
a place of fhelter, he fhould ftop for the night: and not hefitate 
about lofing time, which may be retrieved the next morning, by 
fetting out fo much earlier, The boatmen work with much more 
alacrity on this plan; becaufe they have day-light before them ta 
fecure their boat, provide fewel, and drefs and cat their Pprovifions, 

As the water is always either rifing or falling within the beds 
of the rivers, it is impoffible for a Map to affign precifely where a 
place of fhelter thall be found, at any given time. Thus much, 
however, may be concluded, that in a place where the jun@ion of 
two confiderable channels is effeCted when the rivers are up, there 
will be an inlet, or deep bay, throughout the dry feafon, although 
one of the channels thould be dried up The waters (as.we have 


hid 
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{ 134 ] 
faid before) are rifing from the latter cnd of April, to the middle 
of Auguit; and falling during the reft of the year. 

The navigation through rar Woops, or SunpERBuNDs, is 
effedted chiefly by means of the tide. In the large rivers, or thofe 
that communicate immediately with the fea, the circumftances of 
the tide are more analagous to the ordinary courfe of it, than in the 
fall lateral channels which ferye to connect the great rivers to- 
gether; the motion of the tide in thofe fmall channels, being regu 
lated by the pofitions of their openings into the rivers. For if two 
rivers of equal bed and parallel courfe, are united by a lateral or 
crofs canal, the flood tide will enter that opening of the canal which 
lies neareft to the fea, and run through it into the other river; and 
the ebb tide wee verfa. But as the arrival of the tide depends on 
the capacity and formation of the rivers, as well as on the 
abfolute diftance it has to run, it will not be an eafy matter to de- 
termine its direction at any given time, even with the help of a 
Map. 

There 2re two diftinét paflages through the Sunderbunds, the one 
named the fouthern or Suxpersunp Passacz, the other the 
Barracor Passace. ‘The firft is the fartheft about, and leads 
through the deepeft and wideft rivers; and is of courfe, the moft 
expofed during tempeftuous weather. It opens into the Calcutta 
River, thro’ Channel-creek *, about 65 miles below the town, The 
Baliagot Paffage opens into a Lake on the eaft fide of Calcutta; from 
whence, within a very few years, a {mall canal has been cut to 
join the lake with the river. 

Thefe paffages prefent to the imagination both a grand and a curi- 
ous fpettacle: a navigation of more than 200 miles through a 
foreft, divided into numberlefs jflands by a continued labyrinth of 
Channels, fo various in point of width that a veffel has at one time 
her mafts almoft entangled in the trees ; and at another, fails uninter-

tuptedly on @ capacious river, beautifully fkirted with woods, and 
affording a vita of many miles each way. The water is every where 
falt ; and the whole extent of the foreft abandoned to wild beats : 
fo that the thore is {eldom yifited but in cafes of neceffity ; except 
by the wood-cutters and falt-makers, whofe ‘ dreadful trade” is 
exercifed at the conftant peril of their lives: for the Tygers not 
only appear on the margin in queft of prey, but often, in thé night 
time, {wim to the boats that lie at anchor in the middle of the river, 
Thefe paffages are ufed during the whole year, by thofe who go 
to and from the lower parts of the Ganges and Calcutta, &c: and 
during the feafon when the weftern branch of the Ganges is almoft 
dried up, the whole trade of Bengal (the weftern Provinces excepted) 
palles cither by Channel-creck, or Baliagot, but chiefly by the for- 
mer; fome articles of the Company’s cargoes being brought more 
than goo miles by water, at this (eafon.

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‘GEOGRAPHICAL DEFINITION 
OF 
HN DOG aS de Acults 
WITH 
Its general Divifion into Provincxs or Srarns, 


Written in MDCCLXXXIIL 


By Hinpoostan, Europeans in general haye underflood the 
ara&t lying between the rivers Ganges.and Indus, on the eaft and 
weft; the Thibetian and Tartarian mountains on the north; and 
the fea on the fouth. But, ftriétly fpeaking, the extent of Hindooftan 
proper is much more circumfcribed than thefe limits convey an idea 
of. For, although it has indeed the Indus, and the mountains of 
Thibet and Tartary for its weftern and northern boundaries; 
yet, on the fouth, according to the Indian geographers, it is 
bounded by the countries of the Deccan; fo that the whole 
peninfula * to the fouth of a line drawn nearly from Balafore 
to Broach, is not reckoned Hindooftan. On the other hand, the 
Ganges was improperly applied as an eaflern boundary, as it inter- 
feds in its general courfe, fome of the richeft provinces of the 
empire; whilft the Borrampooter, which is much nearer the mark, 
as an caftern boundary, was utterly unknown. The addition of 
thefe lands to the geographical definition of Hindooftan, bear, how- 
ever, 2 trifling proportion to thofe taken from it in the peninfala, 
In this circumferibed ftate, its cxtent is about equal to France,

Germany, Bohemia, Hungary, Switzerland, Italy, and the Low. 
countries colledtiyely; and the peninfula is about equal to the Britith 
iflands, Spain, and Turky in Europe. 

F thall not attempt to trace the various flu@uations of boundary 
that took place in this empire, according as the feat of government 
was removed from Gazna to Delhi, to Lahore, to Apra, or to 
Canoge, as fuited the politics of the times, It is fillicient for my 
purpofé to imprefs on the mind of the reader, that the provinces 
of Hindooftan proper have feldom continued under one head during 
a period of twenty fucceffive years, fiom the earlieft hiftory, 
down to the reign of Acbar in the 16th century, Malwa, Agi- 
mere, Guzerat, and Bengal, were, in turn, independent; and fome- 
times the empire of Delhi was confined within the proper limits 
of the province itfelf. Nothing lefs could be expested, where fome 
parts of the empire were 1000 miles diftant from the feat of 
Government; and accordingly, the Hiftory of Hindcoftan is one. 
continued leffon to Kings, not to graf at too much dominion and to 
mankind to circumferibe the undertakings of their rulers, 

During the long reign of Acbar inthe 16th century, the internal 
regulation of the empire was much attended to, Enquiries were 
fet on foot, by which the revenwe, population, produce, religion, 
arts, and commerce of each individual difttié was afcertained, as 
well as its extent and relative pofition, All thefe intereftir ge ar 
nfeful particulars, were, by Abul Fazil, colleéted into a book called 
the * Avin Aczanrs, ot Insrituves of Ackan; and which, tothis 
day, forms an authentic rogifter of thefe matters. Acbar began by

The names of the eleyen foubahs were Lahore, 
Mo ng Sindy) Agimere, Delhi, Agra, Oude, Allaha- 
bad: t, Bengal, Malwa, and Guzeratt. A 12th foubah, 
that is Cabul, was formed out of the countries contiguous to the 
weflern fources of the Indus, and included Candahar and Gazna; 
1 three new ones were ereéted out of the conquefts in the Deccan; 
rar, Candeifh, and Amednagur; in all fifteen.

ing the relative pofitions of thefe foubahs to each other, 
and to the adjacent countries, than whole fheets of writing. 
Tt may be neceflary however, to make a few remarks on the boun- 
daries of thofe foubahs that bordered on the Deccan, in order to 
underfiand the extent of the new conquefts. 

Guzerat, then, extended fouthward to Damaun, where it touched 
on the diftrié of Baglana, a divifion of Amednagur. 

Malwa extended to the fouth of the Nerbudda river; and an 
angle of it touched on Baglana and Candeifh on the fouth-weft and 
fouth, and on Berar on the eaft. The Nerbudda formed the reft 
of the fouthern boundary of Malwa, and alfo of Allahabad. The 
government of Bengal extended to Cattack || and along the river 
Mahbanada; but the foubah of Oriffa appears not to have been 
formed at that time. 

Of the newly ereéted foubahs in the Deccan, § Candeith the 
fmalleft of them, occupies the fpace between Malwa on the north, 
Berar on the eaft, and Amednagur on the weft and fouth, 

Berar, according to the prefent definition, has Allahabad and 
Malwa on the north; Candeifh and Amednagur on the welt,

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Tellingana and Golconda on the fourh; and Oriffa on the eaft, ¥ 
apprehend thatonly the weftera parts of Berar were reduced by Achar, 

Amedaagur*, the fouthmoft of Acbar’s foubahs, had Candcith 
and Malwa onthe north; the Gatte, or Balagat mountains on the 
weft; Bejapour (or Viliapour) and Tellingana on the fouth; and 
Berar on the eaft, ‘The limits of this foubah (Amednagur) are not 
defined in the Ayin Acbaree; and as Acbar had wars in the Deccan 
during almoft his whole reign, it may be fuppofed that its limits 
were perpetually flutuating. 

Tellingana, which in the Ayin Acbaree is called a circar of 
Berar, was probably poffefled only in part by Achar. ‘The ancient 
Tellingana, of which Warangole ++ was the capitul, comprehended 
moft of the twaét lying between the Kiftna and Godayery rivers, 
known now by the name of Golconda, 

Thus we have a flandard for the geographical diyifion of Hin- 
dooftan proper, in the time of Achar; but for the Deccan in general, 
no authority on record’ has eyer come to my knowledge. It 
appears that Achar reduced the weftern fide of the peninfula, as far 
down as the 18th degree of north latitudet: and under his fuc- 


ceflors, the whole peninfula, a few mountainous and inacceffible traQs 
only excepted, was cither entirely fubjedted, or rendered tributary 
wo the throne of Delhi, and-formed into one government under the 
name of thé Dice an§; which name, in its moft extenfive fignifica- 
tion, includes the whole peninfula fouth of Hindeoftan proper. 
However, in its proper and limited fenfe, 1 apprehend it means

only the countries fituated between’ Hindocfan proper, the Carnatic, 
and Oriffa; that is, the provinces of Candeifh; Amednagur, 
Vifiapour, Golconda, and the wefterh part of Berar. Tt was under 
the reign of Aurengzebe, that the Empire attained its full meafure 
of extent, His authority reached’ from the roth to the 35th 
degree of latitude; and nearly as much in longitude; and his reye~ 
nue exceeded 32 millions of pounds fterling, in a country where 
the products of the earth are about four times'as cheap as in Eng~ 
land.* But fo weighty a fceptre could only be wielded by a hand 
like Aurengzebe’s: and we accordingly find that in’a courfe of 50 
years after his death’ (which happened in 1707, after a-reign of 49 
years) a fucceflion of weak Princes and wicked Minifters reduced 
this aftonifhing Empire to nothing. The conqueft of the remote 
parts of the Deccan employed a confiderable part’ of Aurengzebe’s 
leifure towards the conclufion of his reign, and was’ at all times 
the fayourite with of his heart: his anceftors tdo, for feveral gene- 
rations, had eagerly purfued the famé object. It foems to have 
ofeaped their penetration, that the’ Deccan, with ample refources 
within itfelf, and poffeffing innumerable: local advantages ia point 
of fecutity from am enemy without, was alfo fituated at fuch a dif 
tance from the capital, as to hold out’ to its Viceroy the temptation 
of independence, whencyer a favourable opportunity might offer.

Having given this very general idea of the original divifion of 
Tndia, I fhall next endeayour to convey an idea of the prefent divi- 
fion of it, as far as refpeéts the principal fates, or the powers that 
haye appeared on the political theatre fince the eflablithment of the 
Britith influence, 

The Britith nation poffets, in full foverignty, the whole foubah 
of Bengal, and the greateit part of Bahar; I fay the greate/ part, 
hecaufe I believe that there may be fome purgunnahs on the 
fouth-welt of little Nagpour, that were formerly claffed as be- 
Ionging to Bahar, but are now in the poflefion of the Mahrat- 
tas*. In Oriffa we poffels only the diftri&s of Midnapour, 
the reft being entirely in the hands of the Mahrattas and their tri- 
butaries.

The natural fituation of Bengal is fingularly happy with refpedt 
to fecurity from the attacks of foreign enemies. On the north and 
eaft it has no warlike neighbours; and has moreover, a formidable 
barrier of mountains, rivers, or extenfive waftcs, towards thofé

Oa the fouthis a feae 
coaft, guarded by fhallows and impenetrable woods, and with only 
one port (and even that of difficult accefs) in an extent of thitee hun» 
dred miles, It is on the weft only that any enemy is to be appre- 
ended, and eyen there the gatiral barrier is trong; and with its 
population and refources, aided by the wfual proportion of Britith 
troops, Bengal might bid defiance to all shat part of Hindeottan, 
which might find itfelf inclined to become its enemy. Even in 
cafe of invafions, the country beyond the Ganges would be exempt 
from the ravages of war, and forni(h {upplies for the general de- 
fence. But, with the whole revenue in our poffeffion, the feat of 
war will probably be left to our own choice. 

The Nabob of Oude (fueceffor to Sujah Dowlah) poffeffed the 
whole foubah of that name, and the north-weft part of Allahabad; 
to which, of late years, have been added the eaftern parts of Delhi 
and Agra, ull thar time poffeffed by a tribe of Afghan Robillis, 
and by the Jats. The Zemindary of Benares, which includes alfo 
the circars of Gezypour and Chunar, conitiuted a part of the 
dominions of Oude until the year 1774, when its tribute or quit 
rent of twenty-four lacks (fince increafed to forty) was transferred 
‘o the Englifh, ‘This Zemindary, which was lately in the hands 
of Chet Sing, eccupies the principal part of the fpace between 
Bahar and Oude, fo that only a fmall pare of the territory of the 
Jatter, touches Bahar on the north-weit. 

The dominions of Oude lie on both fides of the Ganges, occu- 
pying (with the exception of Fizula Cawn’s diftti of Rampour) 
all the flat country between that-river and the northera mountains, 
as wellas the principal part of that fentile tra@ lying between the 
Ganges and Jumna, known by the name of Dooab, to within 
forty miles of the city of Delhi, In thort, the Britith nation,

with thelr allics and tributaries, occupy the whole navigable courfe 
of the Ganges, from its entry on the plains, to the fea; which, by 
its winding courfe, is more than 1350 Britifh miles. 

‘The dimentfions of Oude and its dependencies may be reckoned 
360 Britifh miles in length from eatt to weft, and in breadth from 
150 to 180, The capital is Fyzabad on the river Gogra, and very 
near to the ancient city of Audiah or Oude, * 

On the fouth-weit fide of the Jumma, and contiguous to the 
governments of Oude, Benares, and the Mahrattas, is Bundela, or 
Bundelcund, lately fubjeét to Rajah Hindooput, bur now divided 
amongft his defeendants, It is a hilly traét of more than 100 miles 
fquare, and contains the famous diamond mines of Panna, and fome 
firong forteeffes, amongit which Callinger is the priacipal. 

The territories of Adjid Sing are contiguous to Bundelcund on 
the weft; to the Berar Mahrattas on the fouth, and to Benares 
on the eaft, Jt is nearly of the fame extent as Bundeleund; and, 
like that, fubject to the occafional depredations of the Mahrattas. 

The territories of the Rajahs of Ghod and Badoriah, alfo adjoin 
to the new dominions of Oude on the fouth of the Jumma river, oppo- 
fie Etayah. The former has the Mahrattas on the fouth, Jeynagur 
on the weft, and the late Nudjuff Cawn’s diftri@s on the north. 
His territory is fmall; but within it is fituated the famous fortrefs 
of Gwalior, take from the Mahrattas by the Britifh forces in 1780. 

Contiguous to the weftern bank of the Ganges, and furrounded by 
the dominions of Oude, is a fmall diftri@: belonging to the Patan 
Rohillas, of which Furruckabad is the capital. It is little more 
than thirty miles in extent. 

Fizula Cawn, a Rohilla Chief, poffeffes the final didtriét of 
yond the Ganges.

The couatry of Zabeda Cawn, fucceffor to Nijib Dowla, an 
Afghan Robilla, adjoins to the weftern bank of the Ganges, and

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to the northern mountains; and extends as far to the weft as Sirs 
hind, and {outhward to Delhi; being about 180 miles long front 
eaft to weft, and near half as wide, He has the Seiks on his wef 
tern fronticr; and, till of late years, the Jats on the fouth. 

Shah Allum, the nominal emperor of Hindooftan, poffefles the 
city of Delhi, and a fmall territory round it, which is all that is 
left remaining to the Houfe of Timur*. Nudjuff Cawn’s fuc- 
ceffor has, in like manner, the city of Agra; but.neither of thefe 
are of any weight in the politcs of Hindooftan. 

The Jats, till within thefe few years, poffeffed the principal part 
of the foubah of Agra, and for fome time fixed their capital at the 
sity of that name, but they are now dilpoflefled of the Dooab, as 
well as moft of the open country contiguous to the weftern bank 
of the Jumna, and have fallen back w the mountainous country 
beyond Mewat. TE apprehend that the people named Géetes, on 
whom Timur made war in his march from Batnir to Sammana, 
were a part of the Jats} 

The Seiks are the wefternmoft nation of Hindooftan: their ter- 
ritories begin at Sirhind, and extend weftward to the Indus, the 
whole courfe of which from Attock to Sindy, with the low ccun- 
triest: on both fides of it, is faid to be in their poffeffion: fo 
that their dominions confift generally of the foubahs of Lahore (or 
Panjab) Moultan, and Sindy. ‘They are faid to Gonfift of a num- 
ber of fmall ftates, independent of each other in their internal 
government, but conneéted by a federal union||

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Timur Shaw, the fueceffor of Abdalla, whofe capital’ is Cana 
dehar, is in pofféffion of Cabul, Sciftan, and the neighbouring 
countries of Perfia; which, altogether, form an extenfive kingdom, 
The Indus is the general boundary of the Abdalli to the eaft. 
This government was ereéted by Abdalla, one of Nadir Shah's 
Generals, when his unwieldy empire, like that of Alexander, fell 
to pieces on the demife of the conqueror, 

Joynagur, or Joinagur, a mountainous diftri& of no great ex- 
tent, is ftuated onthe weft of Agra, and between the diftridts of 
Ghod and Mewat, It is governed by a Rajah, whofe capital is 
Joinagur. His vicinity to the Mahrattas has fubjeMed his country 
to frequent ravages, but he has never been totally fubdued by 
them, 5 
Joudpour, or Marwar, adjoins to Jaynagur on the fouth-weft, 
and is, in circumfances, neatly fimilar to Jaynagur; with this 
difference, that the diftri& is more extenfive, being near 200 miles 
from northeaft to fouthweft. The river Pudder has its courfe 
through this country, which is a part of the foubah of Agimere, 
and for which Marwar is only another name; Meerta is the prefent 
capital. 

Oudipour, or Cheitore, the country of the Rana, lies on the 
fouthweft of Joudpour, and borders on Guzerat and Malwa, 
The Rajah, like thofe of Joudpour and Jeynagur, is fubject cither 
to become tributary to, or fuffer the attacks of the Mahrattas, 
his neighbours. Cheitore was the ancient capital; a place much cc- 
lebrated for its ftrength, riches, and antiquity, when itwas taken 
and defpoiled by Acbar in 1567: Ondipour is the prefent capital. 

Of the countries of Nagore, Pucanere-Jaffelmere, Amercot, 
and thofe bordering on the lower part of the courfe of the river 
Puddar, we know little at prefent, except that they form a num- 
ber of petty rajahthips. 

The Mahratta ftates occupy all the fouthern parts of Hindooflan 
proper, and a greatpart of the Deccan. Malwa, Berar, Oriffa, 

Can- 
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Gandeifh, and’ Vifapour; the principal part’ of Amedaagus, (or 


Dowlatabad) half of Guzerat, and avfimall part of Agimero, Agia, 


and Allahabad, are-comprized.within their extenfive empire; which 
extends from fea to fea, acrofs the wideft part of the penintt 
and from the confines of Agra northward, to the Kiftsa fomhward ; 
forming a tra&of about 1000 Britifhmiles long, by 700 wide. 

This extenfive country. is divided amongf a number of Chiefs or 
Princes, whofe obedience to the Paifhwa, or Head, is, like that of the 
German Princes to the Emperor, merely nominal atany time ; and, in 
fome cafes, an oppofiion of imerefts begets wars, notonly between the 
members of the empire themfélves, but alfo between the members 
and the Head: Ta faét, they arc fuldom confederated but on occas 
fions that would unite the moft difcordant fates; thatis, for their 
inatual defence: for few occafions of foreign conquefis or plunder, 
are of magnitude enoughite induce them to-unite their armies, 

Was I>inolined; 1 want ability, to partioulirize the poteffions 
and fituations of all the Chiefs that compofe. the Mahratta. ftate. 
I. fhalktherefore attempt only to mention the Principal ones, or 
fuch'as have appeared on the theatre of the prefent war. 

The Paithwa, who is the nominal Head of the whole, refides at 
Poonah, which is fituated atthe fouthweft extreme of the empire, 
and about a hondred miles from Bombay. He pofféffes the principal 
part of Viflapour, Buglane, Dowlatabad (or Amednagu) the fouth- 
erm part of Candeith, and a fimall part of Guzera:. His portion of 
the Deccan is netwrally. very ftzong, particularly on the wel fide 
towards the fea, where a ftupendous wall of mountains, called the 
Gaur, rifes abruptly from the low country; called the Concan (or 
Cockun) fupporting, in the nature of terrace, a yaft extent of fer- 
tile and populous. plains, which are fo much elevated as 10 render 
the air cool and pleafane. 

‘The Paithwah’s couatry, together with that of his immediate 
dependents and vaflals, extends generally along the coaft from the 
diftils of \Goa, to Cambey. Southward, he borders on Hyder 

: Ally ; 
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Ally; and caftward on-the Nizam and the Rajah of Berar, On the 
north, he has Sindia and Holkar, 

Sindia and Holkar diyide by. much the largeft part of the rich 
and extenfive foubah of Malwa. The former alfo poffeffes the 
northern part of Candelfh, including the city of Burhanpour ; and 
the northeaft parts of Guzerat. On the north, his poffeffions in 
Malwa extend to Narwah, and to within 120 miles of the frontier 
of Oude *, His: capital is Ougein (or Ugein) near the ancient 
city of Mundu, the capital of the Chilligee Kings of Malwa; and 
from whom both he and Holkar are faid to be defcended, Holkar’s 
capital is Indoor, about thirty miles on the weft of Ougeim 
Gungadar Punt poffefles the diftrict of Calpy,. which borders on the 
Jomna (and, of courfe, on the new dominions ofthe Nabob of 

. Oude) eaftward; and on Sindia weftward. And Ballagee, brother 
to Gungadur, has the diftri&t of Sagur, which lics between Sindia’s 
caftern boundary and Bundelcund. Neither of thefe diftriéts aro 
equal, in extent, to the principality of Wales. 

The Berar Rajah, Moodegee Boonilah, poffeffes generally the 
foubahs of Berar and Oriffa. On the weft, his territories border 
on the Paifhwah’s; on the fouth, on the Nizam’s; and on the north, 
on Mahomed Hyat’s (a Pattan Rajah) Nizam Shah’s, and Ajid Sing’ss 
On the eaft, his territories in Oriffa thruft themfelves between the 
Britith poffeffions in Bengal, and thofe ia the northern +f circars; 
fo as to occupy near 180 miles of the country adjacent to the fea, 
and, of courfe, to break the continuity of our pofleffions on the 
fea coat, Moodajee’s dominions are very extenlfive, being from 
caft to weft 600 Britith miles, and 250 from north to fouth. He 
does not poffefs all this in full foverignty; for, Cattack, Ruttun- 
pour, and Sumbulpour are litle more than tributary, and are

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governed by his brother Bembajee. We know Icfs of the interior 
parts of Berar, than of moft other countries in Hindooftan; but, 
by what we do know, it does not appear to be either populous or 
rich. Nagpour is the prefent capital *, and the refidence of 
Moodajee; and it is fituated about midway between Bengal and 
Bombay. 

Cattack, the capital of Oriffi, is 2 poft of confequence on the 
tiver Mahanada, as it lies in the only road between Bengal and the 
northern circars; and the poffeffion of this city and its dependen- 
weies, gives the Berar Rajah more confequence in the eyes of the 
Bengal government, than even his extenfiye domain and centrical 
pofition in Hindooftan, 

Rajah Nizam Shah, of Gurry Mundlah or Baundhoo, is tributary 
#0 Berar. 

Putty Sing Guicawat (or Gwicker) who has been our ally during 
‘the Mahratta war, has, by us, been put in poffeflion of Amedabad 
and Cambay, together with the difttidts in general bordering on and 
lying north of the river Mibies which river ferves as 4 common 
boundary between his diftict of Amcdabad, and outs of Brouch +}. 

Thefe are the principal of the countries reduced into the form 
of governments by the Mahvatta chiefs: but fo habituated are 
they to rapine and plunder; that few of the neighbouring flates, 
but have, at one period or other, felt and acknowledged their 
power. Bengal and Bahar were, for a confiderable timo, fubjec 
to a regular tribute; and the Carnatic, Myfore, the Nizam’s 
provinces, the Dooab, Bundelcund, and the fouthern parts of Delhi, 
have been frequently overrun. “Their predatory excurfions fome- 
times carried them i200 miles from their capital, But the battle

They loft the flower of their army, together 
with their beft Generals; and from that period their power 
appears to haye been on the decline, Shut out of Bengal, Oude, 
and the Carnatic by the Britith arms, and out of Myfore by Hyder’, 
their field of a@tion has been much circumf{cribed ; and the prefent 
war with the Britith power has difcoyered their weaknefs to all 
dindooftan. 

Of the five northern circars, Cicacole, Rajamundry, Ellore, and 
Condapilly *, are in the poffeffion of the Englith; and Guntoor is 
in the hands of the Nizam. The four firft occupy the fea coaft 
from the Chilka lake on the confines of Cattack, to the northern 
bank fof the Kiftna river ; forming, comparatively, a long, narrow: 
flip of country, 350 miles long, and from 30 to yo wide. The 
nature of the country is fuch as to be cafily defenfible againft am 
Indian enemy, it having a barrier of mountains and extenfive forefts 
on one fide, and the fea on the other; the extremities only being 
open. Its greateft defect is in point of relative fituation to Bengal 
and Madras, it being 350 Britith miles from the firft, and 250 
from the latter; fo that the troops deftined to protect it, cannot 
be reckoned on, for any profling fervice that may arife at either 
prefidency.. ‘The circars, in point of ftriétnefs, appertaia paily to 
Golconda (or the Deccan) and partly to Oriffa and are held of the 
Nizam on condition of paying him a flipulated quit rent. 

The poffeffions of the Nizam, or foubah of the Deccan (the. 
defcendant of the famous Nizam al Muluck) comprize the province 
of Golconda, and the eaftern part of Dowlatabad; that is, the 
ancient province of Tellingana, or Tiling, fituated between the 
lower parts of the courfes of the Kiftna and Godavery. rivers. 

> Condapilly exear is written in the revenue books, Mollapha-Nuggors and Guntoor,

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‘Phe Nizam has the Paifhwah, or the Poonah Mahratta on the 
weit; the Berar Mahratta on the north; the northern circars on 
the caft; and the Carnatic, Bazalet Jung, and Hyder Ally on the 
fouth. Iam not perfedtly clear in my idea of his weftern boundary, 
which, during his wars with the Mahrattas, was fubject to continual 
fiuduation: but I underfland generally that the river Beemah 
and the Vifiapour mountains form his prefent boundary, from the 
Kiftna, weftwards to within 130 miles of Poonah; from which 
point it ‘fails back to the banks of the Godavery river, below 
‘Aurungabad: and that the Godavery itfelf forms nearly his northern 
boundary*. His capitalis Hyderabad, or Bagnagur, fituated on the 
Moufli siyer, near the famous fortrefs of Golconda. 

The diftridts of Adoni and Rachore are in the hands of Bazalet 
fang (brother to the Nizam) but are held of the Nizam. The 
Sourapour, or Sollapour Rajah, on the weft of the Beemah ri 
together with fome other Rajahs, are-his tributaries. 

Probably the Nizam’s own proper domains, exclufive of his 


1) 


sributaties and feudatories, are not in extent more than 280 miles in 
length, by 160 wide. Till.he took -poffoffion of the Guntoor circar 
in 1780, his dominions no where touched on thefea coaft. 

The Guntoor circar (called alfo Mortizanagur and Condayir) 
occupies the {pace between Condapilly, the fouthmoft of our four 
Girears, and the northern part of the Carsatic extending along the 
fea coaft of the bay of Bengal near fifiy miles. The poffeflion of 
this diftrit to the Englith, would have been extremely eligible, as 
well for the purpofe of fhutting out the French nation from the 


Deccan, as to keep open a communication with the northern 
circars, and to preferve the continuity of our poffeffions, and thofe 
ef our allics. 

The dominions of the Nabob of Arcot, or the Carnatic, com- 
mence on the fouth of the Guntoor cifear, and extend along the 
whole coz{t of Coromandel to Cape Comorin. Tt muft be und 
flood that I niean here to inches Tanjore, Marrawar, Tritchino-

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poly, Madura, 2nd Tinevelly; all being appendages of the 
€arnatic, Under this defeription, the Carnatic is not lefs than 570 
Britith miles in length from north to fouth, but no where more 
than r1o wide, and commonly no more than $0. Such a long 
narrow tract of country, bordered by an adtive and powerful enemy, 
muft always be fubjeét either to have its diftant provinces cut 
off from its affilance; or, by dividing its force for their feparate 
defence, the fafety of the whole endangered. 

The Carnatic anciently comprized all that part of the peainfula 
lies fouth of the Gondegama and Tongebroda rivers, from the 
coaft of Coromandel! eaftward, to the Gaut mountains weftward, 
and was divided into Balle Gaut and Payen Gaut, or the upper and 
lower Gaus *; the former being the weftern part, and containing 
the diftri@s which now compofe the country of Hyder Ally: and 
the latter, the eaftern part, or the Carnatic according to its prefent 
definition. 

The Britith pofleffions in the Carnatic are confined to the tract 
called the Jaghire, which does not ¢xtend much more than forty 
miles round Madras. f 

The dominions of Hyder Ally, who formerly fhared the Car 
natic with the Nabob of Arcot, and now contefts the remainder? 
begin on the welt of the ridge of mountains beyond Dalmacherry, 
Sautgud, and Attore; and extend fouthward to Travancore and 
‘aduras northward to Soonda and Viflapour, (inveloping Adoni, 
ry of Bavalet Jung) northeaftward to Guntoor and 
Ongole; and weflward to the fea. They comprehend, generally, the 
provinces of Myfore, Bednore, Coimbettore, Canaree, and Dindi- 
gul; befides his late conquefts to the northward, which are 
Chitteldroog, Harponelly, Sanore-Bancapour, Roydroog, Gutti, 
Condenore, Canoul, and Cuddapah +.

ied by ridges of mountains, abounding with paifes and defile.

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Hyder’s: prefent territory exceeds very confiderably, both in exe 
tent and revenue, that of his rival the Nabob of Arcot: but pro~ 
bably ix will, for a long time, require a Prince of Hyder’s talents, 
to prevent alate, compofed of fuch difeordant parts, from falling 
to pieces. It appears not improbable, that, on Hyder’s death, the 
divifion of the peninfula will undergo a confiderable change, in 
which cafe, the Mahratias may become nearer neighbours to us, 
than they are at prefent. 

‘The dimenfions of Hyder’s territories are at leaft 400 Britifh 
miles in length from north to fouth, and in breadth from 290°to 
330; he having by much the largeft fhare of the peninfula. 

If an Englifhman cafts his eye oyer the map, and compares the 
extent of the dominions of the Mahrattas and of Hyder Ally 
colle@tively, with thofe of Great Britain and her allies, his pride 
will hardly faffer, on. the refule of the comparifon. Without. 
entering into the abftraét queftion concerning the propricty or 
neceflity of the war, or the probable confequences of it, we muft 
atlesft allow, that the exertions, which haye been made towards 
the fupport of it, have been aftonifhing. One army fent from the 
banks of the Ganges acrofs the continent, to counteratt the defigns 
of the French in the Deccan, and another to reftore our drooping 
affairs in the Carnatic, are wonderful efforts; and will live in 
hiftory, when the efleéts of them may ccafe to be felt. 


‘Tur death of Hyder Ally * happened about the time that the 
above was written: and the fubfequent defection of Bednore, how- 
ever it might terminate, feems to confirm what has been afferted 
ning the diffaffeGted fate of his chiefs. But the peace of

tovattempt an outline of it, altho! this fort of printing

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4783, fo opportune to our interefts in the peninfula, has alfo given 
fo the fucceffor of Hyder an opportunity of turing his thoughts 
towards the regulation of the internal government of his country, 
So vaft an army as Hyder brought into the field, could not long be 
fupported in it, by the revenue of Myfore alone; and the Carnatic 
was quite exhaufted. Anticipation of revenue in Afiatic govern 
ments has an immediate deftrudtive effe@; and therefore cannot 
often be repeated. Hyder faw the neceffity of quitting his 
ambitious projects, along time before his death ; and probably would 
never haye purfied them, had he not expeéted a more early and 
-effe&tual co-operation on the fide of the French; with whofe affift- 
ance he hoped to cect our expulfion in a campaign or two, But 
he became, perhaps, more jedfous of the French than of the 
Englith; and had the Peace of Paris left the Carnatic in his hands, 
inftcad of Mohamed Ally’s, the French would eventually have been 
on a worle footing than they are now likely to be: for he certainly 
never intended that they fheuld affume any charadter in it, 
beyond that of merchants; although their objeét was the obtain- 
‘ing of a territorial revenue; without which, they well know, no 
European Power can cafily effeét any thing againft another, already 
in poffefion of one. 

The manner in which the war in India has terminated, has 
aftonifhed all Europe, a part of Great Britain only excepted; for it is 


Lat; and Terafl, that the veteran Monarch and foldier to whom I have likened him in the 
Drighter parts of his charatter, will not be offended at the liberty L have taken, Hyder’s 
tniliary {uecefs, founded on the improvement of difeipline ; attention to merit of every

If the Eaft Indies are worth preferving, the names of thofe w 
obtained, or fecured, our dominions there, onght t0 be fo too. 
Therefore, it would feem, that in order to da away the merits of 
the latter, fome, of late, have found it neceffiry to depreciate the 
value of the former *. Crivz was’ treated more like a man who 
had lof Thirteen Colonies, than one who had gained a kingdom; 
and nothing was wanting to compleat fuch a proceeding, bnt that 
the perfecutor of Clive fhould be the very man who threw away 
the Colonies.

‘the fake. of fecuring-a degree of ideal liberty to the natives, condefcend notwithllanding te 
Jend their adiflance towards enilaving the poor Africans.

TABLES 
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TABLES of DISTANCES in Hinpoosran. 


HE following Tables, will, it is hoped, be particularly ace 

ceptable, not only to thofe, who, for ufeful purpoles may 
be defirous of calculating the time required for a courier or mef. 
fenger to travel from one place to another; but alfo to thofe, who 
on the feore of ouriofity, or for the illuftration of Hiftory, may 
with to be informed of the diftances between the principal towns 
in Hindooftan. This information cannot be obtained by the ap- 
plication of the compaffes to the map, becaufe the windings and 
infle@tions of the roads are not there taken into the account. The 
degree of winding of roads, in different countries, is, (cateris pa- 
ribus) according to the ftate of improvement, in which the roads 
are. In India, the roads are at heft, little better than paths, and 
whenever deep rivers, (which in that country are frequent, and 
without bridges) morafles, chains of mountains, or other obfta- 
cles, oppofe themfelves to the line of diregtion of the road, it is 
carried round, fo as to cffeét the eaficft paflage; and for this reafon 
the roads there, have a degree of crookednefg, infinitely beyond 
what we meet with in European countries, where bridges are 
laid over every confiderable watercourfe, and where hills arc 
either levelled, or reduced to a convenient degree of acclivity; 
and after all, expences faved in many cafes, by the difference of 
labour between the fmoothing of the direé&t road, and the forming 
of a road on the natural level. 

To accomplifh the tafk above propofed, I firft feletted the 
names of fitch cities and other places as appeared likely to become 
obje&s of enquiry in future; and in fo extenfive a country, no 
lefs than 168 fuch places occurred. To haye giyen the diflance 

D be- 
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between every two places refpecively, would not only have exe 
tended the Tables to an immoderate length (upwards of 14,000 
diftances occurring: on the above number) but would haye burthened 


the purchafer :with much ufelefs matter. For inflance, although 
Jionpour has a political connexion with Onde, and Tanjore with 
Madras; and it may -be neceflary that the diftance of cach of thefe 
fubordinate places from its fuperior, fhould be given: yet, as Jion- 
pour and Tanjore ftand in litle or no relation to each other, it was 
of-no ufe to give the diftance between them, The fame may be 
faid of moft of the other fubordinate places. 

The method, therefore, that I have followed, is this: I have 
chofen fuch places as appear to be of the greateft political confe- 
quence (fuch as the Britith Prefidencies, and the Courts of the native 
Princes) and of which I reckon 12; and confidering them as cen- 
tres, have formed for each a feparate Table, in which the diftance 
from the central place to every other place of note, whofe fituation 
may be fuppofed to become a matter of enquiry, is inferted; the 
names following in alphabetical order. A page is allutted to.cach 
of thefe central places, which are Acra, Brnares, Bompay, 
Carcurta, Divut, Hyperasav, Manras, Nacrour, Ounr, 
Ouczrn, Poonan, and Sex1nearaTAm and thefe alfo follow in 
the fame order, : 

The Tables contain near 1000 diftances; and although thefe ar 
reckoned only from 12 different points, yet by attending to the 
particulars of each Table, a great many other diftances may be 
found; as the communication between places, is ufually by the 
medium of the capital towns that intervene. For inftance, the dif- 
tance between Arcot and Allahabad may be colleéted from the 
Tables of Hydrabad and Nagpour, as thefe places lie in the line of 
direGiion between the two former. Alfo, the diflance between 
Patnaand Aurungabad may be found by means of the Nagpour Ta- 
dle: and that from Mirzapour to Surat, by fubtraéting the diftance 

of 
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of the one from the other, in the Benares Table. And by the 
fame methods, the diftances between moft other places of note 
maybe found, And in order to facilitate the fearch, and bring 
into one view the refpeétive pofitions of the feveral places mentioned 
in the Tables, I have added a {mall Map. 

To ayoid. repeating the diftances between the 12 central or pri- 
mary places, through every Table, they are inferted in that Table, 
alone, whofe name ftands firft in the alphabet. Thus the diftance 
between Careurraand AcRa, will be found in the Acra Table, 
and not in that of CancurTa, 

With refpeét to the diftances themfelves, it muft not be expedi~ 
ed that they are in general critically exaét; for altho’ the pofitions 
of 8 out of the 12 primary places are determided with precifions 
and 3 out of the 4. remaining ones, yery nearly ; yet the interme- 
diate roads have, in few inftances (thofe between Bengal and Delhi 
excepted) been meafured: Thefe deficiencies could only be 
fupplied by the computed diftances; which, however, appear to 
come as near the truth in India, as in any country whatever: or 
where thefe haye failed, by allowing fuch a degree of winding, as 
is found by experience to take place in a fimilar kind of country. 
‘The cofs is always reckoned at one Britith mile and nine-tenths. 

The length of a day’s journey in Hindooftan is from 11 to 12 
Coffes, or about 22 miles, for an ordinary traveller. Bue 
that of a courier, or profefled meffenger, may be reckoned at 30 
or 323 and on occafions of emergency, even more; and that for a 
continuance of 15 or 20 days. 

A regular poit is eftablithed throughout the parts of Hindooftan 
fubjeét to the Eaft India Company, and alfo from Calcutta to Ma- 
dras, The poftmen always trayel on foot, Their ftages are com~ 
monly from 7 to § miles; and their rate of trayclling within our 
own diftricts, about 70 miles in the 24 hours,
